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ESTLING in its setting of 
green trees, this little white 

_gem of a cottage has all the 
appearance of being a native of 
Normandy, but it is built here in 
the U. S. A. It is one of those 
houses that are so peculiarly suited 
to its location that it just seems to 
have grown there. 

The beautiful uneven contour site, 
enabled the architect to create a de- 
sign that is considerably out of the 
ordinary run of small cottage archi- 
tecture. 

Perhaps one of the most unusual 
features is the placing of rooms at 
different levels. There are four 
levels in all in the house, while it 
is practically only a story and a 
half eottage—many would not even 
grace it with this name but term it 
a bungalow. 

The living room, dining room and 
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kitchen have been placed on the one 
level, and this at but a slight ele- 
vation off the ground for the object

This is provided with a 
clothes closet, also a large storage 
room which forms the dormer of 
what we can term the bedroom wing. 

This unusual arrangement, while 
novel, is entirely practical. There

are no long flights of 
stairs to be climbed. 
Just a few steps and one 
is to the next level. If 
we add the eellar to our 
list, five levels are used 
in this story and a half 
cottage. 

The interior walls of 
the different rooms are 
finished in a soft grey 
rough plaster which 
makes for a decided old 
world feeling. 

In the living room, the 
ceiling has oak beams 
roughly adzed to size. 
One entire end of this 
room is used for the fire- 
place which is rather a 
massive affair, with a 
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large wood beam serving as a lintel. 
To one side is an iron door cover- 
ing the wood box, while at the other 
end in the recess a built-in book- 
case has been constructed; the trim 
on this is out of the ordinary. 

The eased opening to the dining 
room is also carried out in heavy 
beamed style, the effect being se- 
cured by two uprights with brackets 
hewed out of one piece, supporting 
a large overhead beam. 

A. feature of the dining room, as 
viewed from the living room, is the 
pleasing panorama seen through the 
triple steel easement windows. On 
the opposite side of the living room 
towards what we would term the 
front of the house is a large double 
casement triple window. The top 
easing of this is earried out in the 
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same heavy beam effect while below 
a wide window sill has been ob- 
tained by creating a radiator grille 
combined with a bookease at either 
end, also for over the radiator. 

All of the interior woodwork 
shown in its rough state has been 
stained a brown so as to bring 
forth an old appearance to this 
modern day construction. The 
house, of course, is thoroughly wired 
for electric light, and steam has 
been provided for the heating. 

The exterior of the house is of 
the Norman cottage type. The most 
interesting part of it is that dif- 
ferent materials have been used for 
its exterior walls. Brick, stone, 
stueeo and rough old siding have 
been used for effects. 

The walls have been roughly and 
unevenly laid with 
here and there a piece 
of flat stone project- 
ing, this to give the 
appearance of bond 
stones. Their un- 
evenness makes a very 
interesting feature of 
this wall surface. 

Brown staining of 
the exterior wood- 
work adds another 
note of interest and 
relieves the white- 
washed walls to a 
considerable e x t e nt 
without hurting their 
appearance for tex- 
ture. 

The erowning fea- 
ture of the design is, 
of eourse, the roof, 
whieh has long, slop- 
ing lines, broken in 
front with but a 


single dormer. This 
shingled roof has been 
Stained a brown of but a 
slightly lighter shade 
than that used for the ex- 
terior trim. 

The front entrance 
door is worthy of special 
note, it is an interesting 
copy of some of the old 
Norman doors. Such a 
door can be very easily 
made by simply using oak 
strips over a common 
door, and then hammer 
in a number of short 
wrought iron nails with 
large heads, thus seeur- 
ing the effect of an old- 
time studded door. Nails 
used for sueh a door 
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cy the second floor and second and 
a half floor, as we might proper- 
ly term it, are two bedrooms and 
bath with ample closet and storage 
space located at points of vantage 


were bent over in the back and 
clinched and, of course, this made it 
imposible to use them again. 

In those days nails were hand 
made, and, even at that time they 
were expensive, and if any buildings 
were demolished the nails were care- 
fully drawn and preserved for use. 
When nails were used in a studded 
door, they were useless, or as it was 
called then, ‘‘dead’’—having no 
further usefulness. Hence the ex- 
pression, dead as a doornail.”’

Such building projects are valu- 
able assets to the town itself and to 
those associated with building work. 
Where resident builders and archi- 
tects are fitted to carry on the work, 
these enterprises represent a volume 
of business well worth consideration. 

While local conditions bear strong- 
ly on design and construction of 
modern school buildings, much has

A minimum total of 360 houses, 
constructed of standard highly 
approved materials and products, 
will be built in a minimum of 28 
key“ cities throughout the United 
States by members of the Institute, 
that includes representative manu- 
facturers of building material and 
equipment. Realtor-builders, mem- 
bers of local real estate boards and 
of the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards, will erect these 
houses according to specifications 
laid down by the Home Owner’s 
Service Institute, and the finished 
homes will be the last word in mod- 
ern efficient home construction. 

Prior to the opening of the houses, 
and at the present time, an elaborate 
educational publicity program is 
being waged through the columns 
of leading newspapers in each of 
the 28 cities, through national mag- 
azines, the radio and a highly spe- 
eialized direet-by-mail program. In 
each city the dominant newspaper 
aets as sponsor to the undertaking, 
editorially advocating the promo- 
tion of better construction, and 
broadeasting throughout the com- 
munity the advantages of inspecting 
the model house. 

Never before in the history of 
modern merchandising in the con- 
struction field have great allied in- 
terests banded together in such a far 
reaching campaign. Brick and lum- 
ber interests, gas and electrical, 
wallpaper and plumbing manufac- 
turers sat around a table and 
planned this unique undertaking to 
sell each other’s products and raise 
the character of home building from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and from 
the Soo to the Gulf.

NE of the greatest troubles that builders have 

to contend with are the half baked plans and 
specifications furnished by some architects and 
owners to contractors for a bid. If contractors 


would just get up enough courage and return such 


incomplete plans and say they cannot bid on such 
plans, a reform will take place, but not before. 


Building in 1926 


E are glad to see that quite a number of 

papers are now waking up to the fact that 
the building business for 1926 is going to be good 
despite all the pessimistic reports that jump into 
print every now and then. Last October BUILDING 
AGE AND NATIONAL BuiLpER publshed a survey 
based on good, reliable information secured by us 
first hand. This indicated that 1926 would be a 
good year for builders. It certainly is gratifying 
to note that construction contracts awarded this 
year exceeeded our predictions. 


Safety in Construction 


ESPITE the fact that we are building struc- 
tures that are safe, the fact remains that too 
many builders are not abiding by any of the rules 
and are using any makeshift for scaffolding. In 
such cases one can see that compensation insur- 


-ance is a bid for carelessness by the unthinking or 


inhuman contractor, as he figures that the insur- 
ance will protect him and take care of his men 
should they be injured or killed. If some of our 
labor union enthusiasts would stop their fighting 
about picayune affairs and demand that safe 
working conditions must exist, it would help. 


Is the Building Industry to Blame? 


HE problem of seeuring and keeping domes- 


tie help is a very hard one except for very: 


wealthy families. The moderately well to do fam- 
ilies live in high class apartments and they have 
go many rooms and baths with a kitchen and two 
or three maids’ rooms and baths." The bedroom 
furnished for the maid is about the minimum al- 
lowed by the building eode and the bath is a very 
eommodious affair that you have to step into over 
the back end and so short it looks like a wash tub 
set on the floor, while the water closet is so cramped 
that to sit down one's knees have to be drawn up 
or one must leave the door open! When will 
architects and owners realize that maids are human 
beings and really like to be treated as such. What 
reason (except dire necessity ) will make a girl 
take a position and live in such quarters? Many 
jails are far more pleasing. It is a very serious 
economie mistake not to provide accommodations 
for household help. 
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The Trade Marked Building 


ORE and more use is being made of standard 

building materials that are well advertised 
and known to the publie. Houses so built can be 
sold easier to discriminating buyers, for they have 
confidence in the construction. A great many 
manufacturers now furnish small signs or stamp 
their material. Builders are also using small brass 
plates indicating that they were the builders. The 
day is probably not far distant when the public 
will be demanding labelled houses just the same 
as they look for it when they buy a watch, cloth- 
ing, automobile, ete.—The trade mark counts.: 


Business Can Be Had 


ESPITE the general prosperity in the build- 

ing industry there may be some localities 
where there is a local or sectional depression. The 
builder in such localities is confronted with a prob- 
lem, he has either to move away or try to stir up 
business. If he has made a favorable reputation 
in the neighborhood the best thing is to stir up 
some trade. Many houses are in need of re- 
pair or remodelling, etc. Local bankers may be 
able to suggest some way to finance the improve- 
ment so as to keep the men of the town busy. Such 
cases need co-operation in the broadest sense. 


Our Future Workers 


HE Chamber of Commerce of the United 

States has sent out a warning that a short- 

age of skilled workmen will continue unless there 

is a more concerted effort to train apprentices in 

the various industries, This condition confronted 

the building industry very forcibly within the last 
few years. 

American business men in all lines can do noth- 
ing more important than aid in educating or train- 
ing young men in their respective lines of work. 
Sons usually follow in the footsteps of their fa- 
thers and it is a proud builder indeed that has 
several of his sons working with him.  Unfortu- 
nately, some builders do not have any sons, but 
they can put some boy under their wing and teach 
him the rudiments of the business. One can even 
go further than this and adopt a small boy. 

Builders are making a good living and mahy 
ean afford to give a home to some homeless child. 
Good work along these lines is being carried on 
by the Child Placing Agency of the State Char- 
ities Aid Assoeiation—105 E. 22nd Street, New 
York City. 

If one of our readers would like to do a good 
turn in the world, and perhaps one for the build- 
ing industry—apply to this agency.

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high from the street level, or a total 
of 595 ft. from bottom of koundation 
to the top of the roof, is Detroit’s 
highest building, and one of the 
highest in the world. The Tower 
is easily visible some 25 miles away 
above Detroit 's skyline. 

The Tower portion annex of the 
original Book Building is 60 x 105 
ft. in size. The first 13 stories cor- 
respond in detail with the original 
Book building but from the 14th 
floor upward th: Book Tower is a

separate entity, belonging to the 
original building yet entirely apart 
from it. The heavy cornice on the 
13th floor of the original Book 
Building has not been carried around 
in the Tower but an artistic break 
has been made by having heavy 
carved window frames for some of 
the window openings corresponding 
with those on the same floor of the 
original building. This bears out a 
harmonious appearance as seen by 
the passer-by in the street below. 

Like the old building, the Tower 
portion is constructed of stone up 
to the 13th floor. Above this floor, 
terra cotta, stone and brick are used 
in combination. Above the 25th 
floor there is an ornamental molding 
encircling the building with carved 
stone cornice pieces. These cornice 
breaks and ornamentation give a 
pleasing touch when viewed either 
near or from far. | 

Above the 37th floor is a three- 
story Mansard Tower with a hipped 
roof of copper which is colored to 
a bright green thereby contrasting 
with the grey of the stone work be- 
low. This mansard roof effect ar- 
tistically masks the usual pent house, 
water tanks, ete. 

The foundation of the tower rests 


on hard-pan and not on bed rock. 


as is so often the case with a high 
structure. The hard-pan here is a 
species of aggregate of clay and lime 
and boulders and its density com- 
pares with that of concrete. 

Forty enormous borings or shafts

out at the bottom to 
twiee that diameter 
and 90 ft. high of 
solid concrete are 
the supports of the 
building. Each of 
these ‘concrete col- 
umns must bear a 
weight of 100 tons. 
The gigantic frame 
work of steel for the 
tower has a weight 
of 5,000 tons and 
the entire structure 
has a weight of 40,- 
000 tons. 

Down in the sub- 
basement are the 
vitals of the build- 
ing. Here is placed 
the machinery for operating its 
There is a great 
eleetrie converter, pumps for air and 
water, refrigerating machines and 
all the other activities of a great in- 
dustrial unit of this kind. The 
apparatus needed to operate a build- 
ing of this size resembles the machin- 
ery of a medium sized industrial 
plant in magnitude. 


HE matter of water supply 

I. alone was a new one for De- 
triot. It would not do to merely 
pump water to the top of the build- 
ing and let it descend thence to the 
various levels. The pressure of this 
water, on the lower floors, would be 
sueh as to burst the fittings, tear 
them loose and flood the rooms. 
Therefore it was necessary to con- 
struet three water tanks, at the 
thirteenth, twenty-seventh and thir- 
ty-seventh stories, each supplying 
the floors below it to the range of 
the next tank. "Thus the weight of 
the water in the piping system is 
nof rendered excessive anywhere. 
Because of this arrangement, three 
pumps are required in the sub- 
basement to supply the three tanks. 
Our illustrations show this inter- 
esting building as it appears at 
night. A system of indirect lights. 


A SKETCH of proposed new 85 
story Tower annex to Book 
building. The Tower described in 
this issue is indicated in this sketch 
at the extreme right while the orig- 
inal 13 story building is sandwiched 
in between and dwarfed by contrast 
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flood the entire upper body of the 
building making it a beacon to be 
seen many miles away. Another 
view represents the classic entrance. 

The floor plan shows how space is 
divided into various rooms. The 60 
ft. section towards the right on this 
plan is the Tower section and all the 
floors above the 13th in this Tower 
follow practically the same layout. 
The tower is served by its own group 
of elevators. Imposing as this Tower 
annex is it will be overshadowed in 
a way if the plans mature to add 
another annex at the left end of the 
original building on which the own- 
ers purpose to have erected an addi- 
tion which will make it the outstand- 
ing building of the world. 

The present intentions are to erect 
a Tower 873 ft. high above the side- 
walk line. This will make it the 
world’s highest building. It will 
have 85 floors. ' 

The Woolworth Building in New 
York is now the world's highest 
building, being 792 ft. high. The 
only human built structure exceed- 
ing this in height is the Eiffel Tow- 
er at Paris which is 998 ft. high. 

It is to be hoped that the plans 
will be earried through. It will 
prove another building marvel. 
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“SUCCESSFUL 
Because He Likes 


to Build 


ECAUSE I like to! That 
B may sound like a simple an- 

swer to the question: ‘‘To 
what do you contribute your suc- 
eess?’’ It did to me, I know. 

I was talking to a successful build- 
ing contractor, a married man with 
children, who have and will grad- 
uate from a university, and I knew 
that what he said would have sound 
reasoning behind it. Because of 
this, I eonsidered his reply to my 
question as to why he built houses, 
and why he was successful at it: 

Isn't it true that the more a man 
loves his work, the harder he will 
work at it? And the harder he 
works, other things being equal, the 
more successful he will be? That, 
then, explained the answer, ‘‘Be- 
cause I like to! | 

The name of the man who told me 
that is Glenn H. Davidson of Seat- 
tle, Washington. His picture shows 
him to be an upright young man. 
There is no doubt but that he is up- 
right, because every one of the 
happy families that live in the 
houses he built for them will swear 
to his squareness. But that doesn't 
explain the young look. 

Barbara Davidson graduated from 
the University of Washington, and 
Kate and Lorna are on their ways 
to do likewise, so maybe father Da- 
vidson isn't quite so young. Still, 
the pieture, and to talk to him, 
would indieate his having a physique 
that would not be outshown by a 
eollege football hero of an even 
twenty summers. 

Mr. Davidson comes from a fam- 
ily of builders. Ile is far from the 
“old stamping grounds'' of his 
youth, where stand sturdy monu- 
ments in the form of substantial 
buildings not only to his father, but 
to his father's father as well.

When Grand Rapids, Michigan 
was no more than an Indian trading 
post on the banks of the Grand Riv- 
er, one Louis Carlisle Davidson 
eame to town from New York State 
and built one of the first houses in 
the village. He had a stockade 
around it to keep the Indians from 
sitting on his kitchen steps and be- 
coming too friendly. It may have 
been a precaution as well, for pio- 
neer men in those days considered 
things from all angles. They had 
no recourse or protection beyond 
their own initiative. 

Several children were raised in 
the Davidson family, and the sons 
learned their trades from their 
father. They were all carpenters 


and masons, and later in life be- 


eame building contractors. George 
I. Davidson married and raised a 
family. He built a good many 
buildings and houses in Grand Rap- 
ids while Glenn H., his oldest son, 
was growing up. Glenn H. learned 
to push a saw and swing a trowel 
in his early years, but two genera- 
tions of Davidson builders in Grand 
Rapids sort of made it an old 
story for the lad. His grandfather 
had pieked up his belongings and 
had walked to the proverbial green 
fields, so why not the grandson's 
following suit? He did. 
Twenty-five years ago Glenn H. 
Davidson set out from Grand Rap- 
ids astride a bicycle. With strong 
legs, a few dollars, and much cour- 
age, he peddled it along until the 


Rocky Mountains were behind him. 
The Cascades, too, made the sun 
peek over their crests to shine on 
the young traveller before he called 
it a job, and settled down. Seattle, 
- the gateway to Alaska, thrilled him, 
and in that city he set to work. 

. The following year, after his ar- 
rival in the far-west city, he ''im- 
ported'' his sweetheart from back 
in Grand Rapids, and they were 
married. One may search from 
Bangor to Tripoli and not find a 
happier home than is now theirs. 
I sat in their living room before a 
cheerful fire, the misty Sound just 
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visible out of broad windows at my 
back. It’s not an easy task to ac- 
eomplish all that in a strange city, 
unknown, and broke to commence 
with. 

Although Mr. Davidson spends 
most of his time in the mortgage 


business nowadays, he can’t keep

entirely out of the occupation that 
is bred in his bones. He must build 
houses. I wondered how, without 
a steady organization and constant 
attention, he could make a success 
of house-building in competition 
with other contractors who had all 
the facilities and equipment. 1

. ers. One of these can be built for a 


modest outlay of money while offer- 
ing many advantages for the average 
family of three or four members 


found eut the chief reason why. 

Mr. Davidson said, ''I like to 
build houses. I know what a thrill 
my wife and I experieneed when 
we went into our first house. But, 
however, like most other people, we 
bit off more than we could chew, 
and our house was never quite com- 
plete. That fact put a damper on 
our happiness as time passed, and 
we weren't able to finish the parts 
that were left undone on account of 
lack of funds. I like to see young 
married people happy. It goes a 
long ways toward making their fu- 
ture a success, and their family 
contented. ‘Happy Homes for Hap- 
py People’ is what I like to build, 
and that is just what I try to do. 

** An inexpensive lot to start with, 
and a house, complete in essentials 
but lacking in costly features which 
are not necessary, that is my recipe 
for success in building small houses.

buyer free from the worry of large 
payments. He works better as a 
result, and gets his house paid for 
before he knows it. Then, if he 
prospers and outgrows his little 
home, it is easy to sell, and he may 
figure on a more pretentious roof- 
tree. 

At one time Mr. Davidson stum- 
bled upon a whole block of land 
that could be bought cheap. That 
is, it was cheap for that much land 
in a eity, but the sum needed was 
quite large. Mr. Davidson mort- 
gaged everything he could, and bor- 
rowed money on his good name. 
Every cent he could scrape together 
went into that land. He divided it 
into buijding lots and, as he said, 
reserved them for sites of future 
happy homes. 

The price of an individual lot was 
low, and on each he built a mod- 
erate, complete little house. They 
sold easily, for they were designed 
well and constructed honestly. To 
be responsible for a block of happy 
homes is an achievement of which 
to be proud. 

The spreading. desire of owning 
one's home is a wonderful thing. 
It makes better citizens, more satis- 
fied households, happier families, 
and gives to the young married man 
a certain feeling of stability which 
is impossible when living in a rented 
place. But the buying of a home 
must not be such a task that it saps 
the resources of the«family purse to 
the extent of exeluding from young 
married life all chances of enjoying 
a few luxuries now and then. 

All work and no play, as every- 
one knows, makes hard lines in the 
face and irritable temperaments, and 
when that is the case, what enjoy- 


ment is there in the possession of a 
home? 

Mr. Davidson realized this. He 
sold houses that fitted the buyers, 
their ability to pay the installments 
on the contract, and that would har- 
bor a happy family rather than 
otherwise. His logic is good, and 
he has been successful. 

And he has done it all, ‘‘ Because 
he likes to!“ 

He has made profitable work of 
building homes for early sale be- 
eause he understands just what the 
average family needs. But he has 
built honestly because all his early 
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UILDERS’ slogans 

” work for them silent- 

ly and persuasively. If 
one can tie up the homes 
he builds with a text line 
that will be remembered, 
it will mean more busi- 
ness later on. Mr. Dav- 
idson uses "Happy Homes 
for Happy People,” aptly 

describing his efforts. 
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training dictated that he should. 

Construction of real merit that is 
being carried on today is, nine times 
out of ten, in the hands of those who 
understand the use of materials and 
equipment and their relation to sat- 
isfactory buildings. 

Much depends upon the financial 
end of the business but never should 
the real importance of sturdily built . 
structures be overlooked. Those 
who have come into the building 
field from the workers’ end know 
this. Mr. Davidson is such a man. 

The house that stays sold is the 
one on which the best profit is al- 
ways realized. The man who bridges 
the gap between financing and con- 
struction and from construction to 
merchandising must reckon on ulti- 
mate-gain rather than any tempo- 
rary benefit that may be short lived.

In Period Design 
The SWISS CHALET | 


Eighth of a Serie; 


on Period Treatment 
By H. A. Simons 


ERHAPS the Swiss chalet 
P would take its place among 
the residence-styles adapted 
to the uses of present-day Amer- 
ican families if it were not so gen- 
erally believed that it is a type of 
design peculiarly adapted to a 
mountainous country. This belief 
comes from the fact that the typical 
chalet, as we are familiar with it, 
has an extremely flat roof with wide 
projecting eaves. 

But this is only half-true. In the 
higher parts of Switzerland the 
roofs are of this type—for a reason 
that may not be overlooked. There, 
snowfall is heavy; a nearly-flat roof 
holds the snow, and this helps to 
keep the house warm, because a 
thick blanket of porous snow is an 
excellent insulator. But in many 


parts of the country, particularly 
the valleys, there is more rain than

snow; and there we find roofs as 
steep as those on: our own New 
England Colonial farm-houses. 

So an Ameriean owner who chose 
to adapt the Swiss chalet to the pur- 
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poses of his home could haye a roof 
of any pitch he pleased, any degree 
of steepness that seemed to ‘‘fit into 
the landscape.” But this must be 
remembered, too: the high-pitched 
gable roof no longer is universally 
in favor among us. 

In our adaptation of the Spanish 
and Italian styles, we frequently 
build flat roof-decks above short 
slopes, whether the site is in hilly 
country or flat. So on this score 
there really is no reason why the 
Swiss style should not be used. 

In the older chalets, built two 
centuries ago and still standing, the 
principle of construction is exactly 
that of the pioneer American log 
eabin. Hewn timbers are squared 
down, and are notched near the ends 
to fit into each other. They are cut 
to fit tightly and smoothly together, 


ATURAL wood for interiors is 

made the most of, knotty pieces- 
are specially prized for their beauty. 
To the right of the picture is one of. 
the poreclain stoves or heaters used 
in Switzerland; rather different from 
American heating units in use today 
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without the chinking of the cracks 
which was necessary in the typical 
log cabin. Partitions are built in 
the same way, the timbers for them 
being notched and fitted into the 
side-walls during the erection of the 
latter. Over such walls and par- 
titions, simple trusses are erected, 
wooden purlins are stretched and 
covered with roof boards, the sur- 
face being tiles or shingles or slates. 

This principle, employed by the 
Swiss builders centuries ago, re- 
mains the basis of chalet-construc- 
tion today. But the modern chalet 
usually is factory-built. Every tim- 
ber in it is cut to exact dimensions 
and marked. Then the whole thing 
is shipped ‘‘knocked down’’ and is 
erected on the building-site. Many 
ehalets are fabrieated this way for 


Shipment to all parts of the world. 


But here we learh another fact 
about Swiss dwellings which is not 
generally known. There really are 


three Switzerlands, one where Ger- 


man is spoken, another dominated 
by French traditions and culture, 
the third subject to Italian influence. 
It is in the German part of the 
country that the all-wood chalet pre- 
vails most extensively and is found 
at its best. In the Italian regions, 
especially, masonry chalets covered 
with stuceo are found in large num- 
bers. 

And this in another fact that 
lends the chalet to American adap- 
tation. Though it is, essentially, a 
wood style, it may be built, perfectly 
properly, of any type of construc- 
tion. 

Now let us get down to the con- 
crete facts about chalet-construction 
and design, and, first of all, the plan. 
The chalet may be of any height, 
from one story to three. Perhaps 
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Simplicity is not always the rule as 


this ornamental bathroom  attests

winds found in the mountains 


the most general type, among the 
better-class dwellings, consists of a 
full-depth basement above ground, 
surmounted by two full stories plus 
a half-story under the roof. The 
basement-walls usually are of 
masonry. 

In many cases the basement is 
omitted, and the house is built upon 
stilts. At the top of the stilts, just 
below the sill, are great wide flat 
stones; and the steps leading up to 
the living-quarters are such that 
they ean be raised from the ground 
when not in use. The explanation 
of these peculiarities is that they 
keep out rats and field-mice—on the 
same principle that dwellings in 
jungle-countries are set on poles for 
protection from reptiles. 

Whether the house is one or three 
stories high, each story is divided 
into two, three or four simple rec- 
tangular rooms. This characteristic 
of the plan is dictated by the form 
of construction, by which the parti- 
tions are fitted into the side-walls. 
Where, as in the case of a public- 
house or in, additional rooms are de- 
sired, simple board partitions are 
added to the main partitions of 
heavy timbers which divide each 
floor into halves or quarters. But 
the standard arrangement may be 
regarded as a living-room extend- 
ing across the entire front of the 
main floor, with the rear half 
divided into a kitchen and a dining- 
room, and the upper story or half- 
story quartered into four bedrooms.

Another peculiarity of the chalet 
is that the entrance usually is at one 
of the rear corners. This gives into 
a little vestibule, which generally 
opens into the kitchen. The vesti- 
bule is a stair-well with narrow 
stairs leading to the upper stories. 

One more fact about the plan: The 
American householder wishing a 
built-in garage may extend the wide 
eaves outward and downward to 
cover it; for many Swiss homes are 
built like this to accommodate a 
wagon-shed or a granary or a wood- 
shed on one side. 


Roofs, as we have seen, may vary: 


greatly in pitch. They may be of 
virtually any material, also. Red 
pan-tile, blue-grey slates and nat- 
ural-colored shingles, all are em- 
ployed in Switzerland. If a roll- 
roofing is put onto an American 
adaptation of the chalet style, it 
should be low-toned and not too 
variegated in color. 

Chimneys play an insignificant

part in the design of the Swiss 
dwelling. Most of these homes are 
heated by peculiar tile stoves, 
though of late years sheet-iron 
stoves and even the old-fashioned 
but cozy ‘‘base-burners’’ have been 
introduced. Hence, there may be 
two or three chimneys jutting above 
the chalet-roof, but they are little 
and, though they may be capped 
by odd-shaped hoods, they are rather 
inconspicuous. Certainly the chim- 
ney must not play the dominating 
part in the design of a chalet that 
it may—indeed, must have in the 
English cottage. 

In masonry types of construction, 
we are likely to find windows of 
various sizes placed somewhat hap- 
hazardly in the walls. This is pos- 
sible, because masonry materials 
come in small units and it is just 
as easy to lay them with a void in 
one place as in another. In the 
chalet, however, we are dealing with 


. large timbers, which are much less 


flexible in design. So we find that 
doors and windows are rather small, 
invariably rectangular, tending to 
be uniform in size and orderly in 
arrangement. 


There usually is a row of small 
windows in each story, running all 
or nearly all the way round the 
house. They are not always spaced 
exactly the same distance apart, but 
there is a definite balance and sym- 
metry in their placement. They are 
glazed with small panes, either 
leaded or held by wooden muntins. 
The windows invariably are covered 
with shutters. Sometimes these are 
grooved and set into slots, so as to 
slide back. Again, the shutters are 
hinged at the top so that, when 
opened and, propped up with little 
rods, they resemble little awnings. 
The shutters often are carved and 
pierced with openings of fantastic 
shape, and they supply one of the 
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UAINTLY decorated is this larger 
example of the Swiss Chalet. Note 
that the foundations are really built 
out in the lake, while the usual cellar 
space serves as a handy boat garage 


few color-notes on the exterior of 
the chalet, being of & bright green 
against the rich dark brown of the 
oiled wood forming the main part of 
the elevation. 

Attic-windows and the windows in 
the dormers of the houses that have 
Steep enough roofs to permit of dor- 
mers are the only exceptions to the 
rule that Swiss windows are rec- 
tangular in shape. Doors often are 
beautifully carved, paneled or 
moulded. Door and window hard- 
ware is of remarkable beauty in 
Switzerland. Strap-hinges, knock- 
ers, handles and escutcheons are 
hammered out of iron by the village 
smith during the long winters, while 
the prospective home-owner is carv- 
ing the wooden ornamentation for 
his home. 

This carved-wood ornament is 
used chiefly on the balconies. No 
Swiss chalet but has a baleony— 
or three or four balconies—on some 
part of its exterior. It may extend 
all the way around one story; or 
there may be a balcony at each 
story-level on the front elevation 
only; or a second-story balcony pro- 
tected by the extremely wide eaves 
of the roof and, in turn, giving pro- 
tection to the windows be. 
low, may project out from 
the upper floor; or the eaves 
may extend far down on 
one side to cover the gran- 
ary or wood-shed and on 
tha other side to give a 
partial enclosure to a bal- 
cony there. 

There is an infinite variety 
to the treatment of the bal- 
cony in the Swiss chalet; 
but the feature is well-nigh 
universal— and it should 
prove adaptable to Ameri- 
can living-conditions, in the 
form of a sleeping-porch or 
a sun-room.,;: 

These balconies: generally 
are covered with wood-work 
so fine as to be called 
**wooden lace. Many times 
it consists of long carved 
boards applied horizontally. 

in, it consists of an 
elaborately carved series of 
balusters. Still again, the 
railing is built of flat boards 
pierced by scroll-work done 
with a saw. The unlimited 
ingenuity of the Swiss 
wood-carvers spends itself 
in the elaberation of this 
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beautiful work, and it is applied 
prodigally to the baleonies, to the 
bargeboards on the eaves, and to the 
eorbels, brackets and struts that 
support the balconies. 

So now we have a completed pic- 
ture of the chalet exterior: rather 
low it is, though not necessarily 
squat, with the horizontal line pre- 
dominating over the vertical, this 
movement emphasized by the broad 


eaves and the baleonies, low-toned in : 


eolor except for the bright green 
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shutters and the flower-pots that fill 
every window, extremely simple con- 
struction given a feeling of rich but 
unpretentious beauty by the carver’s 
handicraft. 

The Swiss are not a rich people. 
So we must not look for any elabor- 
ate interior decoration within their 
little homes. Here, again, the only 
means they have of adding beauty to 
their surroundings is their craft 
skill; the richness of the interior 
wood-work even exceeds that of the 
exterior. 

The floors are of hard- 
wood—in the cases of the 
well-to-do, finely laid par- 
quetry. These are covered 
with rather ordinary rugs. 

Walls are paneled with 
oiled or dark-stained wood. 
The panels consist of rather 
wide boards, chamfered or 
beaded along the sides and 
applied vertically. 

Only in the ceilings is 
eolor introduced extensive- 
ly. The roof rafters or floor 
joists are left exposed, and 
these sometimes are carved. 
but more often are just 
smooth and chamfered and 
painted with simple but at- 
tractive designs in strong 
colors. Against this simple 
background are placed 
pieces of furniture wrought 
by hand.

odern 300-Car Garage 


That is Designed to Carry 
Three Additional Stories 


ROPERTY values in the com- 
P mercial sections of our cities 
permit only the construction 
of buildings that provide the maxi- 
mum space that the distriet will sup- 
port. In garage buildings, the site 
is very often on a rapidly growing 
Street but one that has not yet 
reached its business peak. 

A practical means of governing 
these factors was demonstrated in 
the case of the Congress Square 
Garage at Portland, Maine. The 
owner wished a six-story, 600-car 
building. The location, it seemed, 
would provide business to just half 
that extent. The result was that 
Webster & Libby, the architects, de- 
signed a 3-story structure with pro- 
visions for three additional floors 
when the need arose. Each struc- 
tural member has been designed 
with this in mind. Perspective 
shows the completed building. 

Five buildings were removed at 
the corner of Forest and Cumber-

land Avenues to make way for the 
Congress Square. A portion of the 
site had an outcrop of ledge that 
needed to be removed. In another 
portion, footings were taken to a 
depth of about twenty-five feet be- 
low street grade to reach the ledge. 
The tremendous weight of the com- 
pleted garage will rest entirely on 
this ledge. 

Construction is reinforced con- 
crete columns, pilasters, floors and 
roof. Reinforced concrete wall 
beams have been placed at the floor 
levels with brick curtain walls be- 
tween beams and windows. Steel 
sash fills the entire space between 
exterior columns to provide maxi- 
mum illumination within. 

Stairs are constructed of rein- 
forced concrete enclosed in a fire 
tower with fire doors at each floor. 

Two automobile elevators of the 
most modern type have been in- 
stalled, these operating at passenger 
speed. The need for expeditious 
service has resulted in this installa- 
tion with the claim that automobiles 
ean be handled more quickly by this

method than by any other means. 

Elevators will be enclosed in 
standard towers with fire doors at 
every floor. Peele*doors are being 
used, so equipped that elevator can 
not be started until doors are closed. 
They can be operated from the ele- 


. vator side only making it impossible 


to leave them open save when opera- 
tor is at the floor. 

. When plans for three additional 
stories have been completed an au- 
tomatie passenger elevator will be 
installed for the use of patrons. 


T HE plan shows mostly car 
storage space. There is little 
need for other provisions save man- 
agement offices and toilet facilities. 
These, together with a checker’s 
stand are within a few feet of the 
entrance. 

In summing up this up-to-date 
structure it may be said that it is 
nearly fire-resistant as it is possible 
to construct. With every floor en- 
tirely cut off from every other floor 
by means of masonry walls and fire 
doors, the hazard of destruction or 
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As a further precaution an automo- 
bile sprinkler system has been in- 
stalled. All electric wiring is con- 
cealed in concrete floors and walls. 

This is a garage that when com- 
pleted will represent an expendi- 
ture of half a million dollars. Six 
hundred cars will be accommodated 
and it is easily seen to be profitable 
investment. Total floor space based 
on six floor capacity runs approxi- 
mately 100,000 sq. ft. The cost 
to complete six-story building is in 
the neighborhood of $5 a sq. ft.— 
for fire-resistant construction. Owner 
and manager is Congress Square 
Hotel Co. 

The need for adequate garage 
space in our larger cities has never 
been more evident than it is today. 
Police regulations pertaining to 
street parking are becoming more 
rigid and the motorist is gradually 
being crowded to the outskirts of a 
eity if he wishes to park his car. 
Or as an alternative, he must seek 
a convenient garage. Consequently 
the public garage today divides its 
clientele between those who use its 
space for storage and an equally 
large number who enjoy parking 
facilities only. 

The result has been the type of 
garage structure such as this Con- 
gress Square. It must be centrally 
located and it must provide every 
available means for moving cars in 
and out without delay. Such work 
is profitable for builder as well as 
owner. There are many plots not 
adapted for store buildings but ideal 
for a 100-, 200-, or 300-car garage.

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How Many Builders Are 


The oxy-acetylene torch will cut this I-beam 
more quickly and easily than a hacksaw 


HERE are to-day almost in- 
numerable possibilities for 
oxy-acetylene application in 
the general construction and build- 
ing field. The steel plant makes 
good use of this process, as well as 
the fabricating shop, and the man 
on the construction job will find 
many uses for it both in construc- 
tion and demolishing of buildings. 
The use of oxy-welding process by 
the contractor for maintaining his 
equipment and fabricating special 
equipment is: noteworthy. Such ap- 
plications show that a weld makes a 
strong joint that will stand a lot of 
rather rough usage. Also, these ap- 
plications include instances of actual 
structural welding. | 
Take the case of a huge steam- 
shovel. In the course of operations 
the boom was overstrained and sev- 
eral eracks appeared near the base, 
extending outward from several 
rivet holes. 
required immediate repair to keep 
the job working, so the contractor 
made use of the oxy-acetylene proc- 
ess to help him out of the trouble. 
The rivets under which the cracks 
had appeared were removed by clip- 
ping the heads with a cutting blow- 
pipe, then backing them out. Next, 
the cracks were veed nearly to the 
bottom of the plate, using the same 
tool, and then they were welded. It 
took only an hour or two to do this 
job, because the contractor had ac- 
cess to an oxy-acetylene outfit. Had 
it been necessary to replace the plate 
or make a splice by the old methods, 
the shovel would have been out of 
service many hours longer, waiting 
for new materials and special tools. 
All types of excavating and hoist- 
ing machines need repairs at some 
time or another—and speed is often 
the essence of a contract. And such 
repairs (easily made by oxy-weld- 
ing) are not limited to rolled or

forged steel parts—breaks in cast- 
Iron, cast-steel and alloy steels are 
readily mended as well. 

For instance, a cast-iron crane- 
frame broke late one Saturday after- 
noon. The oxy-acetylene operator 
was on the job early next morning, 
and after removing a gear and its 


. Shaft, in order to get at it, veed out 


the crack with his cutting blowpipe, 
built a temporary preheating fur- 
nace around the casting drill (still 
in place), preheated it, welded the 
break, and let the furnace stand un- 
til the casting was cool. The crane 
was 1n operation again next day. 
Derricks also come in for oxy- 
acetylene attention. In one, the 
gudgeon was badly worn near the 
base. The worn section was built up 
slightly above normal by adding 
metal from a welding rod, and when 
ground down a bit made the derrick 


equipment to have on the job. Here 


is seen one application on steel work, showing how holes may be 
marked out and almost instantly made with this modern tool 
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ready for service. This repair cost 
only five dollars, but saved a new 
fitting and avoided much delay. 
Most every contractor is familiar 
with the use of the oxy-acetylene 
flame in steel demolition work, but 
some may not know that it will cut 
away old cast-iron construction as 
well. It often occurs that the 
quickest, easiest and cheapest way of 
removing cast-iron columns is to cut 
them down with the blow-pipe. 


N alterations on old construction, 
rusted members are often 
found. The welding blowpipe offers 
an easy means of cleaning them. 
This is because iron oxide or rust 
has a rate of expansion differing 
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Portable warehouse framing fabricated from second-hand pipe. 
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New material shipped to the job 
may be slightly off dimension, due 
to an error or oversight in drafting 
room or fabricating shop. If a beam 
or column is too long, the cutting 
blow pipe readily copes it to fit. 

A job that brings out the general 
utility of the oxy-acetylene process 
to the structural erector was done 
some time ago when the engineering 
department of a large plant put up 
some new buildings, using second- 
hand steel for the work. 

The frames of these buildings, 
except trusses and heavy columns, 
were fabricated on the job largely 
with the aid of oxy-acetylene blow- 
pipes. Much fitting was necessary, 
and this was done with the cutting

joints are welded except few necessary to secure portability 


from that of steel. Hence, the oxy- 
acetylene flame plays over the sur- 
face (which can be scraped slightly 
at the same time), scales off the 
rust and leaves clean metal. 
Rusted and pitted conditions are 
also found during careful inspec- 
tions of steel structures which have 
been in use for some time. This is 
particularly true of floor beams and 
stringers of bridges with wood floor- 
ing, which olds moisture and at 
the same i es painting of 
the  sub-strueture difficult. Of 
course, if the members are badly 
thinned down, there is a job for the 
eutting blowpipe in removing them 
for replacement. If, on the other 
hand, they are only pitted, spot rust 
is easily removed with the welding 
blowpipe and pits filled in with 
metal from the welding rod. 
However, the process is by no 
means limited to work on old steel. 


blowpipe. In securing girders to 
eolumns, the girder was swung and 
blocked in its proper position, butted 
against the column. Bearing and 
elip angles were then clamped in 
place, and all holes for the rivets 
necessary to the connection were cut 
with the blowpipe. Where ends of 
floor beams carrying walkways 
across adjacent bays butted into the 
web of a girder, they were connected 
thereto by riveting through clip 
angles, the rivet holes being cut at 
time of erection. 


HERE floor beams were car- 

ried on girders, they were 
laid in place and holes cut in their 
webs at the butting ends, permitting 
them to be joined with a splice plate 
that was also cut and drilled with 
the oxy-acetylene flame. They were 
then secured to the girder by 
bolts running through their bottom 
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flanges and the top flanges of the 
girder. Posts and beams were eut 
to fit, erected in place, and connec- 
tions made on the spot. This re- 
moved the need for detailed draw- 
ings for every member—the only 
diagram being necessary was the 
original layout carrying dimensions 
and locations of main columns, 
spacing and size of various floor 
beams and location of machinery. 

The oxy-acetylene unit is very 
handy equipment on a concrete job. 
Reinforcing steel can be cut to the 
correct length after being put in 
place, or, if necessary, two rods may 
be joined by welding. When lap- 
ping reinforcement, it is common 
practice to wire the rods together. 
The welded joint would make a 
much more secure job and could be 
done in an equal length of time. 

It will now be interesting to con- 
sider briefly the foothold already 
gained by the welding blowpipe in 
performing major structural work. 


UMEROUS separator towers, 

small tank supports, and other 
such equipment common to oil 
fields and refinery, have been suc- 
cessfully fabricated without a rivet 
or bolt. The idea has been carried 
over into the construction of build- 
ings. All of these structures, or 
rather the framing of them, which 
have come to my attention, are com- 
posed of pipe joined by oxy-acety- 
lene welding. Throughout all col- 
umns, trusses, braces and purlins, 
not a rivet or bolt is in evidence, ex- 
cept possibly where it was desirable 
to make a portabln building, when 
the welded trusses were secured to 
the columns by bolts. 

Both theoretical and practical 
considerations establish the value of 
a structural frame built up by weld- 
ing lengths of pipe together. Surely, 
pipe is just as good as any other 
shape in tension, while both experi. 
ence and mathematics tell us the 
circular section makes the best 
column or compression member. 

The only reason we do not use 
round members is the impractica- 
bility of making riveted joints in 
them. This objection is now re- 
moved by the oxy-acetylene welded 
joint. Its successful use in joining 
long pipe lines subject to great ex- 
pansion and contraction stresses, its 
successful use in fabricating large 
gas holders, and its performance be- 
tween the grips of a tension machine 
prove the worth of this connection.

built-in bed. An extra bed is a con- 
venience in practically every house- 
hold and where rooms can conven- 
iently be made to serve a dual pur- 
pose, the built-in bed is an outstand- 
ing economy as it saves the erec- 
tion of another bedroom which 
would be required. 

In commercial buildings, factor- 
ies, etc, such a bed may be conven- 
iently used in the ladies rest room. 
Here it occupies no space until an 
emergency arises when it can be 
easily brought into use. The same 
ig true of any first aid room. One 
or more beds can easily be brought 
into use when necessary while at 
other times the space is available for 
other purposes. 

An additional use for beds of 
this type is in existing structures, 
remodeling work, ete. There is 
many an old fashioned building 
hard to rent that can be converted 
into small apartments by the use of 
built-in beds and other built-in 
features.

if she had smaller apartments to 
rent, at reasonable prices, in the 
high class neighborhood in which 
her apartment building is situated, 
she would get as many tenants of 
the class she desired as she could 
accommodate. 

The question then was what to 
do about it. She was tied up by 
a lease, with an apartment building 
containing six 8-room apartments. 
The building was ten years old and 
her predecessor had experienced the 
same difficulty in sub-leasing the 
apartments. This does hot mean 
that she was unable to rent most 
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of the apartments, but if one apart- 
ment, renting at $225 a month— 
which computed on an annual basis 
is 6% on an investment of $45,000 
—remains vacant in a six apart- 
ment building, it cuts considerably 
into the profits. And she had no 
intentions of just making a bare 
living out of her business, with the 
danger of actual loss menacing her 
at all times. 

Thousands of apartment owners 
through the United States today 
face the same situation and the 
same is true of landlords who rent 
rooms in large houses, originally 
occupied by wealthy families who 
have moved into other neighbor- 
hoods. 

There was only one solution of 
this womah's problem, and that was 
to remodel the six 8-room apart- 
ments into smaller ones, which 
would rent for less money and meet 
the requirements of prospective ten- 
ants. 

It was about this time that a 
representative of a built-in bed 
manufacturer called upon her. She 
told him of her difficulties and he 
gave her the solution. Citing facts

* Only so-so. There is too much 
competition in this town. 

„Who are your competitors?” I 
asked, and I had a reason for this 
simple question. And Bill turned 
to the classified section of the tele- 
phone directory and under the head- 
ing of Building Contractors’’ 
pointed out a long list of names. 

„That's where you are wrong, 
Bil. You number competitors the 
same as nine out of ten contractors, '' 
I said, warming up to the thought 
that was in my mind. Come to the 
window. See that string of stores 
all along State Street! The radio 
shop? The automobile dealers? 
The clothing stores? The theatres? 
They are your real competitors, 
Bill." Š 

I disregarded Bill’s incredulous 
glance and went on. ''Every man 
in this town has a certain definite 
income. Each year he spends or in- 
vests, or saves it all with very little 
of the latter. If the automobile 
dealer convinces him he should have 
a car, he has to take part of his in- 
come that you might have gotten for 
a home. 

Let me get off the subject for a 
minute to cite an example. Baked 
beans and building may be a long 
way apart but the story has a moral. 
The baked bean canners weren't do- 
ing very much business. There were 
hundreds of them fighting among 
themselves for business and each of 
them only got a small share of it. 
One wise canner dug down and got 
at the root of the trouble. He made 
a nation-wide investigation which 
uncovered a startling fact. 

„Only 18% of the housewives 
were buying canned baked beans. 
The other 82% were either baking

their own beans or had some notion 
that beans were not digestible and 
had black-listed them as far as the 
family menu was concerned. The 
eanner I am talking about forgot 
his hundreds. of eompetitors. He 
left them to continue fighting among 
themselves for the 18% of the 
potential business. 


E went after the lion's share 
of business, the other 82%. 
He recognized that his two biggest 
eompetitors were the housewife who 
baked her own beans and the house- 
wife who thought they were not di- 
gestible. Did he profit from his 
campaign? Why, Bill, he left the 
rest so far behind that they couldn't 
see his dust. A lot of them are still 
fighting among themselves for that 
18% of the business. 
„The moral, Bill, is plain. Only 
a few people in this town are build- 
ing. Get all of this business that 
you ean of course. But to make big 
strides, you must go after your big 
eompetitors—not the other con- 
tractors in town but the merchants.

Build with advertised materials 
whenever possible. Manufacturers 
of building materials and equipment 
are spending millions for advertis- 
ing that you might just as well make 
use of. For instance when you 
choose a heating system for a house, 
people know about the Capitol 
Boiler and United States Radiators. 
When you install them, you don’t 
have to explain why they are good. 

„Everyone has seen them adver- 
tised in beautiful color pages in the 
national magazines. You add to 
your own reputation the prestige the 
United States Radiator Corporation 
has spent many dollars to build. 

Gotta hurry, Bill." As I shook 
hands goodbye with him, I could tell 
from the glint in his eyes and the set 
of his jaw that Bill was on the road 
toward bigger and better business. 


If I Were a Builder

power of advertising has been 

realized and taken advantage 
of to a considerable extent. There 
are other lines, however, in which 
advertising so far has played but a 
small part. Like the.gold mines of 
Alaska, they lie untouched, un- 
noticed, but ready for the rush 
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[: many lines of business the 


which will carry many men to for- 
tune. 

The history of successful men re- 
veals the fact that regardless of the 
line of business, the man who first 
hits upon some sound plan in his 
own line of business which is differ- 
ent than that which others are us- 
ing, cashes in at a tremendous rate 
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until his competitors wake up and 
begin to do the same thing. 

So it is with advertising. In the 
builder’s field the surface has hardly 
been scratched. The far-seeing 
builder who will first realize the 
power of advertising and use it will 
have a powerful weapon in his hands 
and can wield it on a defenseless 
competition. 

The above statement will not go 
unchallenged, for the average con- 
tractor will tell you that he does ad- 
vertise. We must first define ad- 
vertising. Putting a card in a pro- 
gram of the policemen’s ball or tak- 
ing a page in the high school annual 
is not advertising—it is charity. 

Putting out calendars showing a 
pretty girl is publicity—not adver- 
tising. 

Advertising carries a definite mes- 


sage to a definite group of prospects 
and in order to do that successfully 
it must have a definite plan. | 

If I were a Building Contractor 
I would first take a look at my total 
yearly business, then I would look at 
my capital and production capacity 
and determine how much business I 
could handle. Then I would look at 
the possibilities in the town I lived 
in and determine how much build- 
ing could be done if I went after it 
aggressively—what percentage of it 
I eould expect to get. With those 
facts in mind I would decide what 
that much business was worth to me 
and I would make an appropriation 
of that amount. 

I would divide that up into 
monthly sums, spending more in 
those months in which contracts are 
apt to be let than in those months in 


which there is little activity, yet I 
would advertise the year around, 
steadily and consistently. 

I would not merely put my name 
and business in the paper but I 
would plan a definite campaign con- 
sisting of some newspaper advertis- 
ing but above all, frequent letters, 
post cards, blotters, ete. to good 
prospects. 

I would not content myself with 
merely trying to pick up jobs that 
already existed but I would try to 
look into the future and see where 
building was needed and then go 
sell that building. 

In my advertising I would carry 
pictures of the homes or buildings I 
had recently completed, inviting the 
publie to inspect them carefully to 
see that workmanship and quality of 
materials was absolutely okeh. I 


Two Pages of Postimonials from a Successful Builder's Advertising Booklet 
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would try to build up a gradual 
conviction in the minds of the people 
that if they wanted a house built 
right, if they wanted contracts 
handled in an honest and sincere 
way, if they wanted to get real value 
for every dollar they spent, if they 
wanted to build homes of unusual 
attractiveness and convenience, that 
they should always see me. 


By that I do not mean that such a 


statement should be earried in the 
ads but merely a continual telling 
about the dependable and reliable 
achievements of my firm would 
build that feeling in people's minds. 

If I were a very active Big 
Builder I would carry once each 
week in each good paper in my town 
a fairly large ad, say two column 
eight or ten inches, showing a pic- 
ture of my most recent building at 
the top and listing other important 


buildings I-had constructed and in- ` 


viting the publie to ask me for sug- 
gestions and estimates without obli- 
gation. I would have a coupon on 
the bottom of the ad making it 
handy for the prospect to answer. 
Then I would get out a booklet 
written in simple language that 
would give the prospect a lot of in- 
formation to help him select a loca- 
tion, guard against defects in title 
or bad location, help him understand 
fully the methods of financing a

home and try to build in him con- 
fidence that he could come to me 
and depend upon what.I told him. 
(Such a booklet prepared by the 
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writer for a Ft. Wayne firm is il- 
lustrated. ) 

Not only would I try to get the 
prospect to write for the booklet by 
newspaper coupons but I would 
select a definite list of prospects who 
earned good money and ought to 
own their own homes and I would 
mail them this booklet with a letter 
suggesting that probably they have 
a good friend who earns a good 
salary but who rents a house and 
who ought to be building his own 
home. That letter would drop the 
suggestion and would probably get 
more direct returns than if I spe- 
cifically told my prospect that he 
was the man I was talking about. 

I would follow up this list of pros- 
pects with other letters, occasionally 
a photograph of an unusual home, 
frequently a little blotter or folder 
of some sort, all of course depending 


upon the amount of money my vol- 


ume of business would permit me to 
spend. 

With such a definite plan laid out 
I would go forth with confidence. 
I would quit wishing and start ex- 
pecting. I would know that the 
growth of my business, provided my 
financing policies were sound and 
my workmanship good, would be 
just as certain, just as steady and 
just as great as the growth of the 
sturdy oak tree in the forest. 


A Definite Plan in Advertising By C. B. Howry, Jr.

NEGRO woman was ener- 
A getically expressing her 
views on the futile business 
activities of her spouse. ‘‘Dat 
nigger,’’ she averred, ‘‘am always 
goin’ somewhere—but never 'rives."' 
Similarly, advertising. entered 
upon without a definite plan of op- 
eration is more than apt to wander 
leaderless in the desert of poor re- 
sults. 

To secure maximum value from 
your advertising, it is essential that 
you conduct it according to business 
rules. As is the case with the other 
divisions of your business, you must 
have some objective in sight. It is 
common sense to do so, and I know 
of no other department of business 
where the applieation of good hard 
horse sense pays greater dividends 
than in advertising. 

Remember, too, that advertising 
should be coordinated with the other 
activities of a business. To be fully 
successful advertising must work in 
harness, pulling its share of the load 
toward the common destination. 


Naturally this is impossible of ac- 
complishment unless you view your 
advertising as a whole, laying it out 
in orderly, workmanlike fashion. 

The adoption of an advertising 
plan performs another worthwhile 
service. It helps to eliminate waste 
of advertising dollars. For instance, 
instead of contracting for space on 
the impulse of the moment, and 
often in response to the glowing pic- 
ture sometimes sketched by an over- 
enthusiastic salesman, a  pre-ar- 
ranged plan enables you to give 
every angle of your advertising the 
calm, thoughtful consideration 
which any important expenditure is 
entitled to. The plan method repre- 
sents your best judgment as to 
media to employ, as well as the 
amount of space therein which 
should bring the greatest returns for 
your money. Here you might stick 
a pin in the fact that too small space 
may be as wasteful as too large a 
unit. 

But in adopting a definite plan 
do not lose sight of the fact that few, 
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New York City 


if any, advertising schedules should 
be eonsidered inflexible. The wisest 
general is he who stands willing to 
alter his plan of campaign should 
unforeseen events make it desirable 
to do so. Likewise in advertising, 
which is a campaign waged to cap- 
ture the wary prospect, be ready to 
embrace opportunity if conditions 
alter. 

Merely as an example of this, a 
new publication may be launched in 
your city. Perhaps you have long 
since prepared a plan, and have it 
in operation. Yet the new paper 
may reach a most desirable class of 
prospective buyers. If you are 
satisfied of the worth—to you—of 
the publication do not hesitate to 
add it to your list, eliminating, if 
need be, a less desirable one. 

There are fine points to making 
advertising investments, however. 
One of them is brought to light by 
the theoretical instance quoted 
above. It is this: Do not take on a 
publication lightly, nor be ready to 
discard it without valid reasons. If 
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your advertisements, say, have been 
appearing in a paper for several 
years you should consider that you 
have an investment in that publica- 
tion of the entire amount of money 
spent with them. 

The owners of the publication 
have built up the interest and good 
will of their subscribers over a long 
period; your advertisements have 
had the same object in view. So the 
good will accruing to your advertis- 
ing over that period is written off 
when you discontinue in that publi- 
cation. 

Now, in its final analysis, the pur- 
pose of advertising is to increase 
sales. The best method of doing 
that often causes the plan depart- 
ment of the agency with which I am 
connected to burn the midnight 
Mazda. Though we deal largely 
with the problems of manufacturers 
there are certain phases of this plan 
work that are applicable to your 
problems. | 

Each business has its distinguish- 
ing eharaeteristies. Conditions vary 
as to traditions, previous policy, 
methods of organization and char- 
acter of personnel The advertis- 
ing eloth must be cut to fit the gar- 


hard and fast rules. It may be 
safely said, however, that no manu- 
facturer should enter upon an ad- 
vertising campaign without de- 
termining through preliminary in- 
vestigation the extent of his present 
market, the possibilities of. markets 
in which he does not now sell but 
which may offer a profitable field, 
the buying habits of prospects, the 
forms of media which influence his 
markets, i. e. newspapers, maga- 
zines, billboards, direct mail, ete., 
and last but not least a complete 
study of the methods of his com- 
petitors. The character of the 
„copy, or text, of the adver- 
tisements is fixed by the aforemen- 
tioned factors. 


HARACTER of the industry 
advertised, in conjunction with 
investigation, will determine into 
which class the advertising falls. 
Happily, the builder and architect 
do not have to puzzle over the 
‘‘elass’’ of their advertising. You 
are selling your brains and experi- 
ence—a technical product which is 
purveyed directly to the consumer. 
From the procedure of the manu- 
facturer you may find the basis of 
such questions as the following: 
Who are my logical prospects? 
What publications do they read! 
Are they influenced by local prej- 
udices, if I am endeavoring to sell 
them as a non-resident’ Do I ex- 


cel in some particular form of con- 
struction? What is the trend in 
types of buildings, and am I pre- 
pared to offer good service on new 
forms of construction? Have I 
capitalized sufficiently on my previ- 
ous work! Is the morale of my force 
good, and how can I make my ad- 
vertising improve it? Wherein are 
my competitors strong, and weak? 
Can I play up my organization’s 
superiority in a strictly ethical 
way? What forms of advertising 
do my competitors use? 

You have the advantage over the 
manufacturer in knowing exactly 
how your prospect buys. Eliminat- 
ing competitive bidding, in which 
the builder must often enter, the 
owner must deal directly with you 
or your immediate representative. 
You, or the latter, closes the sale. 
The advertising then should be di- 
rected toward bringing the prospect 


,into your offiee, or impressing him 


so favorably that sales-resistance is 
lessened if you approach him. Plan 
your advertising accordingly. Do 
not insert a mere business card, 
but run a series of simply worded, 
straightforward facts about your 


. operations. 
ment so it is impossible to lay down 


O amplify, the purpose of adver- 
tising is to implant ideas in 
the minds of your prospects. Though 
you are offering your ability, which 
may be termed as intangible, there 
are certain advantages which you 
can offer and other firms may not. 
Business reputation, reliability, past 
accomplishment, finishing work on 
time, the giving of full value—these 
are factors that tip the scale in your 
favor. 

The most successful advertising is 
that whieh, in addition to promot- 
ing present business, lays the foun- 
dation for future sales. By driv- 
ing home constantly the features in 
whieh you excel, or those you feel 
your publie is not sufficiently in- 
formed upon, you interest the man 
who is a future builder as well ás 


UDICIOUS advertis- 
ing benefits the builder! 
That is the belief of 
these advertising experts. 
Competition is not to be 
feared by the man who 
has the public’s attention 
and gains its confidence. 
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the one ready today for blue prints. 


In planning your advertising 
copy, do not hesitate to iterate and 
reiterate. Change the wording but 
not the thoughts. It may seem- 
ingly approach the tiresome and un- 
necessary, but remember that your 
audience does not read every one 
of your advertisements, and in fact 
may never read one until it re- 
quires the services of an architect 
and builder. 


ERHAPS you have long been 
in business. Then, dotted 
around the city are many build- 
ings designed or erected by vou. 
Then your plan may be built around 
the ‘‘testimonial’’ idea.  Illustra- 
tions of these structures, with ap- 
propriate text, may be made the 
basis of an interesting campaign. 
Or you may use these jobs to give 
point to the features of your ser- 
vice mentioned above. 
In considering the nature and 
size of the space to be taken in pub- 


]ieations check up the extent of the 
circulation, as well as the classes of 


people which read them. If you 
have been doing constructive adver- 
tising in the past this experience 
will be helpful in judging of the 
nature of your future advertising. 

Divide the year into its months. 
Allot to each month a certain 
amount of advertising effort. Work 
out the schedule in detail, approxi- 
mating the newspaper space, direct 
mail matter, etc., that should ap- 
pear in that period. Give each 
month a fair advertising show, for 
while spring and summer are the 
greatest actual working months new 
buildings are of course planned in 
advance. Thus your advertising 
will help you over slack seasons. 

Take winter building, for in- 
stance. It has its great advantages 
in enabling you to distribute your 
overhead, and to keep your organ- 
ization together. Ordinary costs of 
winter building are neutralized by 
the savings on materials, freight 
rates, discounts, ete. By scheduling 
the appearance of your advertising 
through what was formerly a hiber- 
nating season you inject timeliness 
and profit into your advertising, to 
your benefit and that of the owner 
who gets into his building that much 
sooner. 

The preparation of an advertising 
plan will enable you to avoid spas- 
modic, lost-motion, advertising. 
Keeping everlastingly at advertisiny 
keeps you everlastingly in the mind 
of the public. As a result you se- 
cure cumulative value of advertising 
—drop by drop that wears away 
the stone of public indifference. 
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Labor Costs and Material 
Prices 

1 upward tendency of wage rates 
in many of the larger cities of the 

country this year has had the effect of 

still further increasing the wide differ- 

ence between labor costs and material 

costs in construction. 

From a report of the National Asso- 
ciation of Building Trades Employers it 
is shown that the general trend of ma- 
terial costs has been downward since the 
middle of 1920. Except for a slight re- 
cession beginning in 1921 and continu- 
ing into 1922, the general trend of labor 
costs has been upward. 

Taking January, 1923, as 100 for the 
starting point, the cost of labor stood 
at 119 in July of last year. During 
July of this year it had reached 124.8 
showing an increase of about 6 per cent 
in twelve months. Building material 
costs decline to 82.5 in June of last 
year and in June of this year stood at 
about 81. The upward movement of 
wages this year was contrary to many 
expectations. Well informed opinion on 
the situation considers the building 
wage out of proportion with that of the 
industry and reaction will come sooner 
or later. 

A similar survey made by the Na- 
tional Lumber Manufacturers Associa- 
tion points out that labor has gained 6 
points since 1914 and materials have lost 
5. As figures stand now, labor gets 60c. 
of the building dollar. In 1914 the ratio 
was 44-1/10 for material compared to 
55-9/10 for labor.

Prize Winning Designs 
Built 


HOUSANDS of people have in- 
spected the four prize winning 
demonstration homes built in New York 
City, Chicago, Birmingham and Kansas 
City by Lehigh Portland Cement Co. 
The designs were the result of the 
national architectural competition con- 
ducted last Fall and offering more than 
$4,000 in prizes for small house designs 
of concrete masonry construction. The 
four prize winning designs were shown 
in our February issue. 
The Lehigh Company set out to ac- 
complish four things in this campaign; 


first to render a service to dealers by 


increasing the sale of different ma- 
terials; secondly to enlist the coopera- 
tion of the architectural talent to the 
end that there would be available expert 
small house plans of masonry construc- 
tion; third, to secure new dealer cooper- 
ation, and fourth to demonstrate to 
architects, builders and the public the 
use of concrete masonry construction. 

‘í Visitors to the Lehigh homes were 
not curiosity seekers? states the Lehigh 
report. ‘‘On the day of the opening of 
the Chicago house, rain fell throughout 
the day and 1,800 people journeyed to 
this Chicago suburb to inspect the house 
from hours of 1 P. M. to 9 P. M. There 
was apparently a desire on the part of 
the visitors to know more about ma- 
terials entering into home construction.“ 

In all four of the houses & section of 
the wall was cut out, showing the con- 
struction, the use of metal lath, and the 
proper application of interior and ex- 
terior plaster. In each house in a 
glassed-in compartment cut out on the 
outside wall was placed an electric 
heater generating a heat of 178 degrees. 
A thermometer, placed in this cut out 
section directly against the concrete 
block registered 76 degrees, thus demon- 
strating in a graphic way that wall did 
not permit transfer of temperature.

ON winter building labor productivity 

and labor costs are much less per 
unit of construction. This is the basis 
of a recommendation made by the New 
York Building Congress to builders, 
architects and owners. Studies and in- 
vestigations made by the owners have 
revealed these facts. 

1. The direct additional costs due to 
construction carried on in cold weather 
are but a small percentage of the total 
cost of a building. 

2. Such direct winter costs are more 
than offset by savings in other ways. 

3. These conditions extend down the 
scale at least to operations as low as 
$100,000. 

The indirect’ savings which more than

1. Labor bonuses are eliminated. 

2. Labor turnover is reduced.

The Present Practice of 


Lumber Grading 


How It Will Help Builders

has never been written and probably never will 
be. Much of it could be gleaned bit by bit from 
the annals of the industry by painstaking research, but 
much of it, especially the inside story, is locked in the 
minds of men who have grown up in the lumber game 


T» complete history of American lumber grading 


and has never been made a part of record. 


The object of this article is to give not the minute de- 
tailed steps which would be of most interest to the men 
who made the history, but the broader aspects which 
eoneern the technical groups and the lumber users at 
large in forming an idea of the tendencies of the present. 


Lumber grading has gradually evolved from the early 
practice of simply separating the usable from the worth- 
less material, into the present highly specialized art built 
up around a large number of closely differentiated grades 
and items. 


The purpose of lumber grades has been clearly ex- 
pressed by certain lumber manufacturing associations as 
follows: 


To maintain a standard or measure of value between 
mills—to harmonize the natural differences existing be- 
tween different stocks of lumber regardless of the char- 
acter of the logs from which they are produced, so that 
a given grade will represent the same value regardless 
of the mill from which it comes. Uniform grades also 
provide both buyers and sellers of lumber with a measure 
by which each can determine whether he is buying or 
selling full value.’’ 


Lumber Grades by Legal Enactment 


Lumber grading in America may be said to have begun 
with the establishment of the first sawmill, probably at 
York, Maine, in the year 1623. For a long time after 
sawmills had become common there was no scarcity of 
high-quality logs readily available. Producer and con- 
sumer were usually in elose contact, and production was 
on & hand-to-mouth basis. 


THE RAW MATERIAL OF LUMBER GRADES 


T HE lumber sold by all the associations varies from per- 
fect material at one extreme down to the poorest 
marketable qualities at the other. The relative proportions 
of high and low grade lumber vary somewhat in different 
woods; also it is possible in some regions to sell poorer 
material than in others. The quality scale shown here, 
however, may be considered typical. The wood is Douglas 
fir. Differences in graden resulted largely from some asso- 
ciations dividing their lumber into more qualities than 
others or making divisions at diferent points in the scale 
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After 1650, sawmills accompanied 
settlement wherever the colonist 
went, and so necessary were they to 
the welfare of the community that 
it was common to make grants of 
land to encourage their establish- 
ment. 


IRST they were very simple af- 
fairs, usually equipped with a 
single saw held in an upright frame, 
and were located on streams which 
furnished the power and often 
transportation, as well. Such mills 
had a daily capacity of 2,000 to 3,- 
000 board feet and were sometimes 
operated by one man, a sawmill and 
grist mill often being run in com- 
‘bination. In those colonial days 
the settlers frequently supplied the 
logs, the miller receiving half the 
lumber as his pay. 

All the earlier attempts at formal 
grading were the result of legisla- 
tion and not of the meeting of in- 
dustrial groups by the trade itself 
in voluntary agreement. Rules 
‘were first made in America in con- 
nection with export lumber, for even 
‘before the eighteenth century New 
Hampshire had built up an impor- 
tant trade in white pine boards with 
the West Indies. 

Once the trade was established, 
certain manufacturers evidently be- 
gan to skimp the sizes and to mis- 
manufacture, for in 1683 it was 
found necessary to protect that 
trade by fixing certain standards of 
manufacture. These rules dealt to 
some extent with sizes, defects, tally, 
and penalties. 

Before the Revolution, grading 
regulations had been established by 
law in New England, and survivals 
of this condition may still be found 
there. The grading was usually per- 
formed by men who were elected 
or appointed to the position and 
were known as cullers, viewers, or 
surveyors. These men performed 
the tasks now in the hands of the 
manufacturers themselves.

ANDLING lumber in a modern 
mill has been given over to ef- 
ficient, smoothly operating machinery. 
This equipment grades lumber accord- 
ing to grain and absence of defects 


HE Massachusetts ‘‘Surveyors 

Act of 1783’’ is often consid- 

ered the forerunner of our modern 

measurement and inspection sys- 

tems. This act provided for the 

election of a surveyor in each town- 

ship, fixed the charges for his work, 

and established certain provisions 

for shingles, clapboards, staves, and 
hoops as well as for lumber. 

The old rules take account of one 
of the inherent difficulties in lum- 
ber grading, namely, the human 
element, leading to differences of 
opinion and interpretation and re- 
sulting in marked variability in 
grades. The problem was then 
solved as it has been solved ever 
since, by the appointment of a 
„Chief, whose decision was final 
and whose principal function was 
to secure uniformity. 

Likewise in large modern mills, 
many of which produce as much 
lumber as any local distributing 
point sold in colonial times, uni- 
form application of the grading 
rules within the plant is secured 
through a Chief Grader who super- 
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vises the work of several assistants. 
White pine was probably the first 

native American wood to be graded 

as a separate and distinct spectes. 

In 1832 an act establishing grades 

for Penobscot County (Maine) was 

passed, which read : 

** Pine boards shall be of four sorts. 

‘No. 1 shall include boards not less 
than inch thick, straight grained, 
free from rot, sap, knots, and 
shakes. | 

No. 2 includes boards not less than 
ineh thick and free from large 
knots and suitable for planing. 

** No. 3 not less than % inch thick, 
free from rot and nearly square- 
edged and suitable for covering 
boards. 

„No. 4 shall include all boards and 
plank of every description not 
before mentioned. 

It is a far ery from these simple 
rules, describing grades by a few 
general qualities, to modern grad- 
ing rules sometimes covering hun- 
dreds of products and contained in 
booklets of 40 to 100 pages such as 
are issued by various associations. 


Standardization, Latest Phase 


A highly significant event oc- 
curred in 1919, when the first 
American Lumber Congress met. It 
was followed shortly by conferences 
of producers, distributors, and con- 
sumers, at which the industry 
committed itself in favor of the 
standardization of grades, sizes, 
nomenclature, patterns, and ship- 
ping practices. 


HE Forest Service was inter- 

ested in this subject for years, 
had a large amount of information 
available, and advanced the move- 
ment to the extent of its ability 
through technical studies which re- 
sulted in proposals upon which sub- 
sequent progress has been based. 
Meanwhile the Department of Com- 
merce became interested and has 
been of great assistance through

Hose Placed at Angle 


HIS doesn’t seem like much of a 
help but it is, nevertheless, an item 
often overlooked by many builders. 
Many a time the writer has seen in- 


stances of hoses delivering only a small 
amount of their capacity due to the 
fact that they were pinched somewhere 
or other along the line. 

Here the hose was tak- 
ing water from one level 
and delivering it to a 
higher one. Note that in- 
stead of being allowed to 
rest on the sharp corner 
of the wall the hose is 
carried on a plank so that 
the curve at the edge of 
the wall is 
gradual one instead of a 
sharp one which would 
serve to cut down the 
flow. Next time you find & hose that 
isn?t delivering, take & look and see if 
a short length of plank won't help a 
little. 


Making the Most of 
Clothes Closet . 


D ID it ever occur to you that the 
average clothes closet contains 
more waste room than any other room 
in the house in proportion to its size? 
That is going some, if true, for the pro- 
verbial closet is half the size the aver- 
age housewife thinks it should be. But 
why have the closet eight or nine feet 
high with only one shelf in it? Why 
only one row of hooks, : 

Here are four ways to increase closet 
efficiency: 

Where the method is used of leaving 
a space from two to three feet between 
bedrooms and dividing it into two clos- 
ets, one for each of the bedrooms, or 
where such closet occurs next a coat 
closet or a linen closet, fur down in one 
of them and make a false ceiling just 
above the door head and floor it to 
form a high shelf open to the adjoining 
closet. Suitcases and such will be wel- 
come on that top shelf. 
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When there are smal children in the 
family, foster their independence and 
encourage their neatness by placing a 
row of hanging hooks about three and 
one-half feet from the floor for the 
kiddies’ use. 

In the end of the closet place a mov- 
able inclined shoe shelf nailed to two 
triangular brackets to rest on the base- 
board. Nail on a strip a little below the 
upper edge on the top side of shelf and 
stand your shoes thereon with the heels 
over the strip to keep them in place. 
The shelf and brackets lift out in one 
piece, being fitted loosely for that pur- 
pose. 

Certain closets where room is at a 
premium will be very grateful if you 
supply them with a row of high hooks 
near the ceiling to hold articles needed 
seldom but which are always in the way 
when not in use. 

Then about light. Don’t forget the 
little casement sash to admit daylight 
into the closet, and put the electrie 
light just over the door so you can find it 
without grouping.—E. Neal. 
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Stiffening a Long 
Turnbuckle 


N these days when reinforced con- 
crete has become a common material 
for building large structures it has been 
necessary to develop the design of hoist-

ing towers. Practically all towers in 
use today consist of & wood or steel 
frame supported by guy wires, the play 
in the guys being taken up on turn- 
buckles. 

For towers of exceptionally tall 
heights, where considerable sluck may 
occur in the guys, the turnbuckles used 
may be three or four feet long. In turn- 
buckles of this length there is a possi- 
bility of vibration causing. a loosening 
of the bolt due to the unsupported length 
of the sides of the turnbuckle. If, how- 
ever, the turnbuckle is tied with wire 
as shown in the sketch it will be con- 
siderably stiffer than if the wire had 
not been used, and there will be little 
chance of vibration. 
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Stiffening Elevator Rails 


O of the major cause of accidents 
on building construction jobs is 

the improperly erected material elevator. 
It is probably because of the fact that 
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SECTION SIDE 


the material elevator is thought of in the 
light of a temporary installation that it 
is so often put in in a slipshod manner. 
It must be borne in mind, however, that 
a material elevator is a device upon 
which heavy loads are transferred from 
one story to another, and a heavy load 
being lifted is always a potential source 
of accidents, 

It is important that the rails be as 
stiff as possible in order to prevent, the 
swaying of the car and the conséquent 
droping of material on those who may 
be working or passing below. In the 
sketch is shown a method for helping 
to stiffen the rails. It consists of setting 
blocks on either side of the base to which 
the rail is fastened, and thus preventing 
side sway. The job takes only a minute 
or two, and is well worth the trouble. 
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 Surfacing Small Strips 


on Jointer 


HE risk of one's fingers being 
jarred into the blade often makes 

it difficult to surface small strips on a 
jointer. The following is a method that 
wil eliminate the danger in this work. 
A piece of oak, about 5 in. wide and 
about 10 in. long has one end cut with 
a series of slots running length-wise as 
shown in the illustration. The end of 
the black is cut off 
on & slant and holes 
are bored for three 
eights dowels and 
for an eighth in. 
bolt. The block is 
bolted to the jointer 
guide as shown, the 
thickness of the 
strips to be surfaced 
determining the 
height to set the 
block from the table. 
The purpose of the 
dowel is to keep 
the block from slip- 
ping up when the 
stock is pushed un- 
derneath. This kink 
works excellently as 
the strips are held 
down on both sides of the blades, while 
they are going through.—N. Nelson. 


Excavating for Cellar 


T HIS is an idea that is being used 


in so many sections of the country 


and most builders are acquainted with 
it. The idea is to provide lines either 
for excavation or for the mason’s work 
in such a manner that workmen cannot 
possibly undermine mistakes. 

Pieces of 8” x 4" are driven in the 
ground as indicated and a board about

1 ft. wide and 3 
ft. long is nailed 
across each pair 
of stakes. Then 
lines are set and 
attached to nails 
driver near the 
center of the 
board. In this 
way it is seen 
that the excav- 
ator can dig 

right up to the 
line without danger of the stakes caving 
in and destroying line.—A. A. Kelley. 
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Hauling Stone from 


Excavation 


H ERE is a job where it was required 

to haul heavy pieces of stone out of 
an excavation. It was found that a 
wheeled cart was not the proper thing 
for the work, due to the fact that the 
stone had to be lifted into the car. 


Inasmuch as a regular stone cart—that 
is a low slung platform between wheels— 
was not available, this drag was con- 
structed and a pair of mules used to haul 
it. While the drag required quite a bit 
of mule power, the loading of the stone 
required comparatively little man power 
and, inasmuch as man power is more 
costly than mule power it cannot be said 
that arrangement is not efficient. 

The drag is built in the form of a 
platform mounted on skids. The skids 
were approximately 6” wide. This ar- 
rangement will work very well from 
dry soil but it is hardly to be recom- 
mended where mud is liable to be en- 
countered, 


This arrangement was found to be 
especially efficient when working in close 
quarters. If a wagon had been used in- 
stead of the drag it could not have been 
carried into the out-of-the way places, 
and the stone would have had to be car- 
ried to it. With this kind of an arrange- 
ment drag is lifted into tight corners. 
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Lime for Wallpapering 

T O stick and stay stuck is one of the 

essentials of good wall papering and 
in this connection the versatile lime, 
which enters into so many manufactur- 
ing and trade processes, has an impor- 
tant use. 

A lime-casein mixture of 1 part casein 
to 5 parts lime, brought to a thin 
creamy consistency with water is often 
used to size plastered walls in prepara- 
tion for papering. Paper sticks better 
to walls sized in this manner than to 
walls which are not treated. This siz- 
ing mixture is economical and easy to 


prepare and apply. 


Holding Derrick Crab 


HERE is & little item whieh may go 
far toward the promotion of acci- 
dent prevention on a job where derricks 
and gin-poles are used. The best part 
of all is the fact that it takes so little 
time to provide this safety precaution. 

It consists of setting wood blocks 
above and below the bolts which hold the 
crab to the leg of the derrick so that 
there is no possibility of the crab slip- 
ping up or down. A slip of the crab 
while a load is being held might mean an 
accident, and such a slip is well liable 
to occur when a fastening such as this 
is used unless the precaution illustrated 
is taken.

the impetus lent by its strong sup- 
port. 

Of recent years much criticism 
has been heard about ‘‘too much 
Government in business, and it 
might at first seem that lumber 
standardization offers another ex- 
ample of that sort. In reality, how- 
ever, it is a final step away from 
Government supervision by influenc- 
ing the lumber industry to correct 
its own abuses and set its own house 
in order. i 


I" is an effort to accomplish, by 
voluntary agreement among al! 
branehes of the industry, ineluding 
producers, distributors, and con- 
sumers, what otherwise would prob- 
ably be less efficiently performed by 
law. 

It is part of the large post-war 
program of the Government and the 
industries dealing with a great vari- 
ety of produets, which has for its 
objeet the reduetion of waste in in- 
dustry through the elimination of a 
needless diversity of produets. 

As a result of the 1919 Lumber 
Congress a guiding body known as 
the Central Committee on Lumber 
Standards was appointed from 
among the lumber and allied indus- 
tries, as well as a larger organization 
known as the Consulting Committee 
on Lumber Standards, in which all 
branehes of the lumber industry 
are represented. 

Details of the diffieulties encount- 
ered and of the slow but steady 
progress made at frequent commit- 
tee meetings during the few years 
following would be of little interest 
except to those direetly concerned. 
The main outcome is that an inclu- 
sive body of rules rightly entitled 
American Lumber Standards“ has 
been offieially adopted, and it is 
enough to say that standardization 
in the lumber industry is an ac- 
eomplished faet. 


Many of the important organiza- 
tions have endorsed the American 
Lumber Standards and they are ac- 
ceptable under the provisions of 91 
per eent of the building codes. 

The first year of American Lum- 
ber Standards was more or less in 
the nature of a trial, and while hot 
all manufacturing associations were 
in a position to make the necessary 
changes, the outcome was quite 
gratifying. The second year, end- 
ing July 1, 1926, shows still further 
advances. 

Returns covering the month of 
February, 1926, indicate that 74 per 
eent of finish, 85 per cent of com- 
mon boards, 81 per cent of dimen- 
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W HILE air drying requires several 
months, kiln drying needs only 
a few days. After seasoning, by either 
process, the lumber is passed through 
the planer, machined, and assigned to 
its finished grade. Air drying shown 
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A LARGE saw mill of this type op- 
erating on the virgin stands of 
the West Coast produces enough lum- 
ber in one day to build 40 small 
dwelling houses. Large scale produc- 
tion is necessary to meet the demand 


sion, and 81 per cent of flooring are 
being marketed in standard thick- 
ness, and that the remainder is 
largely thicker than standard. 

Retailers’ orders indicate a strong 
preference for American Lumber 
Standards. With more manufactur- 
ers coming into line during the pres- 
ent year, there is no doubt that im- 
provement will continue steadily. 

It is, of course, to be understood 
that American Lumber Standards 
apply only to the staple structural 
and industrial items of lumber on. 
the general market, which are said 
to comprise 80 per cent of the total. 
The intention was never to standard- 
ize special items, and their produc- 
tion will not be affected by the 
movement here discussed. 

A minor part of the lumber stan- 
dardization program is grade mark- 
img, which is really nothing more 
than a development of ordinary 
trade-marking. Indeed, grade mark- 
ing itself has for some time been 
applied to export lumber, and now 
for more than a year certain south- 
ern manufacturers who inaugurated 
the practice have been grade mark- 
ing many of their domestie items 
with gratifying results. 

The movement has spread to other 
regions and is undoubtedly gaining 
momentum. It is claimed that 
where the grade is marked on each 
piece more care is taken to grade 
accurately, and furthermore there 
is less likelihood of grade manipula- 
tion by unscrupulous parties. | 

As usually marked, each piece of 
lumber bears on its end the initials 
of the association under whose rules 
it is graded, a number indicating 
the individual mill at. which it was 
made, and the grade itself. The 
idea has been expressed that grade 
marking makes possible the use of 
‘‘ pedigreed lumber.’’ “=

veranda, the entire width of which 

extends over the established build- 
ing line, writes a Connecticut reader. 
** He has put a stone underpinning un- 
der the veranda and has closed in and 
plastered the inside of a part, thus mak- 
ing a vestibule, which I claim is a part 
of the house? Am I right? Can a bay 
window project beyond a building line?’’ 

As to porches, our attention has not 
been called to any decision of the Con- 
necticut Supreme Court of Errors. But 
in the light of what other courts have 
decided there is plausible ground for the 
view that this closed in structure is 
part of the building within the meaning 
of the building line restriction, unless 
the restriction be specially worded to 
the contrary. 

In one of the latest decisions on this 
subject (Koffman vs. Schreiber, 188 
Northwestern Reporter, 333), the Michi- 
gan Supreme Court decided that a re- 
striction that ‘no principal building 
shall be erected within 20 feet of the 
front line of the premises’ permitted 
open porches to extend over the line. 
The porch involved in that case was 
constructed of brick and stone below, 
with wooden pillars, and extended 
across the entire front of the house. The 
court said: 

ef open porches must toe the re- 
striction line, then no two houses would 
probably be in line, for porches differ 
in width; but, under the practical con- 
struction given the restriction by the 
builders of houses within the district, 
the buildings are on a line.?? 

By using the word ‘‘open’’ the court 
plainly intimated that had the porch 
been closed in a different conclusion 
might have been reached. 

The court cites decisions of the ap- 
pellate courts of Pennsylvania, California, 
Masscahusetts and New York, holding 
that porches could not encroach beyond 
buildings lines. Opposite conclusions 
reached by the highest courts of Illinois, 
Georgia, Kentucky and Ohio are also 
cited. 

In the case of Reardon vs. Murphy, 40 


T building a house, B constructed a

Northeastern Reporter, 854, the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Judicial Court de- 
clared that an 8-foot piazza extending 
over a building line was an encroach- 
ment. The court cited a previous de- 
cision in which a piazza covered by an 
extension of the roof of the house was 
held to be an encroachment, and added: 
‘(We can see no ground for a distinction 
between the piazza covered by an ex- 
tension of the main roof of a house and 
one covered by its own roof, and at- 
tached to the house.’’ 

An answer to our correspondent’s sec- 
ond question may also be found in the 
Massachusetts decision, where the court 
said: ‘‘Bay windows are undoubtedly 
part of a house, and cannot extend over 
restricted ground.“ 

Suit may be maintained to compel re- 
moval of a structure which violates a 
building restriction. If the restriction 
be contained in a contract or deed, any 
interested party prejudiced by breach of 
the restriction may maintain the suit. 
But if he has stood by and made no ob- 
jection to breach of the restriction, or 
has been guilty of any other action or 
omission to act which makes it unfair 
for him to complain after his neighbor 
has thus been permitted to incur ex- 
pense, the courts will deny relief. If the 
restriction violated appears in an ordi- 
nance, the municipal authorities should 
maintain the suit. But an individual 
sustaining special injury may sue in his 
own name. 


Various Phases of 


Contracts 
THE following remarks answer an 
inquiry from a Pennsylvania snb- 
scriber: It is not feasible within the 
space here permitted to give full details 
of the workings of cost plus building 
contracts. It will be best for the gentle- 
man to consult some nearby architect or 
builder experienced in such matters, 
especially since this is desirable in order 
to conform to local customs in the build- 
ing field. 
Under such contracts, there is usunlly 


no oecasion for the contractor giving 
bond to pay for labor or material, al- 
though he is frequently required to 
secure workmen's compensation insur- 
ance covering employees on the job, and 
other liability insurance. 

It is generally customary that a date 
for completion of the building be fixed, 
with a clause guarding the contractor 
against delays through strikes or other 
eonditions beyond his control. 

Often the estimated cost of the build- 
ing is stated, with a clause providing 
that the contractor shall receive ten per 
cent., or some other percentage, of any 
saving below that figure. A paragraph 
defining what shall constitute the net 
eost of the building on which the con- 
tractor's compensation is to be computed 
should be included, to avoid later mis- 
understanding as to the propriety of 
various items. 


D contract specifies a certain 
sum, usually so much per day, 
shall be paid by the contractor for delay 
in completing the building beyond a 
fixed date, the owner is limited to re- 
covery of his actual loss, ordinarily 
taken to be the fair rental value of the 
building during the period of the delay 
for which*the contractor is at fault. 

The contractor is not concerned with 
formal release of a bond on completion 
of the work, excepting as he may be 
paying & surety company premiums con- 
tinuing so long as the bond remains un- 
discharged. 

For information concerning what 
license, if any, is required before en- 
gaging in the contracting business in a 
given town or city, the clerk of the 
town or city should be addressed.

Promissory Note and 
Trade Acceptance 


sep TEASE explain the difference be- 
tween ‘trade acceptance’? and 
‘promissory note,’ writes a New York- 
er. Which has the better legal stand- 
ing as to collecting feature?“ 

A trade acceptance, as defined by the 
regulations of the Federal Reserve Board, 


is a draft or bill of exchange drawn 


by the seller on the purchaser of goods 
sold and accepted by such purchaser.’’ 
It differs from an ordinary draft payable 
after presentation in that it contains the 
following statement, or that in sub- 
stance: ‘*The obligation of the acceptor 
hereof arises out of the purchase of 
goods from the drawer. The drawee may 
accept this bill payable at any bank, 
banker or trust company in the United 
States which he may designate.’’ 

As I understand the practice of using 
trade acceptances, the quoted recital gives 
commercial stability to the paper not 
possessed by simple promissory notes, 
which may have been given for accom- 
modation. 

Both classes of paper are equally bind- 
ing upon the debtor and it now seems to 
be well settled that trade acceptances 
are negotiable like ordinary notes. The 
chief incident of negotiable paper lies 
in the right of an innocent third person 
to recover on it, ase against the maker 
or indorsers, free of defenses which 
might have been asserted by the debtor 
against the original holder, where such 
third person has bought the paper be- 
fore its maturity for value and without 
notice of any defenses against liability 
on the same. 
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Rights Under “Cost Plus" 
Building Contracts 


HERE, in a contractor’s suit for 
compensation, there is a dispute as 
to the price agreed upon for a building, 
evidence is admissible to show the esti- 
mated value of the building, holds the 
Ohio Supreme Court in the late case of 


Knott vs. Moore-Lamb Construction 
Company, 144 Northeastern Reporter, 
697. 


In the same case, it was decided that 
where dispute arises under a ‘‘cost plus“ 
construction contract as to the actual 
cost of work, it is proper to present 
evidence showing the reasonable cost of 
labor and material when the work was 
performed, as tending to show actual 
cost. The Supreme Court said: 

If such evidence as that set forth 
above were not admissible, on the trial 
of a building contract case, the introduc- 
tion of testimony upon the part of the 
builder that he had expended a certain 
amount upon a building in a cost plus 


contract would be conclusive and wouid 
put the owner completely at the build- 


er’s mercy. Such is not the rule with 


regard to cost plus contracts. The owner 
is entitled to show the reasonable value 
of labor and materials at the time that 
they were furnished, for whatever bear- 
ing such reasonable valuc may have 
upon the question of actual eost. 


„When a person contracts with a 


corporation with a reputation for tlie 
successful completion of large enter- 
prises, to do a work at cost and a per- 
centage, he has the right to expect the 
same skill and ability to do the work 
at a cost less than the current price. 
Especially is this the case where the con- 
tractor has refused to allow the owner 
to have any supervision over the work, 
und required him to implicitly trust the 
contractor, and, when it has been shown 
that the work has been done in reckless 
disregard of this obligation, the burden 
rests upon the contractor to prove that 
the moneys which he claims to have ex- 
pended were necessarily paid for ma- 
terials and work upon the job, making 
due deductions for expenditures en- 
hanced by the inefficiency and incompe- 
tency of his employees. If the contractor 
fails to do this, he should only be allowed 
the reasonable cost and his percentage.’ 
Title Guaranty Trust Co. v. Pam (Sup.) 
155 N. Y. Supp. 333, 337.“ 


Architects and Delays 


CONTRACT to erect a hotel pro- 

vided that, ‘‘should the contractors 
be delayed in the prosecution of the 
work by the act, neglect, or default of 
the owners, of the architects, or of other 
contractors employed by the owner upon 
such work, or by any damage caused by 
fire or other casualty for which the con- 
tractors are not responsible, or by com- 
bined action of workmen in no wise 
eaused by or resulting from default or 
collusion on the part of the contractors, 
then the time herein fixed for the com- 
pletion of the work shall be extended for 
a period equivalent to the time lost by 
reason of any or all of the causes afore- 
said, which period shall be determined 
and fixed by the architects.’’ Interpret- 
ing this clause in the case of Parke vs. 
Penee Springs Company, 118 Southeast- 
ern Reporter, 508, the West Virginia Su- 
preme Court of Appeals decided that it 
made the architects the sole arbiters of 
all questions of delay arising under the 
contract, and that if the architects, in 
good faith, passed on all claims for de- 
lay made by the contractors, their de- 
cision on such claims was final and 
conclusive. 

But it was ruled that since the con- 
tract did not authorize the architects to 
waive the owner’s claim for per diem 
damages to be paid for delay in complet- 
ing the work, as provided for in the con- 
tract, a final certificate issued to the con-

tractor by the architects, showing the 
amount due the contractor for work done, 
but not mentioning the owner‘s right to 
an allowance on account of a delay in 
completion of the work, was not conelu- 
sive against the owner’s right to an 
award of damages in a suit brought for 
that purpose. And such an award is 
properly offset against the contractor’s 
claim. 


Delaying Completion: 
of Building 


N a case where rights of the owner 

under a building contract, on account 
of delay in the completion of the s 
ture, were involved, the Algbana Du. 
preme Court said (Huntsville Eiks 
Club vs. Garrity-Hahn Building Company, 
57 Southern Reporter, 750): | 

„Time being of the essence of the 
contract, then for breach of this provision 
by delay in the completion of the build- 
ing the respondent (the owner) was én- 
titled to the damages sustained, and to 
recover the same by way of recoupment 
(offset) when sued on the contract. 
The measure of damages in such a case 
is the value of the use of the building 
for the time that the owner was deprived 
of the use by the delay of the contrac- 
to 

* As we have already intimated, by 
merely allowing the work to go on to 
completion after the expiration of the 
time named in the contract, the owner 
did not waive its claim to damages for 
delay, and, when sued on the contract, 
the owner is entitled to recoup the 
damages sustained by such delay.’’ 


Husband As Wifes Agent 


s | Maryland Court of Appeals late- 

ly had occasion to reaffirm the 
rules of law governing the liability of a 
wife and her property on account of im- 
provements contracted for by her hus- 
band. In the case before the court— 
Kvedera vs. Mondravitzky, 125 Atlantic 
Reporter, 591—it was ruled that the 
question of liability turns upon the point 
whether the wife has expressly or im- 
pliedly authorized or ratified her hus- 
band’s action. 

It is recognized by the courts generally 
that a husband, as such, has no inherent 
authority to bind his wife or her prop- 
erty for the building or repair of im- 
provements. As stated in 13 Ruling Case 
Law at page 1172, ‘‘Such authority will 
not be implied merely from the fact that 
the wife has knowledge of the making 
of the improvements or repairs, nor will 
his authority to contract for the erection 
of a house on her land be implied from 
the fact that he occupies or manages and 
controls her real estate.“

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A Church with a Friendly 


UST as every commun- 
ity has its large office 
buildings, its temples, 

and its municipal structures 
to which it can point with 
pride, so, too, must it have 
good churches. San An- 
tonio, Texas, has these 
buildings and these temples. 
Its latest contribution to the 
works of architecture is the 
new First Baptist Church, 
recently completed. 

The building is octagonal 
in shape, this form being 
chosen to give a pleasing 
rostrum at one side without 
cutting off one corner of a 
square; which, in a build- 
ing, is unsightly. Project- 
ing entrances are provided 
on three sides of the octa- 
gon, a fourth is used for the 
rostrum; and, between 
these, are groups of win- 
dows each five feet wide and 
fifteen feet high. On two of 
the side walls, these larger 
windows are augmented by 
additional smaller windows 
below them. This is made 
necessary because of a fall 
of over four feet in the 
bowled floor.

The style of the building, 
on the exterior, is Lombar- 
dio with just a trace of 
Spanish to give a touch of 
pleasantness. The walls are 
of solid brick over a con- 
eealed framework of con- 
crete, and are faced with @ 
tapestry brick shading from 
reds to dark greys and 
browns. These are relieved 
and the entire building or- 
namented by the use of cast 
stone. 

The roof is the largest of 
its kind in the city. It is of 
Spanish tile pattern to 
which a dash of variety is 
added by means of bright- 
colored pieces against the 
dark tan background. 

The interior is built along 
classic lines of which the 
ceiling is probably the dom- 
inating feature.

Its entire surface is paneled 
with plaster mouldings and 
beams. and the centers of 
the panels are given an 
acoustical treatment to pre 
vent excess reverberation.

ISE builders are. learning 
W every day to depend more 
and more on advertised ma- 
terials. Time is one of the import- 
ant elements of all their estimates, 
and time saved in selling is more 
money made. Selling unadvertised 
materials takes longer and therefore 
eosts the builder more time, which 
to him means more money. The ar- 
gument that unknown materials are 
just as good and cost less because 
they do not carry any advertising 
expense in their selling price, sounds 
reasonable. But this reasoning has 
steadily lost ground.

The style still remains 
especially adapted to the South and 
Southwest, and there is no reason 
why it should not keep its place 
among the Spanish and other styles 
now used so extensively there. 
Every thing that we think of 
Mount Vernon, Arlington and 
other historie shrines of the 
Southern states built by our na- 
tional heroes, the first thing that 
eomes to mind is the great veranda, 
usually two stories high, supported

by great white pillars, overlooking a 
wide prospect of lawn. 

None other than our third Presi- 
dent, Thomas Jefferson, was the 
earliest propagandist for the Greek 
temple style as applied to the Amer- 
iean dwelling. He did his work so 
effectively that this style made a 
permanent eontribution to our ar- 
chitecture. 

But few of us realize what variety 
of porticoes may fittingly be built 
on a home of this type.

cular window. This may surround 
the entire house, or only one or two 
sides of it. Or the portico may be 
only one story high, extending along 
one front or only part of the front. 
Or it may surround only the en- 
trance itself, and be rectangular or 
semi-circular in plan. One interest- 
ing treatment is a semi-circular 
porch, one or two stories high, with 
the wall recessed in a semi-circle for 
the front door. 

The pediment-gable derived from 
the Greek temple was not employed 
invariably. Often the columns sup- 
ported an entablature above which 
there was a balustrade or railing of 
lattice-work. In this case, the roof 
of the porch was flat-decked so as 
to serve as a balcony. Personal 
taste also may have its way with 
the columns. . Usually these were 
wood. The most common form was 
the heavy plain round Doric style. 
But fluted columns also were used, 
and it is not infrequent to find ex- 
amples of this style with square pil- 
lars taking the place of the Classical 
columns. 

Another fact of common knowl- 
edge about the Souvhern Plantation 
style is that it usually was built 
with an exterior of wide boards 
painted white—though there are ex- 
amples in which it was rendered 
partly in stucco or stone or even 
briek painted white. 

High-pitched gable roofs are 
marks of Mediæval styles. They 
correspond to the roofs of Gothic 
cathedrals. They were brought to 
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this eountry by the first settlers, who 
eame from an England whieh still 
was Medieval. The homes of the 
Southern planters just before and 
after the Revolution showed great 
progress away from the style of the 
middle ages, and one sign of this 
progress was the disfavor of steep 
roofs | 


O we find in some old homes 
flat roofs with saucerdomes 
in the center. This, of course, does 
not coincide with our modern taste. 
Mount Vernon, Montpellier and 
other examples have extremely low 
hipped roofs, repeating the lines of 
the pediment over the portico, and 
sometimes partially hidden by balus- 
trades. Often little cupolas were 
placed on top of such roofs. 
Symmetrical design is another 
thing that distinguishes these homes 
from the earlier Colonial structures. 
The plan usually was a rectangle of 
good proportion, perhaps with a 
wing at each end. Windows and 
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doors were arranged in considered 
relation to each other and to the 
eolumns of the portico. Chimneys 
came out of the ridge, usually set in 
from the ends of the house, instead 
of projeeting upward at whatever 
point might be. 

Usually in this 84015 the first 
story windows are larger than those 
above. As in the James River Colo- 
nial style, they often reach from 
floor to ceiling. Occasionally, we 
find the lower windows round- 
headed and set in embrasures in. the 
wall. The more general treatment, 
however, is the rectangular opening, 
perhaps with pilasters on either side 
and an entablature above. Green 
shutters are of common usage. 

As in the later Colonial work in 
New England, we find here a some- 
what elaborate treatment of en- 
trance-doors. Fan-lights and side- 
lights are common, but wooden mun- 
tins are used here more often than 
in the Dutch Colonial, for instance, 
where leaded glass of delicate sil- 
houette filled the transom and the 
side-windows. In the main en- 


` trances of these homes, the Classical 


motives of the portico often are re- 
peated.  Pilasters, either plain or 
fluted, stand on either side of the 
door, supporting a heavy entabla- 
ture or cornice over the transom. 
Sometimes we find that the main 
entrance is covered by a baleony, to 
which access is had from a door on 
the second floor. 

Nor must we overlook another 
sign of the Classical in the exteriors 
of these homes. Where the veranda 
does not go up the full two stories,

HE second mortgage is not a poor 
imitation of a first mortgage. It is 
not & mark of financial incompetence 
and distress Secondary financing can 
be conservative and safe just as primary 
financing can be conservative and safe. 
These are some of the principal points 
given & leading position in the Annals 
of Real Estate Practice for 1926, a nine 
volume publication of the year’s con- 
tribution to Real Estate method and 
thought, issued periodically by the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards. A foreword to the article calls 
attention to the fact that more and more 
it is becoming realized that the second 
mortgage plays an important part in 
the economics of real estate ownership. 
Mr. Robert B. Beach, executive vice- 
president of the Republic Realty Mort- 
gage Corp. of Chicago is author of the 
article. ‘‘The service of the second 
mortgage is essentially different from 
that of the first . . . Tho principle 
most characteristic of secondary financ- 
ing is that of regular amortization, in 
plain English, easy monthly payments. 
It is the ‘Budget plan?! . . .?' 

Mr. Beach hazards the assertion that 
a 25% equity increasing to 50% in three 
years is as safe, and if anything, safer 
than a 50% equity. continuing for five 
years, 2E : 

(‘The second mortgage, however, is 
not intended for the individual investor 
who wants a security he can lock in a 
strong box and forget . . . The new 
way is not to resell second mortgages, 
but to retain them and obtain funds not 
on mortgages individually placed but on 
mortgages collectively held.“

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Fastening Grounds in 
... Concrete Beams 


T is hard to drive nails into concrete 
and expect them to stay put. There- . 
fore the problem of setting grounds for 
nailing trim on conerete beams is not 
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as simple as it may sound at first hand. 

It is easy, however, if the method 
illustrated here is followed. | 

When the beam forms are set, small 
pieces of 1"x1" should be nailed to the 
inside of the form so that they are on 
the outside of the reinforcing. When 
the beam is poured and the forms re- 
moved the l'"xl"s will be found to be 
held to the beam, and the grounds may 
be nailed to them. Any trim fastened to 
the grounds will be securely held in place 
due to the fact that it is fixed to a base 
set firmly into the conerete.

For Gambrel Roof 


A QUICK and short method for de- 

termining the length and cuts of 
rafters for a gambrel roof, of a true 
octagonal figure, without recourse to 
higher mathematics, will be appreciated 
by all carpenters and builders. For 
convenience in illustrating, I am taking 
a building 30 ft. wide. 

This geometrical figure shows a circle 
circumscribed, partly within the end of 
the building and roof; the radius or 
perimeter of which passes through ABC, 
from plate to peak and is bisected at 
point B on the circumference, by the 
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geometric figure that we are about to 
use. This radius is one-half of the width 
of building, i.e, AD, BD, and CD, or 15 
ft. Now for the solution: 

First, multiply tho entire width of 
building by the decimal .7071, which in 
this case, gives us 21.213, the length in 
feet of a side of the square, which we 
must inscribe within the circle above, 
in order to complete the figure. 

Second, we now subtract one-half of 
this sum, EE, which is 10.606 ft., or ED, 
from one-half width of building, AD, or 
15 ft., leaving us 4.394 ft., which repre- 
sents the run of the lower rafters, AF. 

Third, and as EB is equal to ED, 
therefore the rise of the first rafter is 
10.606 ft., which bisects the circumfer- 
ence or angle at point B; and the very 
point we are after. 

Now we use the figures 10.606 on the 
blade of the square and 4.394 on the 


tongue, which latter figure gives us the 
cut for either end of our rafter pattern; 
and the length of the rafter may now be 
struck off as you would any ordinary 
rafter, with the run and rise given. The 
lengths and cuts of the rafter BC are 
the same.—E. N. Davis. 


To Remove a Damaged 


Screw 


1 withdraw a damaged screw with- 
out marring the wood around it 
there are several schemes in use today. 
Place the screw driver against one side 


of the screw head and hold a small block 


of wood firmly against the screw driver. 
By turning and at the same time press- 
ing the block firmly against the screw 
driver, screw can be easily removed. 

"Where a screw has rusted in place, a 
red hot poker placed on the head for 10 
minutes will cause it to expand thus 
enlarging the hole. When the screw 
cools off it will contract and can be 
withdrawn with ease. Very often where 
the screw is not badly rusted in a light 
tap of the manner will loosen it suffi: 
ciently.— A. Popma. 
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Blocking Openings in 


Garage Door 
WHERE: due to uneven bricklaying, 
the surface of a wall at the jamb 
is not even the space may be blocked 
as shown in the. sketch. A 1 x 4” stop, 


nailed to the jamb on the outside of the 
wall does the work. 

The writer saw an ingenious way of 
stopping drafts by blocking the opening 
at the door with an old piece of unused 
tire. While this blocks the drafts very 
effectively it also shuts out the possi- 
bility of ventilation. Unless there are 
ventilating flues in the garage it is 
bétter to.suffer the draft rather than 


stop all ventilation and risk the ac- 


cumulation of dangerous carbon monox:

To Stretch a. Plank. 


HERE is a well-known story about 
a carpenter’s apprentice who sawed 
a piece off one end of a plank and 
spliced it onto the other end in order to 
lengthen the plank. The writer assumed 
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this story to be entirely mythical and 
did not suppose that it could have been 
based on a real occurrence until one day 
he found an apprentice actually trying 
it. 

In that case the idea was so absurd 
—as it is in most cases—that it was 
very surprising to learn that anyone 
should have believed it to be possible; 
but it is hardly less surprising at a first 
glance to learn that it is actually pos- 
sible to do this in some cases. 

It can be done when the plank or 
board is to be cut on an oblique angle 
at both ends and the difference between 


the length of the plank and the desired 


length is not greater than the longitud- 
inal distance. between the heel and the 


toe of the cut that is most nearly: 


square. 

! Thus the plank (B) in the accompany- 
ing diagram, if put in place in one piece, 
is not quite long enough to cover the 


space (A); but if we cut it along the 


dashed line and turn the pieces (C) and 
(D) end for end it is long enough with 
some left to trim off. Of. course, one 
must be sure to make the cut in such / 
a place that the joint will come in a 
proper place. —E. Bergdal. 


. Mats for ‘Steam Shovels 


T HE ideal arrangement for excavating 
in a muddy place is a steam shovel 
with the crawling tread type of carriage 
but the ordinary equipped shovel may be 
used as well if it is provided with mats 
which help to give it. a better bearing 
on the soft soil and prevent it from 
sinking in. 

These mats are made of heavy plank, 
preferably 4" x 8's, as a thinner piece 


will be apt to wear too quickly and a 
wider plank liable to be easily -cracked. 
In order to hold the planks in a mat 
shape they are bound at the edge with 
14" thick strap iron as shown in the 
sketch. The Strap iron is held by lag 
screws. 

Notice in the W that a hook 
and chain is fastened to the mat. This 
is to provide a place where the shovel 
may grab hold of the mat and move it 
about from place to place. The mats 
are fairly inexpensive to make and will 
last a long time. They are practically 
a necessity when excavating with a 
wheel carriage shovel in a soft place. 


An Iron Tank Patch 


T HOUBES comes to the farmer in 
big gobs when his iron watering 


. tank springs a leak and he has no run- 


ning water handy or other provision for 
his stock. 
I? a leak in a galvanized iron tank 


has been caused by the cracking of 
solder or rusting at the seams, or by 


holes cut in the bottom when chopping 
ice out with the axe, it can be made 
absolutely and permanently water tight. 

Clean the place to be repaired and 


paint it over with a thick coat of 


a mixture of iron oxide and coal tar, 
thinned to consistency of glazier’s putty 
with boiled linseed oil. While paint 


is drying take a piece of linen cloth. 


large enough to cover the break and 


extend beyond about an inch in each 
‘direction; paint this cloth until it is 


thoroughly impregnated with the. thinned 
mixture; then cover it with a heavy 
coating of the putty-like paste. Place 
it in a position over the leak and smooth 
down the edges to an even and feather 
edge. This mixture will be found handy 
for a number of things, such as repair- 
ing your leaky porch roof, eave trough,

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Furring for a Steel Beam- 


[* times past the use of steel on small 
residential construction was a matter 
to be undertaken with considerable de- 
liberation. 
because the use of steel beams for small 
buildings was not common practice. 
Today, however, steel is generally used 
for buildings of all types and sizes and 
it is in the use of steel beams that this 
item may be found helpful. 

It is, of course, impossible to lath the 


- under side of a steel beam or to plaster 


over it. Therefore the beam must be 
furred so that a base for the lath is 
provided. This furring may take many 
different shapes, depending upon the 
condition of the framing. Thus, for in- 


‘stance, furring for the side of a steel 


beam will have to be done differently 
than funing for the flange. 

The case illustrated here shows where 
furring has been used for the side of a 
beam. Notice that a 2x4” has been 
fastened to the web of the beam for the 
purpose of furnishing support for the 
floor joists. This 2x4” forms a part of 


the furring, and also a nailing’ base to 
which the rest of the furring may be at- 
Below the. 2x4" which runs 


tached. 


along the: web of the beam, are nailed 
small blocks which are cut to fit between 
the under side of the 2x4” and the top 
of the beam flange as shown. 

The base for the plaster will consist of 
metal lath, nailed to the 2x4” men- 
tioned and to the blocks. The metal lath 
will be bent around the under side of the 
beam and: fastened to the 2x4” running 
on the other side of the web. Thus the 
plastering will be held on the bottom

I these Talks With Our Readers it is the 


66 HE question of the apartment hotel,'' said 
the Building Counsellor, ''is being dis- 
cussed in many of the smaller cities of the country. 
In my opinion the realtor and builder will do well 
to look carefully into this matter before trying to 
saddle such residences upon his home community.“ 
New York is not always a first class example to 
follow because conditions in that great city are not 
comparable with conditions in less important 
places. Manhattan is a quite narrow borough in 
Greater New York, much of the area being covered 
with office and store buildings. The population is 
decreasing, the majority of those who can do so, 
going to suburbs. There is now no place for the 
old type family residence and multi-family houses 
have come to stay. 

“For many reasons, all of them apparently 
sufficient, a great many people wish to live in Man- 
hattan. The high price of servants and the market- 
ing difficulties experieneed by those living in the 
better neighborhoods led to the development of the 
apartment hotel. It is a luxuriously built and 
equipped building where perfect service makes the 
wife free from all household drudgery. No cook- 
ing is permitted in any of the apartments, all meals 
supposedly being partaken of in restaurants which 
are a part of the service. 

** Every apartment has a serving pantry, which, 
in less modest buildings is known as a kitchenette. 
This serving pantry is supposed to be used only

for the purpose of enabling waiters sent from the 
restaurant, to serve tenants who prefer to partake 
of meals occasionally in privacy, or who may wish 
to put on a small party. 

„It is more than suspected that many of these 
apartment hotels exist because of the zoning laws. 
Under the law the height limit imposed upon apart- 
ment houses having kitchens, or kitchenettes, 
tempts speculative builders to call the kitchenettes 
serving pantries. In this way several additional 
stories may be added. A dining room must be a 
part of the hotel, in order to guard the hotel status, 
but there is no check upon the people living in the 
house, as to the number of times they patronize the 
dining room.“ 

It is believed that a great many of the serving 
pantries do duty really as kitchenettes for break- 
fast as well as for the midday lunch of the wife. 
The manager complies with the law when he in- 
forms the people from time to time that they are 
not to use the serving pantries as kitchenettes. 
Such rules are about as easy to enforce as the pro- 
hibition law. This manner of living is becom- 
ing quite popular and an enormous number of such 
hotels are being erected. In cities where the busi- 


ness and amusement areas are not so restricted as 


in New York City and where it is easier to get about 
because of less street congestion, the apartment 
hotel may be out of place.“ 
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**I would advise all of you, continued the Coun- 
sellor, ‘‘to read each month the page containing 
statistics of building construction. Just now we 
are learning from reports claimed to have been 
issued by government bureaus, that the country is 
overbuilt. These reports are more cautiously 
worded than those issued a year ago, in that an 
admission is made that some portions of the coun- 
try appear to be over-built while other sections 
show a deficiency. ’’ 

Early in the summer of 1925 similar stories ap- 
peared and BUILDING AGE AND NATIONAL BUILDER 
made an independent survey, the results of which 
were published widely. Events have shown that it 
was more correct than any that had succeeded in 
creating a feeling of doubt among builders. There 
has been in some places, a decrease from the high 
marks reached in 1925 but elsewhere there 
has been a healthy growth each month in the pres- 
ent year. In New York City alone the value of 
building contracts awarded in August was 75 per 
cent greater than the record for July, in which 
month there had been reached the highest monthly 
total since April.’’ 

A noticeable feature of the building field is 
that the greater amount of money is being spent 
on residential construction. In August only 9 per 
cent of the contracts were commercial buildings. 
That this is not enough is proved by the statement 
made by A. E. Lefcourt that as fast as he com- 
pletes the mammoth structures he is erecting on 
Broadway, they are filled with tenants. Renting 
conditions for Broadway space, he says, are not 
poor. It bears out the claim made in this paper 
last Fall that the United States has entered upon 
an era when normal building means not merely 
building to satisfy increasing population, but the 
tearing down of obsolete buildings and the erec- 
tion of buildings that are modern. Obsolescence is 
taking on a more rounded meaning in that it is 
not wholly physieal. A building may be good for 
a thousand years of existence but, so far as the 
public taste is concerned, it is obsolescent. It must 
be replaced if the owner is to get a proper return 
on the taxable, and taxed, value of the property."' 

„The building business today appears to be in 
a sound condition. The feverish rush is about over 
and there will not be the shortage of skilled labor 
that was so much in evidence a year or two ago. 
Prices of materials are showing steadiness and the 
bankers of the country are managing to keep the 
average price level down to extremely small fluctua- 
tions. This is a most encouraging sign that the 
panics of the early years of the present century 
were not without value. It is extremely unlikely 


that such panics ever again will occur.“ 
+ $ LÀ + + + 


„Talking of learning from panies and other ex- 
periences, it is strange how hard it is to get people 
to do things differently. The metal lath is an in- 
stance in point, continued the Counsellor. ‘‘It 
came on the market about thirty years ago when 
Golding invented expanded metal. I mean now 
the expanded metal lath, not the lath in sheet metal 


form. The cost was naturally practically propor- 
tionate to weight and architects got into the habit 
of specifying expanded metal lath by gauge, using 
the lightest lath possible. 

Unfortunately many jobbers changed tags on 
lath. They might buy a 27 gauge lath and use it 
to fill orders for 26 gauge. Every sheet was tagged 
and many jobbers bought the sheets untagged from 
manufacturers, putting on their own tags in the 
warehouse, for manufacturers refused to be a party 
to anything that would injure the material. When 
the metal is stretched it of course is made thinner 
and there was no check.’’ 

Early in 1908 manufacturers began to take the 
matter into their own hands and advertised that 
no expanded metal lath should be used ordinarily 
that was made of metal lighter than 24 gauge, 
which weighed 3.4 pounds per square yard. To 
specify the weight of the lath prevented any fraud 
through tagging and thus protected the purchaser. 
An active advertising campaign to architects and 
builders to specify lath by weight per square yard 
has been carried on since 1908. On the table before 
me is a specification that came in July, 1926, from 
the office of a very prominent architect calling for 
26 gauge expanded metal lath. His specification 
writer should read the advertising pages of build- 
ing journals and also collect catalogs.’’ 

In the same year, 1908, a manufacturer of ex- 
panded metal for reinforcing conerete had trouble 
with an inspector. The specifications called for 10. 
gauge metal, three-inch mesh, standard weight, the 
customary way in those days for specifying ex- 
panded metal. The mesh was three-inch and the 
material was expanded from 10 gauge metal. The 
weight per square foot was exactly as specifled in 
the catalogue for standard. The inspector in- 
sisted that the metal should be equal to 10 gauge 
in thickness when received. 

This necessitated using a gauge which would be 
not less than 10 gauge after expansion, thinner 
strands being used in order to hold to the standard 
weight per square foot. Then all mention of gauge 
was dropped by that company, a number being used 
instead, the first three figures of which represented 
cross-sectional area per foot width of sheet and the 
final figure stood for the width of the diamond. 
Other manufacturers later followed but, on account 
of copyright, put on some figures standing for the 
gauge. Also, they said they had to do it because 
it was impossible to get the men who bought their 
stuff to stop ordering by gauge. Last week a speci- 
fieation came to me which was written in May of 
this year and contained a clause that was recom- 
mended in the year 1901, and which has hot ap- 
peared any printed matter issued by the manufac- 
turer since 1908. The moral is, Date all catalogs 
received and keep them no longer than one year.“ 
Read 'em and weep for your lack of up-to-date-

„There is a decided movement now on hand to 
protect the name of ‘‘Builder,’’ To what extent 
this has proceeded it is the duty of all reputable 
builders to write in and let us know and discuss it 
in conference. A great many large corporations, 
soulless beings they are called, are now advertising 
that they are not hampered by specifications. They 
have made a careful study of all specifications that 
control their product and advertise that they make 


it ‘‘Better than the standard specifications de- 


mand.“ 

Are there many builders left today who can 
make such a statement as a matter of fact and not 
as a boast? I have the name of a dealer’s organ- 
ization that is planning to give builders the fullest 
possible co-operation in doing work just a wee bit 
better than the specifications require. The name 
will be made public at the Conference Table next 
month, together with names of other organizations 
that are taking the same stand."' 

„From samples left to us from the days of our 
grandfathers there is an idea that each man built 
into a strueture something of himself. From what 
we read in the daily press one gets an idea that 
none of the decent tribe lives today. Personally I 
think the number is fully as great today but it is 
submerged in the ranks of those who rushed into 
the building game to help make up war shortage of 
construction. A house, according to the definition 
in one state law, consists of walls and roof. A 
great many houses deserving of no better descrip- 
tion were erected since 1919. People had to have 
walls and roofs and bought them. Now that the 
rush is over buyers will be more discriminating. 
Our builders must do more than barely follow the 
specifications, for the most. perfect specification 
does not give the purchaser just what he expected 
to get, a thoroughly honest job in every particular. 
Protect the name of ‘‘Builder.’’ The monthly 
Conference exists to aid this worthy movement.

One of the biggest items in financing is that 
of upkeep. A man buys a house and intends pay- 
ing for it out of income, not always the income de- 
rived from the house but whatever income he may 
have. The ‘‘set-up’’ is based always on the house 


new and, without saying it in so many words, upon 
the basis of a house that will require no repairs or 
renewals until the mortgages are paid. Unless 
care is taken to keep the up-keep expense down the 
payments are going to become oppressive within a 
few years. It is wonderful what a difference can 
be made by doing a little preliminary study and 
going to a very small additional expense when 
building. Here are two pictures given to me of 
shingle roofs, that illustrate the idea perfectly.’’

66 HE roof shown in Fig. 1 had passed its 
thirty-fourth birthday anniversary when 
the photograph was taken. The roof shown in 


Fig. 2 was only ten years old when photographed. 

„Records showed that the quality of the ma- 
terials was specified carefully and workmanship 
was rigidly inspected. A casual study of the speci- 
fications indicated apparently that both of these 
roofs should have been good for at least fifty 
years.

* One hyphothesis advanced for the difference 
was that dry-rot appeared in one roof but had 
missed the other. A brief examination proved this 
to be wrong and it was necessary to look for a bet- 
ter reason. It was found unexpectedly in the spec- 
ifieations. Those for the older roof contained a 
elause which specified the number of nails per 
shingle, these to be ‘‘of a quality guaranteed by the 
maker to be rust proof. 

„The specifications for the second roof were 
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eopied from the first, except for the quality of 
nails. The specification writer changed the clause 
to read as follows: ‘The shingles shall be nailed 
with a suffieient number of nails to the satisfac- 
tion of the superintendent of construction.’ The 
superintendent followed good practice in the num- 
ber he required but permitted the contractor to 
use ordinary nails.’’ 

The saving in cost of the nails was less than 
two dollars on the building. The difference in 
quality made such a difference in the life of the 
roof that the use of rust proof nails saved the 
owner of the good roof about $12 per year in 
depreciation cost, not to mention annual repairs 
the other owner had to make because of the rusting 
of nails.’’

„Fig. 3 shows nails taken from the two roofs 
at the time they were photographed. Seldom 1s 
the value of small things better illustrated.. In an 
old rhyme the importance of nails was mentioned 
two centuries ago, based on an historical fact. 
A general hastening to join his army that had 
been attacked, stopped to have his horse shod. One 
of the nails broke after his hard gallop recom- 
menced and the horse cast a shoe. This brought 


on lameness and delayed the general until, near, 


the scene of battle he met his army in full rout. The 
lost battle caused the loss of a kingdom, but it 
must be presumed that the man who wrote the 
specification for the roof could not have known 
the popular nursery rhyme about the defective 
horse shoe nail.’’ l l 

‘The additional cost for rust proof shingle nails 
is such an extremely small percentage of the total 
eost of a building that they should. always be 
specified. The photographs from which the ac- 
companying illustrations were made were loaned 
by Mr. James L. Maze, of Peru, Illinois.“ 


“E. F. D. has a big problem. He lives in a 
section of the country where the humidity is ex- 
tremely high at times. He wants to know how 
he can keep his basement dry during hot days, 
during which water drops from the surface of cold 
water pipes. The walls appear to be tight and the 
floor is dry except on hot, muggy days. 
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„He should plaster the walls and ceiling with 
lime plaster and omit the hard finish. Do not paper 
or paint the surfaces, but colored kalsomine may 
be used if desired. Such a surface will absorb 
excess moisture when the humidity is high and 
give it off on days when the air can absorb it. 
Cover the pipes with an absorbent insulating ma- 
terial. This will lower the temperature of the ex- 
posed surface so that dropping of water will be 
unlikely to occur. The porous covering will take 
up excess moisture which will be given out on dry 
days. 

If the above suggestions do not provide a com- 
plete enough remedy for the trouble use trays of 
lime on warm, muggy days to assist in absorbing 
excess moisture. Break the lime into pieces about 
the size of walnuts, and use it in trays having a 
depth of about one and one-half inches. The area 
of the trays in square feet should be equal to 2 or 
3 per cent of the volume of the room in cubic feet. 

When the lime softens and may easily be 
erumbled with the fingers it is hydrated and should 
be replaced by fresh lime. The hydrated lime may 
be:stored in a perfectly dry place and be later used 
for plastering. If it becomes very soft and damp 
it is proof that it is slaked and, unless used quickly, 
will be ‘‘killed’’ by the excess moisture it holds.”

The cheaper 
things were made the lower the cost at which they 
could be sold and the lower the selling price the 
greater the volume of sales, this volume being pos- 
sible because of the enormously large number of 
highly paid wage earners who were (are) the 
consumers!“ | 

*'Similarly the building business shares in the 
general prosperity, because when construction and 
maintenance costs are reduced more buildings are 
erected. Clever men are working constantly to 
effect improvements in building materials and 
methods in order to reduce costs, or at least to pre- 
vent costs rising with wages. Also, they are work- 
ing to bring things down to modern requirements 
and do away with the blind following of precedent. 
When buildings keep going up there is a demand 
for workmen and when workmen are emploved they 
spend freely. This is so elementary that it appears 
to be foolish to stress it but in the present era 
success comes to the man who marches well to the 
front and faces ahead. Old ways of doing things 
may be all right but they should not be followed 
until studies are made of newer developments.“

66 HE office building owned and occupied by 

Tue First National Bank, Canton, Ohio, 
(Fig. 1) is an interesting example of work done 
by structural engineers who keep abreast of the 
times in the practice of their profession. Such 
men do not belong to any fundamentalist school 
in holding to the conception that building design 
cannot depart from fixed standards. The libraries 
of such men, for the most part, consist of carefully 
selected and well indexed clippings from well 
edited technical papers and pamphlets of trade lit- 
erature.’ 

„A fundamental principle in the design of 
buildings, especially corner buildings exposed to 
the full force of wind from two directions, is that 
they should be well braced. The bracing should 
be economically planned and this leads quite natur- 
ally to the use of floor beams for the purpose. This 
was done in the building in question by making 
the floor panels square, with girders connected 
rigidly to the columns. 

„This arrangement of girders indicates that 
the most economical, fireproof floor would be of 
two-way reinforced concrete. The average de- 
signer might adopt such construction without much 
study. From the standpoint of floor construetion 


— . 
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a floor reinforced in but one direction, it is not as 
light as a fireproof floor can be made; and weight 
is an important item.“ 

Every pound of weight saved in a floor de- 
ereases to some extent the weight of the supporting 
girders. The combined weight of the floor and 
girders goes to the columns. The combined weight 
of floors, girders and columns is carried to the 
foundations, which, important as they may be, are 
out of sight and owners generally like to have 
ocular evidence of cost. Furthermore, the more 
weight there is on the foundations, the larger they 
must be, this adding to the cost of grading, prepara- 
tion of site, sand, stone, cement, ete. Every pound 
of steel framing saved means lessened hauling and 
hoisting expense for the contractor, therefore every 
pound of dead load affects the entire building 
operation.“ 

When the design of a high building is started 
the type of roof construction is determined first 
in order to find the column loading. Then careful 
study is, or should be given to the type of floor so 
that the columns will carry the minimum load pos- 
sible. The cumulative load carried down from 
floor to floor fixes the column sizes in each story, 
until the foundations, the last item in the design, 
are reached. Thus the designer and the construc- 
tor approach their labor from different points, 
that which was last with the designer being first 
with the builder.“ 

* After providing for dead loads the designer 
provides for wind, carrying this force through the 
framing in as economieal a manner as possible. 
It is an advantage to be able to carry all the wind 
through the main framing, thus leaving to the floor 
the work of carrying only the vertical applied 
loads. Floors perform a secondary function, that 
of laterally bracing the girders, but this is purely 
secondary. If discovered that consideration of 
this function will increase the weight of the floor, 
tie rods may be used and the floor permitted to 
serve merely as a floor. 

“In the First National Bank the original design 
contemplated floors of two-way concrete ribs with 
clay tile fillers. A study showed that this arrange- 
ment, calling for girders of equal size on four 
sides required no more floor steel than would have 
been used with supporting girders in one direction 
and light tie-beams at right-angle to them. The 
stiffness of the structure also was greater. This 
factor was deemed to be desirable and was retained 
when lighter methods of floor construction were 
studied, to eut down cost.’’ 

The floor adopted in the final analysis was of 
reinforced concrete carried on metal lumber joists. 
These joists, as shown in Fig. 2, were laid in differ- 
ent directions in alternating panels, producing a 
checkerboard effect before they were hidden from 
view. A novel feature was the omission of support- 
ing shelf angles on the girders. The ends of the 
joists are supported by the concrete that was 
poured around the girders to serve as fire protec- 
tion. This item was one more that helped to spell 
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economy and is fully as satisfactory as the use of 
shelf angles.’’ 
„Two interior panels of the second floor fram. 


ing have diagonal bracing. The regular joist floor | 


was placed below the diagonal bracing, filler jaists 
carried on the regularly spaced joists being placed 
in the plane of the bracing to carry the concrete 
floor over it. These filler joists were 10-in. deep 
where the floor was 2l$5-in. thick and were 9-in. 
deep where the floor was 3½ -in. thick. The weight 
thus added being merely that of the filler joists, 
was inappreciable and the added expense was 
negligible. ’’ 

In fireproof buildings the floor dead load gen- 
erally is much greater than the live load the floor 
is designed to carry. In the endeavor to lessen 
the dead load inventors and manufacturers have 
been of great assistance to structural designers. 
The use of metal lumber floor joists in this bank 
and office building effected a saving of over 40 per 
cent of the dead load, or 35 lb. per square foot of 
floor construction, or 217,000 pounds for each typi- 
eal floor. The total reduction in weight for the 
floors from the second to the fourteenth inclusive, 
plus part of the roof, amounted to 2,837,000 
pounds. It was estimated that this reduction in 
weight called for 1435 tons less of supporting steel 
framework than would have been required to carry 
the two-way concrete floors. The general contrac- 


tor was the Walbridge-Aldinger Co., Detroit, 


Mich., the floor joists being supplied by the Berger 
Manufacturing Co., Canton, Ohio.

„Mr. William Nelson of Long Island City, N. V., 
writes in that Mr. Kelly said one could make a 
metal cutting saw by tapping the back of an ordin- 
ary saw with a file. This, he says is not a complete 
description, because it does not produce teeth. 
Small teeth should be filed on the back edge of the 
saw. He writes that there should be twelve to the 
inch starting about 4 or 5 inches from the end. 
File them like a metal or rip saw and anything 
from a nail to a lé-in. bolt can be cut without 
spoiling the saw. Set saw just enough for balance.“ 


R. & A. write in that they manufacture roofing 
tile and understand there is some sort of salt used 
to accelerate setting. The material referred to 
probably is Calcium Chloride which is sold by all 
dealers in building materials. It also is advertised 


in BUILDING AGE AND NATIONAL Buper. If used 


according to directions it is not detrimental to con- 
erete. There are several other preparations ad- 
vertised, some of which are very good and some of 
which should be experimented with before adop- 


tion.

“J. P. M. says: How would you advise me to 


. go about the cleaning of soot and other atmos- 
pherie materials deposited on dry pressed brick 


walls? Methods used for new brick work are in- 
effective. Hydrochloric acid seems to make the 
condition worse. | 
„Close material such as pressed brick, is apt 
to be rather absorbent because of the fine pores, 
therefore it is seldom advisable to clean such sur- 
faces with liquids. It is preferable to do the clean- 
ing with a sand blast or by rubbing with carbor- 
undum blocks. Some of our readers may be willing 
to give their experience to the Building Counsel-

E. F. A. is in a quandary about hanging doors, 
and asks three questions. First he wants to know 
whether the rabetted side of a front glazed door 
should be on the inside or on the outside. Secondly 
he wishes to know on which side of the door he 
should place the ledge, and ; thirdly, he would like 
to know if, in hanging a pair of outside French 
doors whether the right hand or the left hand door 
should open first in going in from the outside.’’ 

The rabetted side ordinarily is on the inside 
and the position of the ledge will be determined 
by the side on which the door swings. Ordinarily 
the right hand side will open first in the case pre- 
sented of French doors. Cases may arise in which 
different procedure would be better and our readers 
may be able to tell us about them.’’ 
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“J. F. M., Bayhead, N. J., has a concert bulk- 
head along one side of his home lot which is lo- 
cated on a brook wherein the water rises and falls 
with the tides. Between high and low water mark 
the concrete is disintegrating. He thinks jt is due 
to frost action and asks for information regarding 
some mixture that may be used to fill the bad 
spots so frost will not attack them. 

If the water is fresh the trouble is very likely 
disintegration of the concrete, a purely mechani- 
eal condition not very difficult to remedy. Cut out 
all the bad concrete and refill with a rich and dense 
mixture. | 

„If the bulkhead, however, is washed by sea 
-water there is a combination of disintegration of 
the concrete together with decomposition of the 
cement used in making the concrete. : 

‘‘ Disintegration alone ean be wholly prevented 
by first elass workmanship in making the conerete. 
Materials must be selected with great care. Ready 
mixed gravel should not be used. Separate the 
materials by screening and then mix them in defin- 
ite proportions so the fines will fill the voids in the 
coarse aggregate. After determining the remain- 
ing voids over-fill them at least ten per cent with 
the best quality of portland cement. Concrete 
used in such situations must be far better than 
average concrete. 

Uses much less water than is customary. The 
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proportions and grinding the two together. This 
excess of silica combines with the excess free lime 
so that sea water entering the pores of the concrete 


cannot unite chemically with the excess free lime 


in the cement.“

“J. T. H., Chicago, III., says he is living in a 
basement apartment and is having trouble with 
dry rot which appeared after he put down linoleum 
according to standard specifications. 

Linoleum, or any other closely adhering floor 
covering, prevents the free circulation of air that 
is absolutely necessary for the prevention of dry 
rot in wood exposed on the uncovered side.’’ 

Manufacturers of linoleum advise against lay- 
ing it on any wooden floor that has an open air 
space of less than 18-ins. below the wood, unless 
the underside of the wood is coated thoroughly 
with a waterproof preparation. They will not 
guarantee linoleum laid on basement floors. They 
will not guarantee linoleum laid on a floor, either of 
wood or concrete, that is in contact with the 
ground. They advise against the laying of linol- 


eum on concrete floors laid on the ground, even 


resulting mixture should be sticky and pasty and . 


a little bit hard to push off a shovel into the forms. 
It should never be thin enough to flow. Keep all 
salt water out, therefore deposit it only at low 
tide. Work rods and spades well into it after 
depositing, in order. to increase the density. If 
there is any chance that it will be covered by high 
tide stop depositing concrete at least three hours 
before the tide may be high enough to cover it. 
Before depositing new concrete after th tid has 
receded wash the surface carefully with fresh 
water and put on a layer of neat cement mortar 
to form a tight joint between the old and new 
Work. 

** Concrete thus made should be used for all work 
done from a level one foot below low water to an 
elevation of at least one foot above high water. 
Work thus done should not be affected by frost 
action between low and high water. It should be 
examined carefully from time to time and cracks 
should promptly be filled with asphalt or tar 
applied with a brush. The use of a guaranteed 
integral waterproofing compound in such concrete 
is recommended."' 

‘‘ Decomposition of concrete exposed to sea water 
is due to the use of portland cement having too 
much free lime. An excessively high lime content 
causes unsoundness in the presence of sea water 
and alkali, therefore before undertaking such work 
it is advisable to get in touch with manufacturers 
of high grade portland cement and work under 
their advice. Not all manufacturers of portland 
cement make a cement that they will guarantee to 
stand in sea water. It may be made however, by 
adding silica to ordinary cement clinker in equal 


when they are waterproofed on the lower surface.”’ 

This is not the fault of the linoleum but is, 
rather, an evidence of its good quality. Wood 
must have air if any part of it is exposed to mois- 
ture and dampness. Dry rot sets in when wood is 
exposed on one side to moisture and on the other 


side is kept dry and warm so that excess moisture 
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evaporates readily. If there is but little moisture 
and the upper surface of the wood is covered closely 
with linoleum, the moisture is not able to escape 
and rotting of the wood is the logical result.’’ 
Sometimes slight dampness may be cured by 
covering the surface of the ground underneath the 
floor, with a six inch layer of lime, broken into 
pieces about the size of walnuts, or with a layer 
of: hydrated lime. After letting this lime remain 
in place three or four weeks, preferably during dry 
summer months, cover the underside of joists and 
flooring with hot asphalt or tar. If rotting, how- 
ever, has started before this cure is applied the 
tight floor covering should not be replaced. It is 
best then to oil the floor with a carbolineum oil, 


following the instructions of the manufacturers. 
* + * * e 


„M. J. has a grievance against sash manufac- 
turers. He asks why the putty put on by the 
manufacturers will not stay on the sash until after 
a carpenter has hung and fitted them. | 

„This appears to be another bobbing up of the 
specification problem. The trouble lies usually 
with the specifications under which sash are pur- 
chased. Do not be too ready to blame manufac- 
turers when competition is keen and specifications 
are incomplete. Require manufacturers, in speci- 
fications you send them, to prime the sash with 
linseed oil, or, preferably, with white lead paint 
before glazing and to paint the putty as soon as 
the sash is glazed. Unpainted wood robs the putty 
of oil. Painting putty prevents oil being evapor- 
ated from the exposed surface.“

ters involved a task equally great. 
The space requirements of each de- 
partment were mapped out on blue 
prints prior to moving and all fur- 
niture, office equipment and supplies 
clearly tagged and keyed with num- 
ber. For a period of four months 
some 1,600 vans and truckloads 
shifted everything into the new 
building. 

A force of 50 persons is required 
for the maintenance of mechanical 
equipment and the maintenance of 
elevator, plumbing and electrical 
plant. Supervising the work is 
a building engineer, one assis- 
tant in charge of all the elec- 
trical plant and another as- 
sistant in charge of the heating, 
ventilating and plumbing equip- 
ment. 

In every respect the work of 
building and equipping this im- 
mense skyseraper has been of 
the most modern. In elevator 
facilities the system represents 
the very best that has yet been 
evolved in vertical transporta- 
tion. Twenty-four elevators, 
ranged in four banks, are sup- 
plemented by three cars used for 
special purposes. These are 
supervised from a dispatcher's 
office like a railroad of transit 
system. In his office adjoining 
the main corridor the chief 
dispateher is informed of the 
exact position of each car by 
rows of signal lights. Other 
lights indieate the floors where 
passengers are waiting and 
ringing for service. The two 
largest banks of elevators, eight 
cars in each, are entirely push 
button control. These are used for 
express cars, serving floors above 
the 16th and between the 10th and 
16th respectively. 

These are entirely automatically 
controlled. As the elevator stands 
at the main floor the operatur 
presses a button for the floor on 
which each passenger wishes to get 
off. The operator starts the car and 
when the first floor for which the 
button has been pressed is reached, 
the car stops automatically and the 
door opens. 

On either up or down trip as soon 
as the intending passenger presses 
a button on a floor the call is regis- 
tered on the elevator control board 
in the dispatcher’s office. The first 
ear traveling in the right direction 
stops automatically and the door 
is opened without prior knowledge 
on the part of the operator. 


arranged in banks. 


All elevators. installed by the 
Otis Elevator Company, are pro- 
vided with ample safety devices for 
the protection of passengers. All 
signally controlled elevators were 
installed with a self leveling feature 
which automatically levels the car 
at the floor landing. This eliminates 
danger of passengers tripping as 
they board or alight from cars. 

Four mechanics are required to 
keep elevators in running order and 
to regulate the mechanical controls, 
while a force of 31 operators with

4 starters, 2 dispatchers and 1 chief 
dispatcher is required to operate the 
system. 

There are many angles from 
which this elaborate and fully 
equipped building has relation to 
the building industry. First it rep- 
resents a structural project alto- 
gether out of the ordinary but char- 
acteristic of the excellent work that 
is being done in skyscraper building 
today. 

Another element is the vast im- 
portance exercised by the telephone 
system on the work of the building. 
Compared to conditions half a cen- 
tury ago, the builder today is in an 
eminently better position in so far 
as his contact with the field is con- 
cerned. The general contractor is 
the individual to whom phone con- 
versation, and particularly long dis- 
tance calls mean the most. At all 
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` cials, his bank, etc. 


CHIEF DISPATCHER and two assistants 
control the travel of twenty-four elevators 
Sixteen of the largest cars 
are controlled automatically by dispatchers 
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times he must be in touch with the 
owner, architect, building superin- 
tendent, building department oft- 
This would 
entail an immense amount of work 
were it not for telephone facilities. 


TILL another important phase 
in the work of the general con- 
tractor lies in his ability to follow 
up shipments for the job. More 
than often these come from out of 
town places and it is up to him and 
up to his office to see that the 
material is there at the proper 
time. 

When a breakdown of a piece 
of equipment occurs, replace- 
ment is usually best done over 
the wire. It has become a com- 
mon practice for the contractor 
to install telephones on practi- 
ealy every job whether large or 
small. He can be in constant 
touch with his men at any time 
of the day. The value of these 
facilities applies with equal 
force to sub-contractor, equip- 
ment man, material man, archi- 
tect and owner. Each has ai 
hand the instrument of saving 
many hours of valuable time in 
personal calls and solicitations. 

The telephone is in so con- 
stant use today that it is often 
forgotten how modern and how 
representative of present day 
progress it is. It is best brought 
home by a consideration of this 
immense new telephone building 
necessary to house the workers 
of equipment needed for only a 
small portion of the country’s 
subseribers. 

A development that was un- 
thought of a century ago has 
now become an industry rated 
among the foremost of the country 
in capital and yearly income. It is 
typical of 20th Century progress 
that this comparatively recent addi- 
tion to American Business should 
create a new and outstanding 
silhouette in New York’s skyline. 

To the building field this struc- 
ture is another indication of the 
competency and prowess of present 
day construction men. 

Every day new problems are 
solved by those who are building 
these towering structures. Here 
they have laid a foundation for 32 
stories on ground that has been 
‘“made’’ within the history of the 
city.

UCCESSFUL plastering is 
more dependent on good work 
by other trades than is gener- 

ally realized. It is difficult to im- 
press on those outside the building 
trades just how dependent the plas- 
terer 1s on the other mechanics and 
materials that enter into the modern 
house. 

Many homes and apartments are, 
unfortunately, constructed with the 
idea of building at the lowest pos- 
sible cost without regard to other 
considerations. This is not only 
poor economy, but has lead to un- 
ethical practices, or at least low 
standards, on the part of many 
builders. 

The Department of Commerce, 
Fire Underwriters and Municipal 
Building Departments all recognize 
this tendency and are trying to cor- 
rect it by recommending or adopting 
eodes and building restrietions de- 
signed to prevent the misuse of 
building materials. 

In general, it is only on the larg- 
est jobs that the owner maintains 
efficient inspection. The ordinary 
job, even though designed by an 
architect or engineer, is usually left 
to the mercies of a contractor that 
has been forced into giving too low 
a bid by keen competition. Inspec- 
tion or superintendence, if any, is 
limited to short, semi-occasional 
calls by the designer, which are de- 
voted more to explaining or defend- 
ing plans than to intelligent obser- 
vation of the quality of the work 
under way. 

As a general rule, we only get 
what we pay for, and this applies 
to the building industry more 
rigidly than to any other business. 
Reasonable construction ean only be 
obtained by paying a reasonable 
price, and cheap or dishonest con- 
struction is generally a result of 
lack of understanding on the part of 
owners. 

There ig no single place where the 
results of good or bad work shows

up as it does in plastering. If the 
general construction is neglected or 
skimped either through ignorance or 
design, the results are shown by un- 
sightly cracks or even by dangerous 
falling of the plaster. Some of the 
faults that may cause unsatisfactory 
plaster, without fault in the plaster 
itself, are: 

Small or shallow foundations 
under posts or basement walls; too 
small sills or too few bearing posts; 
joists or studs too small or with too 
great a spacing; a single light joist 
under partitions (is not sufficient) ; 
improper or too light framing over 
wide openings; chimney not built in- 
dependently of footings and frame; 
improper headers over door or win- 
dow openings; rafters not tied and 
joists not braced; stud bracing ne- 
glected, especially at corners; use of 
green lumber (without allowance 
for shrinkage). 

Any of the above are sure to pro- 
duce cracks in a quick-setting plas- 
ter and even a slow-setting plaster 
which tends to adjust itself to minor 
movement, is not entirely proof 
against such shortcomings. Plaster 
does not crack of itself except for 
two reasons, under-sanding and 
drying out too rapidly. 


HERE are several eauses that 

eontribute to plaster failures, 
due to lack of knowledge or careless- 
ness of the mortar man or the plas- 
terer. With any plastering ma- 
terial, the mortar must be well 
mixed and the backing, wood lath, 
block, brick or concrete should be 
damp before it is covered. Wood 
lath should be of good quality and 
spaced far apart to insure good keys. 
Laitance must be removed from 
concrete and oil, dust and dirt from 
brick or block. 

Whatever plaster is used, more 
than half of it, as it finally stands 
on the wall, is sand, just sand. The 
advantages of the various plasters 
are disputed at great length, but 
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Some uio for Good Plastering 


the quantity and quality of the sand 
receives little attention or thought. 
There are three things that would 
go far to insure better plastering 
if they were watched more closely. 
First: Clean Sand 
Second: Coarse Sand 
Third: Measured Sand 


ORE than a small (say five) 

per cent of clay, silt or organic 
matter is liable to cause discolora- 
tion or even disintegration. These 
defects may not show at first but 
sometimes develop after months or 
even years. Wall decorations, one 
twentieth of which were defective, 
would not be tolerated, and yet, that 
is just what dirty sand means. Why 
permit it? 

Coarse sands usually make better 
walls than do fine sands. It is 
evident that the finer the sand the 
more surface there is to the grains 
in a given measure. No one would 
expect to paint a house with one 
gallon of paint, yet there are those 
who use very fine sands and expect 
their plaster material to cover un- 
limited sand areas. 

Measuring the sand seems to be a 
very simple matter, but due to the 
effect of moisture it is most difficult. 
For example, take a cubic foot of 
dry sand, weighing about 100 
pounds and add three pounds of 
water to it. Mix thoroughly and 
put it back into the original meas- 
ure. It will be found that there 
will be almost one-third of the sand 
left over or about 30 pounds that 
will not go back into the measure. 

Again, a No. 2 shovel of dry sand 
weighs about eleven pounds, while 
the same shovel with damp sand 
(about 3% moisture) will hold 
twenty-three pounds, or about twice 
as much. 

Plaster specifications are written 
for dry sand and allowance must 
be made for moisture content. Ex- 
perience has shown that the shovel

or where it does not extend along 
the whole elevation, the roof and 
wall join in a closed cornice. Wide 
eaves disappeared along with the 
mediaeval roof, and in their place 
came the cornice treated with modil- 
lions, dentils, corbels or other en- 
riching details. 


E are accustomed to think of 

Southern dwellings as hav- 
ing extremely high rooms. As a 
matter of faet, the proportion of 
ceiling-height to floor-space is not as 
great as in the James River Colonial 
style, though the modern home- 
owner, if he seleets this type to fol- 
low, will do well to plan draperies 
and wall-treatment to give an effect 
of height and dignity. A more im- 
portant difference between this type 
of house and the others which pre- 
ceded it is that odd-shaped rooms 
frequently were introduced into 
post-Revolutionary houses. As in 
the Georgian style in England, cir- 
cular, oval or octagonal rooms of- 
ten are features of the plan. 

Reflecting this tendency, there 
was a greater freedom in the design 
of staireases. Sometimes these cir- 
cled gracefully around a stair-wall ; 
in other houses, they traveled up- 
ward in a broad eurve. Often there 
were no walls beneath them, the self- 
.supporting effeet being one of the 
novelties of the time. In general, 
the treatment of newel-posts and 
balusters was lighter than in pre- 
vious periods, and the tendency was 
toward more regularity in the 
turned woodwork. 

Floors were of the same general 
kind as those in the homes along the 
James River. Ceilings almost uni- 
versally were ornamented with 
moulding plaster, usually rather 
light and in the Adam or some re- 
lated Georgian style of design. 

Three types of wall-treatment 
were used. Perhaps the most com- 
mon was the plain plastered surface. 
either white or lightly tinted, whicb 
was felt to be most expressive of the 
Greek ideal cherished by the de- 
signers. The next most popular, 
and perhaps the most beautiful, was 
the wall-hanging of brocade or other 
fine textile. Delicate yellows, pinks, 
grevs, greens and blues were the 
favored colors; and, where silks of 
this nature cannot be afforded to- 
day, wall-papers which reproduce 
textile motives are suitable, for they 
frequently were used in the orig- 
inals of this style. Paper, indeed, 
was the third type of wall-finish em-

ployed, and scenic and floral designs 
were most popular. 

Cornices continued to be used. 
In the work of Thomas Jefferson 
and some other architects of the 
time, these were of heavy propor- 
tions, reproducing the Renaissance 
styles exactly; but most of the cor- 
nices were lighter and more graceful 
than this. The old wainscoting to 
the chair-rail height disappeared. In 
its place, came the simple baseboard. 
Sometimes the chair-rail was re- 
tained, but gradually it, too, was 
discarded. 


TILL another Classical effect 

was the employment of pilas- 
ters on the walls. These most 
frequently were of Ionic or Corin- 
thian order, and had capitals which 
supported either the cornice or, in 
the higher and more formal rooms, 
frieze-bands with Adam or similar 
designs. Often such pilasters stand 
on either side of the tall doorways, 
supporting pediments or broken 
scroll-pediments. 

Another use for pilasters was in 
connection with the chimney- pieces. 
It was customary for these to pro- 
ject slightly inward, with a pilaster 
at either end, the mantel carried 
rather high and the over-mantel 
paneled with moulding plaster. The 
fireplace itself, usually was of white 
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or colored marble or wood painted 
to resemble these stones. The open- 
ing was framed with pilasters or 
eolonettes with a frieze above, into 
whieh earved wood or stone or 
moulded plaster plaeques of mytho- 
logical scenes were set. In place of 
the old wrought-iron andirons of 
the earlier Colonial period, these 
hearths were equipped with a full 
complement of brass accessories. 
contributing to the general effect 
of refinement. For modern use. 
brass fits in harmoniously with 
room decorations and furnishings. 


HIS effect was completed by 

the furniture. The first style 
that made itself felt in this country 
was the Chippendale. This was fol- 
lowed now by pieces of Adam, Sher- 
aton or Hepplewhite design, which 
characterize the interior decoration 
of the Southern Plantation style as 
one of the most beautiful in the his- 
tory of America’s own architecture.

Both of these Colonials are 
of American origin but of the two, 
James River is the shore adaptable 
to modern needs.

measure is as reliable as the box 
method but either must be corrected. 
for all sands as used on the job 
eontain some moisture. 

As the cementing material is only 
to bind grains of sand together, it 
is most important that the proper 
amount of clean, well-graded sand 
be thoroughly mixed with the 
plaster. 

In conclusion, use only the best 
of lath, spaced not less than 38“ 
apart with broken joints every seven 
or eighth lath; nail securely on stud- 
ding not over 16" apart, and see that. 
the lath are wet down. 

Use only clean, coarse, well- 
graded plastering sand in the proper 
amounts, and see that all solid 
backing is clean and not bone dry. 

Hire good mechanics and pay a 
fair price. 

Sound and heat proof walls, built 
of a porous and not too rapid set- 
ting plaster, are warmer in winter 
and eooler in summer.

Some Local Aspects of Party Walls 


By Arthur L. H. Street 


wall built flush with line of 

adjoining lot,’’ writes a 
New York builder. ‘‘B purposes 
building on the adjoining lot. If 
A grants B the privilege of using 
his wall as a support for beams 
and joists, thereby making it a 
party wall, how should the con- 
tract be worded, in the shortest 
form to protect both parties? 
Should it be recorded in the county 
clerk’s office? 

If B's building is of the same 
height as A's, and supported on 
steel columns, is there any law 
preventing B from  plastering 
on A's wall if the wall is just 
exactly on [flush with?] lot line, per- 
mitting B to use the space that other- 
wise would be used by the masonry wall 
for business purposes 7“ 

Such a contract should be drawn 
specially by an attorney, with a view to 
the particular circumstances of the case, 
since it will usually be found important 
to include one or more specific condi- 
tions. For example, if it is desired to 
plaster the wall that should be specified. 

The following is probably as brief a 
form as should be used in any ease. Ad- 
ditions readily may be made, by includ- 
ing such special clauses as may be agreed 
upon: 

This agreement, made this 22nd day 
of January, 1926, by and between John 
Smith, of Cohoes, New York, first party, 
and Richard Roe, of Cohoes, New York, 
second party, witnesseth, that whereas 
the first party owns [here give legal 
description of lot], and the second party 
owns the lot adjoining on the north, to 
wit: [describe second party’s lot], on 
which last-mentioned lot the second party 
intends to erect a story brick build- 
ing. Now, therefore, the first party, in 
consideration of the sum of —————— 
Dollars to him paid, the receipt whereof 
is hereby acknowledged, does hereby 
grant to the second party, his heirs, 
executors, administrators and assigns, 
the right, in erecting said building to in- 
sert the beams and joists thereof into the 
north wall of the building on the lot 
owned by the first party as aforesaid, 
and that such beams and joists may so 
remain so long as such wall shall stand. 
The grant aforesaid shall run with the

land and bind the parties hereto, their 
heirs and assigns. 

In witness whereof the parties here- 
to have hereunto set their hands and 
seals the day and year first above men- 
tioned.’’ 

The contract should be signed, wit- 
nessed and acknowledged in such form 
as entitles an instrument to record in the 
particular state—the form used in con- 
nection with deeds. It should be 
recorded, especially from the standpoint 
of the second party, although the pro- 
jection of the beams, etc., into the wall

would probably be held to give 
notice to the world of the second 
party’s rights therein. 

Should owner of wall desire to 
reserve the right to take down the 
wall before the same may decay 
the reservation should be made in 
express terms. The amount of 
consideration paid by the second 
party would naturally have some 
bearing in determining the fair- 
ness of such reservation. Or the 
circumstances might call for an 
agreement on the construction of a 
new party wall on the first party’s 
present building being dismantled. 

Under circumstances stated by 
our correspondent, right to plaster 
wall would seem to follow as a matter 
of implied agreement. Permit to insert 
beams and joists in the wall should be 
interpreted as enabling the second party 
to build upon the wall much the same 
as he would be free to build if it were 
constructed as part of his building. 
Limitations on this right should be ex- 
pressed in the agreement, if any are in- 
tended to be enforced. 

But without express limitations, there 
would be implied obligation on the part 
of the second party not to do anything 
tending to impair the safety of the wall. 


Important Phase of Lot Purchases 


A LESSON for lot purchasers is af- 
forded by the experience of an 
Ohio reader. The salesman of a lot 
represented to the gentleman from Ohio 
that a driveway laid out along the lot 
line was one-half on each lot, thereby 
making it joint property. The repre- 
sentation was naturally relied upon, 
since the driveway was so constructed 
as to serve a garage on each lot. Now, 
it is discovered that the driveway proper 
is all on the adjoining lot. The ag- 
grieved lot purchaser has not fully paid 
for the lot and asks what he should do. 
Demand should be made upon the com- 
pany which sold the lot to secure title 
to one-half of the driveway and convey 
it with the lot purchased. If this de- 
mand be not complied with, a claim for 
damages should be made against the 
company. In order to lay a basis for 
the assessment of damages, the gentle- 
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man should ascertain at what price the 
owner of the adjoining lot will grant a 
perpetual right of way over the drive- 
way. 

That cost is the fair measure of dam- 
ages recoverable. If the adjoining 
owner refuses to convey and has not 
already precluded himself from prevent- 
ing further use of the driveway by our 
friend, the proper measure of damage 
recoverable against the company is the 
difference in the fair market value of 
the lot with and without the driveway 
represented to exist. 

But since the driveway has a branch 
leading to the garage on the particular 
lot, it may be found that the owner of 
the adjoining lot has expressly or im- 
pliedly granted a license to use the 
driveway which cannot be revoked. In 
that case the damage would be nominal 
at most.

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Review of Building Situation 


ust showed a big increase in the 

37 states reporting. The total, 
$600,808,000 was the second largest 
monthly total every reported according 
to F. W. Dodge Corp. August, 1925, the 
record monthly total exceeded August 
this year by only 2%. The increase over 
July, 1926 ran 18%. 

The most important items in the Aug- 
ust contract record were $223,292,100 or 
37% of all construction for residential; 
$125,682,900 or 21% for public works. 

Reported for the past 8 months were 
construction contracts to the extent of 
$4,247,808,400, an increase of 9% over 
the corresponding period of last year. 


New England District 

The July figure was exceeded by 8% 
in this District. Total contracts, $44,- 
634,500, fell below August last in prac- 
tically the same ratio. 36% went for 
residential and 21% for commercial. 

For the first 8 months, contracts were 
awarded to the extent of $296,208,700, 
7% below the January—August period, 
1925. 


Orr contraets in Aug- 


New York District 

The highest monthly total since April, 
1926, was represented in the $153,701,200 
figure. This is a nincrease of 39% over 
the previous month. Compared to Aug- 
ust last, the volume showed & decline. 
Residential construction commanded 50% 
and publie works 27%. 


A gain of 21% as compared with the 
same period last year was computed in 
the $1,160,070,000 volume for the first 
8 months of 1926. 


Mid-Atlantic District 

The contract total, $61,475,800, showed 
a gain of 2695 over the previous month 
and 19% over August last year. Resi- 
dential contributed 42%. 

Another large gain over last year’s 
figures was represented in the total for 
the first 8 months. This volume ($426,- 
505,400) was 13% in excess of the same 
period of 1925. 


Pittsburgh District 
Construction was started to the ex- 
tent of $63,528,100, falling below July, 
1926 and August last. Of the total, pub- 
lic works took 36% and residential 29%.

Middle West District 

This district broke all previous rec- 
ords.  $196,030,500 in contracts were 
awarded, exceeding July by 2796 and 
August last by 57%. 31% of all con- 
struction went into residential work with 
industrial second at 20%. A 14% in 
erease over August last was represented 
in the $162,282,300 contemplated. 


North West District 

A gain of 11% over the same month 
1925 was balanced by a loss from July, 
1926. Of the total, $8,571,200, awarded, 
residential took 34%. In contemplated 
projects the total exceeded July by 27% 
and last August by 25%. A further in- 
erease showed in the total for the first 
8 months. This gained 10%. 

South Atlantic District 

The total $46,104,300, fell below July 
and last August. Public works com- 
manded 32% and residential 27%. A 
gain of 8% was shown in the $533,709,- 
400 volume for the first 8 months. 

Gulf District 

The August figure exceeded July of 
this year by 52% and exceeded August, 
1925 by 24%. The total, $26,762,400, 
gave 36% to residential and 25% to 
public works. An increase of 76% 
above August last and 18% over this 
July was found in the total for con- 
templated projects. A further gain of 
31% was computed for the first 8 months 
total This was $167,605,500.

Light Plant Has Unique 
Features 


A NEW home electric power plant 
has been announced by Fairbanks, 
Morse & Co., Chieago. According to the 
manufacturers, it represents the results 


of years of investigation and research, 
having as its objective the development 
of a plant incorporating features that 
would make it ideal for outlying residen- 
tial districts. 

The new model is compact and simple, 
with fuel tanks, oil reservoirs and cool- 
ing system built in. Every rotating 
part, with a single exception of the belt 
pulley, is entirely enclosed for safety. 
The engine, a single cylinder four cycle 
type, is fitted with the new Ricardo“ 
type of cylinder head, designed to create 
a greater turbulence of the gases in the 
cylinder head, thereby effecting a fuel 
saving of about 10%. 

Attention has been given to speed reg- 
ulation with the result that a specially 
designed governor has been developed. 
As a result the lights are flickerless even 
when current is supplied direct from 
plant without the use of a storage 
battery. 

The manufacturers have placed par- 
ticular emphasis on a patented cooling 
system described as ‘‘vapor’’ or 
**steam? cooling. Water is carried only 
in the cylinder jacket and not in the 
head. Water quickly reaches the boiling 
point and the steam thus formed quickly 
circulates in the cylinder head, quickly 
condensing into the radiator. 

The generator is direct-driven by the 
engine, the armature being mounted on 
an extension of the crankshaft. Plants 
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of this type are built in sizes of 750 and 
1500 Watts; units of either size used 
either as direct lighting plants without 
batteries or in the usual way with bat- 
teries. The equipment is approved by 
the Fire Insuranee Underwriters’ 
Laboratories for burning kerosene or 
gasolene. 


Gypsum Floor Fill 


ONSTRUCTION reports from the 
Swayne Apartments, 58th St. and 
Stoney Island Ave., Chicago, show that 
a crew of six laborers installed approxi- 
mately 12,000 sq. ft. of 3 in. cellular 
gypsum floor fill over two and half days. 
Within a few minutes after screeding has 
been completed, the material begins to 
harden. Within 30 to 40 minutes it is 
set up hard enough to be walked on. 

The product, cellular or ‘‘pyrocell’’ 
gypsum is a special form of the mineral 
processed so that when mixed with 
water a gas is released. This causes the 
mix to rise to from 3 to 6 times its nor- 
mal size. In its final state it becomes a 
light, porous rock-blanket, honeycombed 
with tiny air cells. 

According to tests conducted at 
Columbia University, New York City, 
and Armour Institute of Technology, 
Chicago, 30 lb. pyrocell, when covered 
with % in. cement topping, has a load 
bearing strength of from 400 to 500 Ibs. 
per sq. in. Where this cellular gypsum 
is used as an insulation blanket for roof 
decks, it is brought out at the Armour 
Institute that 2 in. of this material 
shows a heat loss of 10.8 B.t.u.'s per 
sq. ft. per degree Fahrenheit between 
the two surfaces per 24 hrs.

This 
serves to retain the strength of the door 
and saves time and expense in the in- 
stallation, according to the manufac- 
turers, Segal Lock & Hardware Co., Ine., 
159 Leonard St., New York City.

The duplex lock set has a jimmyproof 
bolt-construction with four ball bearings 
or projections—two on each side of the 
bolt—timed to enter into the keeper 
when the bolt is thrown. As no jimmy 
ean pry away a bold when in the keeper, 
this lock may be called jimmyproof.

Unethical or Worse

On a par with this is the practice of certain 


Using the Country 


HE need for practically everyone of the 

human family to work is the reason why living 
quarters were located near the places of work. 
People couldn’t walk far. 

An improvement came when transportation ad- 
vanced so that workers could live at a distance and 
still reach their place of work within reasonable 
time. Fortunately today distance has become less 
of an obstacle. 

The use of cheap automobiles and the bus sys- 
tem now growing in practically every town has 
made transportation easier and workers today have 
the benefit of working in a city and living a dis- 
tance away from it, thus making for better and 
more helpful living conditions. 


The High Cost of Cheap 


Y cheap plans we mean incomplete ones. In 

most cases an owner thinks he saves money by 

getting something cheap in the way of just a plan 
and loose specification. 

The contractor has to give a complete building 
and, therefore, he figures accordingly, and in many 
eases not knowing what will be wanted he must 
necessarily figure enough so as to play safe. In 
such cases the owner certainly pays high for his 
cheap plans. One big waste in the building con- 


struction work is in this bidding on something that 
might be called for. 

Sometimes the owner is not always to blame as 
there are still a few unprincipled and incompetent 


secrets, today they find an inter-change of ideas 
beneficial to the whole industry and themselves 
individually. This is especially true in different 
branches of the building industry. 

Every town having a few builders, should have 
at least a get together meeting of the builders and 
material supply men to talk things over ever so 
often. Of course, in larger cities, each should boast 
of a builders’ exchange. 


speculative builders asking an architect for some 
sketches or suggestions for a proposed building 
and then take these to some cheap John’’ drafts- 
man to put in shape and make a plan that will 
pass the building department and help get the loan. 

Such practices are more than unethical, they 
are down right dishonest. 


This tendency to go suburbaniting will be an 


evolution any process that will gradually get rid of 


what is now termed the ‘‘slum’’ sections of our 
eity. 

One indication of this trend towards the country 
is to be found in the City of New York where the 
population of its most densely populated borough, 
Manhattan, has decreased a few hundred thous- 
and,—enough people to make a good sized city. 

This, however, has not taken away from the 
prestige of this city as practically all the resi- 
dential buildings have been replaced with com- 
mercial structures. The suburbs of the city have 
grown and the building industry has profited both 


ways.

architects and engineers who produce such imper- 
fect plans and specifications that the bidder is at 
sea to know what is meant. Dimensions and infor- 
mation are lacking in drawings and specifications, 
therefore the bidder must add on sufficient to take 
eare of contingencies and errors. 

The owner in this case pays double,—he pays 
his architect or engineer for plans thinking he is 
getting good ones, and he also pays the eontractor 
extra beeause of the poor work on plans. Result: 
a building more expensive than need be, a dis- 
satisfied owner, a harrassed contractor, and an 
overpaid designer, who eaused all the trouble, go- 
ing free.

In Period Design 


HE James River Colonial 

usually is a brick style. 

Those romantic old manors, 

such as ‘‘ Westover,’’ ‘‘Shirley’’ and 

‘York Hall, depend for their ex- 

terior beauty largely on the rich 
mellowing tones of brick walls. 

Occasionally, as at Tuckahoe, 
we find examples in which two ma- 
terials are combined in the same 
house—the whole exterior of wood 
except the ends of the wings which 
are brick—but the most character- 
istic work in the style 
is of brick. Some- 
times this material is 
diapered like the 
early English work. 
Oceasionally there are 
belt-eourses or door- 
and  window-treat- 
ments of white stone. 
For the rest, the brick 
laying is plain and 
without frills. 

There are two types 
of plan for this style. 
One is a simple rect- 
angle, and this is the 
more economical for 
the modern home- 
seeker to attempt. The 
other is the H-plan, 
two wings of equal 
size connected by a 
wide hall which may 
serve as a dinihg- 


room, music-room or even ballroom. 

Most James River Colonial homes 
have two full stories with an ample 
attic. But some correspond to the 
present-day ‘‘story and a half,” 
with covered walks leading to a 
smaller cottage at either side. This 


treatment could be used today, one 
of the out-houses being the garage 
and the other a guest-house or 
servants’ quarters. 

Regardless of the height of walls, 
the roof is a rather steep gable 


which gives an effect of dignity. It 
is of slate, and usually has dormers 
set in symmetrical relation to the 
windows on the facade. Sometimes 
the severe height of the gable is 
softened by a hipped treatment. The 
chimneys are tall heavy rectangles 
entirely plain except, perhaps, for 
some unusual brick-setting in their 
caps. 

Windows are large. We shall see, 
when we observe the interior, how 
important are these openings reach- 
ing almost from floor 
to ceiling. But on the 
outside the treatment 
is simple: white dou- 
ble-hung sash with 
good-sized panes in- 
stead of tiny ones, 
typical of early New 
England residences, 
hung in white frames 
set back from the 
face of the wall. 
As in other Colonial 


N the south, particu- 
larly in the section 
around New Orleans, 
this type of home is 
common. It is not 
quite as severe as the 
type found further 
north. As in the case 
of most homes follow- 
ing this style, it runs 
two full stories with 
an ample attic i 
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One elevation of room illustrated below 


styles, green shutters are common; 
and sometimes there are low arches 
over the  window-heads, perhaps 
with some simple embellishment of 
briek or stone. 

These windows are arranged sym- 
metrieally in relation to the dormers 
above and to the entrance. This 
last is tall, set in a simple enframe- 
ment of white wooden pilasters or 
engaged columns. We shall hear 
later of fanlights and sidelights, but 
these have no place in the James 
River Colonial style. Here the en- 
trance is sheltered by a little porch, 
one story high, supported by slender 
wooden columns. | 

Inside such a house, we find a hall 
running the full depth on both 
floors. The staircase runs up one 
wall to a landing and, from that to 
the second floor, along the other side. 
Although simple, this stairease has 
points of beauty. The risers are 
white; the treads, painted dark or 
in natural color. From an elabo- 
rately turned newel post a dark 
handrail runs up, supported by 
white balusters which are turned in 
a variety of profiles; as many as 
three or four patterns may be in- 
cluded in the same flight. And gen-

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home for the Mutual Trust Com- 
pany in Philadelphia, these impor- 
tant thoughts have been kept upper- 
most. Though the frontage on the 
street where entrance is located is 
not extensive, the building is not 
cramped nor does it appear to crowd 
its neighbors. There is a certain 
feeling of compactness about it that 
goes well with a small site. 

On the cross street, most of the 
wall has been given over to windows. 
This shows real thought. The bank- 
ing business—or at least that phase 
of its businéss that involves cus- 
tomers—is carried on during hours 
when natural daylight is available. 
Consequently, everything has been 
done to provide the interior with a 
maximum of natural illumination. 

It is interesting to note how deftly

GLANCE at these two plans 
A will show the efficiency with 
which they have been laid out. 
Remembering that no small part of 
a bank’s work is clerical and re- 
quires no contact with customers, 
most of the space has been given 
over to the working force. As de- 
seribed earlier, the first floor has 
been given added depth by elimina- 
tion of a partition between officer’s 
room and lobby. In addition to 
these two spaces, the plan provides 
ample room for tellers’ cages—a 
bank of them on either side. 
Upstairs, a bookkeeping depart- 
ment, offices, toilet and employees 
rest room divide the space. At the 
approach to elevator is a small lobby 
giving way to a corridor continuing 
to the back. This gives access to 
offices during business hours. 
Offices have daylight; also the 
bookkeeping department. Rooms, 
little used such as lunch and rest 
rooms are allocated on the blind 
side. Considering this entire second 
floor from a standpoint of office lay- 
out it 1s unusually convenient. 
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that is not extremely large. 

Where office space must 
draw from publie space in 
any type of building this ar- 
rangement ean almost always 
be used to advantage. The 
general impression of ample 
size is given while the absence 
of a ceiling partition is not 
unpleasant save where a 
great deal of noise must be 
contended with. In latter 
cases, it is usually best to sac- 
rifice elearway for the sake of 
working efficiency. 

Another feature of this in- 
terior that is worthy of con- 
sideration is the direct and 
effective manner of handling 
approach to vaults in base- 
ment. These stairs will be in 
constant use by the bank’s 
customers and hence are lo- 
eated most accessibly.

AVE the Surface 

Home, the little Colonial 

story-and-a-half house 
at the Sesqui-Centennial was 
erected for the specific pur- 
pose of showing how the lit- 
tle house may achieve beauty 
and distinction by means of 
proper decoration and cor- 
rect use of color. It was 
built by the paint and varn- 
ish industry of the country 
under the auspices of the 
Philadelphia Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Club. 

Color is, of course, the 
chief point of interest in the 
little house, but the utilitar- 
ian aspects of paint and 
varnish are illustrated as 
well. No better exampie 
can be imagined than that 
shown in the bathroom of 
Save the Surface Home. 
Wallboard, embossed in tile- 
like rectangles, has been 
used for the wainscoting. 
High gloss enamel gives it a 
hard, durable, waterproof 
finish, which is impervious 
to heat or steam. In ap- 
pearance and in usefulness 
this method of finishing the 
bathroom walls is as satis- 
factory as more elaborate 
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means, and the cost is sur- 
prisingly little. 

The floors of the little 
house, over which hundreds 
of visitors have passed dur- 
ing the summer, demon- 
strate the economy and prac- 
ticality of using sufficient 
good varnish. 

Save the Surface Home is 
planned and designed along 
Colonial lines. True to 
tradition, therefore, the ex- 
terior is painted ivory with 
a moss green roof and light 
blue green trim. The latter 
color is a slight variation 
from what is ordinarily used 
and is sufficiently different 
to add distinction to the 
color scheme without being 
either bizarre or eccentric. 
The mullions of doors and 
windows, the shutters and 
part of the window boxes 
are also painted a light blue 
green.

tractive design, the construc- 
tion of this home is extremely 
interesting in two respects. First, ıt 
shows that residential construction 
during the winter months is both 


I: addition to being a highly at- 


possible and profitable. Practically 
all of the interior work on this resi- 
dence was carried on during cold 
weather and the building made 
ready for occupancy by Spring. 
Secondly, the design is very much 
in line with the principles tried out 
by Mr. Ernest Flagg during the 
last few years. The work of Mr. 
Flagg, best known as architect of 
New York’s Singer Building, has 
been of an experimental nature in 
small home construction. In the 
issue of March, 1922, a detailed ac- 
count of his work was published. 
Several quite radical ideas were 
brought out in line with economies 
advocated for small home building. 
The foremost principle upon 
which Mr. Flagg has worked has 
been to reduce wasted cubical eon- 
tent. (About 30% of the cubic con- 
tents of the ordinary small house is 
wasted in cellar and slopes of roof. ) 
In many of the designs created by 
Mr. Flagg cellars and attics have 
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been omitted. Heating plant is lo- 
cated on the first floor level with a 
storage room adjoining. 

This home follows much the same 
architectural design and is eminent- 
ly free from waste space. Mr. 
Flagg’s experimental homes were 
constructed all of stones that are al- 
most entirely impervious to mois- 
ture. The inside walls were plas- 
tered directly on the masonry with- 
out furring. The designer of the 
building illustrated has used stone 
effectively but has not gone to the 
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Yonkers, N. Y. a develop - 
ment of The Homeland 
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extent of omitting the plaster base. 
The inside walls have been furred 
and plaster used over wire lath. 

To return to the question of win- 
ter building the difficulties in- 
volved are mostly results of prej- 
udiee. This home was constructed 
in a climate particularly rigorous 
during the winter months and yet 
the progress of the work was slowed 
up to only the slightest extent. 
Most of the masonry work was com- 
pleted before the temperature 
dropped below freezing and inside 
the enclosed building the work went 
on in comfort and with efficiency. 

The type of construction matters 
very little if the various steps are 
planned to compete with decreasing 
temperatures. Accepted practice 
demands that most masonry work 
be stopped when the temperature 
reaches 34 degrees on a falling tem- 
perature and should not be started 
until the temperature reaches 30 de- 
grees on a rising temperature. In 
other words, safe working condi- 
tions are within a range of 2 de- 
grees on either side of freezing. 

The plan of this stone residence 
has been the result of a comprehen- 
sive survey of the needs of the oc- 
cupants for years to come. The 
front door leads into the low 
vaulted vestibule from which one 
may enter either kitchen, breakfast 
nook or living room. The kitchen 
has its own outdoor entrance at the 
side of the house, and thus is as- 
sured of proper light and ventila- 
tion at all times. 

To the right of this outside door, 
secluded in a little alcove is the fur- 
nace. Fuel is drawn through a 
small opening from coal pocket be- 
yond. To one side of the furnace a 
small laundry room has been pro- 
vided, while the laundry space also 
includes a refrigerator. Still fur- 
ther beyond is a breakfast nook il- 
luminated by natural light.

New Cooperative Project at 1158 Fifth Ave., New York 


PROJECT representing an 

important addition to the al- 

ready numerous cooperative 
enterprise in New York has been 
built on a desirable 5th Avenue lo- 
eation, facing Central Park. The 
building, 15 stories in height, with 
pent house and basement, is fire- 
proof, of steel and concrete construc- 
tion. The financiers and owners, 
Houston Properties Corporation of 
New York, have provided a variety 
in size and arrangement of apart- 
ments which includes one maisonette 
and four apartments, duplexed into 
roof space, affording ample choice 
for prospective apartment owners.

rooms would add a characteristic 
touch. Any modern rugs of good 
quality could be laid. 

In the old homes on the Virginia 
estates, the ceilings were of great 
height. This was emphasized by 
the tall windows, and these were 
kept in seale by the paneling of the 
walls. This paneling was of two 
types, wood and plaster. Often pine 
and other softwoods were used for 
the panels, which were large, with 
beveled edges, surrounded by bolec- 
tion mouldings or others of simple 
profile. Panel-strips of plaster 
moulding came into fashion later 
on; indeed, they are more charac- 
teristic of the ‘‘Southern Plantation 
style.’’ 

Color was an important part of 
the wall-treatment. The panels were 
painted in soft tints of grey, rose, 
yellow, lavender, green or blue, and 
these delicate colors were repeated 
in the long window-draperies and 
door-hangings.

ARRING the personal 
equation in building 
eonstruetion, the job 
where equipment has been 
kept in first-class condition 
is almost always the one with 
the smallest accident record. 
The contractor who sees to it 
that his workmen are not in- 
directly placed under dan- 
gerous conditions is in a far 
better position to advise 
them to be careful and to in- 
sist of their emplaying the 
rules he may lay down: ` 
Every phase of the job. 
should have its own set of 
warnings and suggestions for 
the workmen. In general, 
however, every builder 
should use judgment in as- 
signing men to do certain 
work and should be sure they 
are capable. The man who does 
not know the work assigned to him 
is undergoing a far greater risk 
than is the competent employe. The 
builder should call the attention of 
his men to dangerous conditions so 
that they can be on the lookout. If 
possible these conditions should be 
recognized, but there are always a 
certain number of natural risks 


This man is investing & few minutes 
that may save him many days later 
on. A slipping ladder has been re- 
sponsible for many serious accidents 


against which the workmen should 
be on guard. 

The builder should paste con- 
spieuous signs warning the public 
to keep out. He should instruet his 
men to report all accidents no mat-

Where old 
lumber is used it should be cleaned 
and all nails removed before being 
sent to the job. Do not bend over 
and hammer in nails. 

In conclusion, the general aspects 
of fire prevention and cleaning up 
are worth consideration. The risk 
of fire during building construction 
is rated ‘‘high’’ by insurance com- 
panies. The lack of fire fighting fa- 
cilities and the presence of combus- 
tible materials are responsible for 
this consideration. Fire extin- 
guishers should be placed around 
the building and every workman 
should know the location of the 
nearest fire alarm box. Allow no 
smoking on the job. Remove rub- 
bish and waste material as often as 
it accumulates. It costs money to 
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NE effective means of identify- 
ing your work with mate- 
rials and equipment of recognized 
merit.

struction. To establish in 
their minds trust in your ability 
and honesty, there must be provided 
some index of quality and guaranty 
of value received. 

In every case worth considera- 
tion, the businesses with distribu- 
tion to the public; i. e., to the con- 
sumer, have appealed to their pros- 
pects with an argument of standard- 
ization. The house wife prefers a 
certain brand of tea because she is 
assured through national publicity 
that its quality is of the best and is 
unvarying. The husband confines 
his choice in automobiles to a cer- 
tain range within which he recog- 
nizes a consistency of worth. Both of 
these people, representing the aver- 
age American family, unconscious- 
ly apply the same tests to building 
construction and equipment. 

Their knowledge of details of con- 
struction is limited to a preference 
in the type of home they wish. A 
frame house, frame and stucco, 
brick, concrete—these types are 
listed in their minds in differing 
orders of importance. On a check 
list of permanence, economy and 
comfort, they size up each type and 
usually make their choice before the 
actual selection of a home is in or- 
der. Good construction practice is 


h OUR prospects are not versed 
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will not shrink, swell or warp 
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not included in the scope of their 
judgment. They must rely on the 
building contractor and, in this 
respect the builder himself is re- 
sponsible for the factors that deter- 
mine their estimate of him. His rep- 
utation in the community — the 
Good Will that he enjoys—is as 
powerful an asset to him as to the 
eorner grocer or the city's leading 
bank. 

His own personality is an import- 
ant consideration in his general 
standing in the community. Then, 
the work that he has already done 
and the testimonials of former pur- 
chasers and clients play a leading 
part. Finally, and most important- 
ly to the merchandising builder, is 
the reputation of the materials and 
equipment that go into the homes. 
The man may be new to the com-

—but if the mediums with which he 
works are nationally known, they 
will insure the quality and value of 
the homes he constructs. 

It follows as a natural course in 
the mind of the prospect that no in- 
telligent builder will buy the best 
that market offers only to use it 
slovenly and ineffectively. By best 
is not necessarily meant the most 
expensive. Development builders the 
country over are using standard 
materials and underselling less ag- 
gressive competitors. 


UICKER turnover is the obvi- 

ous advantage of quality iden- 
tification. The builder sells not only 
the prospect who has definitely de- 
cided to make a selection but also 
to those who are literally ‘‘shopping 
around'' for suitable properties. 
there is still another phase that de- 
mands consideration. That is the 
class of home buyer that the builder 
is interested in reaching. Even 
among prospects seeking homes 
within a certain range, there are 
wide divergences of taste and pur- 
chasing ability. 

One group—and this represents 
the greater percentage by far—will 
be immediately interested in the 
idea of passessing a home boasting 
nationally known products. An- 
other group will be on the lookout 
for economy only. Because these 
prospects sometimes are not finan- 
cially able to buy, their estimate of 
‘feconomy’’ will be more accurately

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‘‘eheapness.’’ It is not profitable 
for the builder to deal with this 
unit. It is evident that he had bet- 
ter sort his prospective buyers 
through an appeal of ‘‘accepted 
value". 

As a builder of Trade Marked 
Homes, the builder must not over- 
look his opportunity to tie the name 
of his own organization with those 
of national products. One practi- 
cal means is through the use of name 
plates, included as a permanent fix- 
ture in the house. A brass plate 
similar to the one illustrated has 
been used effectively in many cases. 
This carries the firm name, year of 
construction and the serial number 
of the building. Screwed to the 
front door jamb or other place this 
informs visitors to the home that the 
builder thought enough of his work 
to keep his name before the owners

ANUFACTURERS furnish 
signs like these with which 
to placard the job. They are 
weatherproofed and ready to be 
tacked or hung in place. The 
name of builder may be filled $n. 
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tion, visitors can gain little from 
inspection unless they are under the 
guidance of an expert. On the other 
hand, if all basic materials are iden- 
tified, they rightfully assume that 
the construction is good. Many 
builders have gone so far as to leave 
unfinished sections in floors and 
walls with each different material 
tagged plainly with the name of the 
manufacturer. 

To the prospect who has seen this 
mahufacturer’s national advertis- 
ing, this means something. More in 
fact, than a personally conducted 
tour by an enthusastic builder who 
has built well but failed to capit- 
alize on the work that advertisers 
have done for him. 

The builder whose reputation has 
already been established by long 
years of honest home building is not 
excepted in this consideration of 
merchandising possibilities. He may 
be substantially established but he 
still must keep abreast of the times. 
And the trend today is toward 
standardization of quality. He can- 
not afford to lag behind. 

Construction ideas change from 
year to year and the public learns 
of improvements only through con- 
tact with local operations and pub- 
licity. A builder who was recog- 
nized as aggressive and reliable a 
few years ago may find himself be- 
hind the crowd if he fails to keep 
his prospects informed. 
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Scaffold Squares 


ERE is a kind of masons scaffold 
that is quite popular in some parts 
of the country, although its use is not 
as generally known as it may be thought. 
Instead of using the ordinary horse 
scaffold, this contractor uses a series of 
squares, of 2” x 6”, and braced by 
1” x 6" nailed on at all the cor- 
ners. This is an easy scaffold to build 
and one that may be easily moved about 
from job to job. | 
It is mueh simpler to build than a 
horse scaffold, requiring considerably 
less material and time. It is not, how- 


ever, as simple to erect, nor is it as 
stable. 

A horse scaffold is self supporting, 
but this square scaffold must be braced 
firmly if it is to be at all secure. 

It has, however, many good points 
chief among which are its low cost and 
easy portability. 


On Attractive Garden 
| Paths 


T HERE are painfully neat and tidy 

paths and other that are hot, hard, 
muddy and untidy. It is not often one 
meets with the ideal path-—one which is 
pleasant to walk upon in wet or dry 
weather. 

Probably the most popular paths, if 
popular be gauged by the number in 
use, are those of asphalt. But these, to 
my mind, are not most serviceable. 
They require almost yearly attention, or 
they soon get out of order. They are 
always hard to the feet and to the 
feeling, for they are hard in color and 
hard to fall on. 

Another type adopted in some suburbs 
is the neat, clean and formal cement 


path with its concrete edgings. These 


are not so hot as the 
asphalt ones, but are 
equally beloved by build- 
ers whose idea is to cover 
as much ground as they 
can with turf and the 
rest with cement or tar. 
These are the ones that 
we meet in public insti- 
tutions of any kind, 
where cleanliness is ab- 
solutely necessary. 
Round the home, how- 
ever, these hard paths 
are too formal and do 
not always harmonize. 

Bricks laid in crazy patterns are 
sometimes used in some municipalities 
and imitated in gardens. These are 
preferred to cement and tar; they do 
become the garden looking in comparison 
and they are certainly more practical 
than the fancy glazed tiles, as seen on 
verandahs. A garden is a place to pot- 
ter about in and to make a mess at 
times, in all kinds of weather. Glazed 
tiles and muddy boots don’t go well 
together. . 

A properly made gravel path is the 
thing, formed so that the water runs 
from it as off a duck’s back, subdrained 
and trenched, for it is a part of the 
garden. 

I consider good gravel paths those 
made as you make a chip tennis court, 
sunded on the surface. These are very 
pleasing and will stand a good deal of 
wear and tear if the necessary atten- 
tion is given at the right time. In pro- 


longed dry weather, they are apt to 


break and crack up, but a little water- 
ing will close up the cracks and the 
surface can be made even and smooth 
again with a light sanding if the roller 
is run over it before it gets too dry.— 
J. B. Roswick. 


What Holds Brick Up 


Mix persons when watching a 
house- moving job have commented 
on the fact that nothing seems to sup- 
port the brickwork between the points 
where it rests on the timbers upon which 
the house is carried. 

This is made possible due to the cor- 
belling effect of brick masonry where 
it is laid with joints broken. The only 


part of the wall unsupported is the part 
formed by the triangle between the two 
supports as is shown in the sketch. 


The rest of the masonry above this 
triangles is carried by the overhanging 
brick and is in no danger of coming 
down. It’s reasonably safe to assume 
that a few courses of brick will hang 
without dropping out of the wall if the 
mortar has been given time to set prop- 
erly, and this is why the triangle itself 
does not break loose from the wall. 


Scaffolding for Building 


Chimney 
yrs residences of the average 
type are erected it is generally 
necessary to build a separate scaffold for 
the chimney since it is always necessary 


to build the chimney higher than the 
roof ridge in order to avoid back-draft. 

Here is a type of scaffold that is safe, 
easy to erect, and easy to take down. 
It consists of a series of posts, set on 
each side of the chimney, and resting on 
the ground. The posts are taller than 
the top of the chimney is to be. 

The 2" x 4" 's are rested on the roof, 
and a toe is nailed to one end so that it 
will grip the ridge and thus be pre- 
vented from sliding down from the roof. 
Then horizontal 2" x 4" 's are run from 
the posts to the two 2" x 4" 's resting on 
the roof. Scaffoid plank may be rested: 
on these horizontal pieces and the masons: 
may safely work on these planks.

Stone Setters Wheel- 


barrow 


que is a considerable expense item 
attached to every stoue job, and the 
unfortunate fact is that this one item 
whieh means so much is so often neg- 
lected. It is the transporting of the 
stone about the job to the place where 


it is to be installed. - In some cases, this- 


factor is so great that it may well rep- 
resent the difference between a profit and 
a loss on a job. 

Where it is necessary to haul stone 
about on the job, the low stone setter's 
wheel barrów illustrated here will be 
found to be a considerable convenience. 
It is nothing more or less than an ordin- 
ary wheel barrow with the legs cut off. 
It must be borne in mind that in order 
to be transported about the job it is 
necessary to lift the stone on and off the 
wheel barrow. It is a good deal easier 


on the men to have them lift the stone 
only to the short height of the wheel 
barrow shown here than it would be. to 
have to lift it into a wheelbarrow of 
ordinary height. 

Another item to be taken into account 
is the fact that it is a good deal easier 
to handle a wheelbarrow of this kind, 
especially if large and heavy pieces are 
to be handled, due to the low center of 
gravity of the load. 


A Wooden Water Tank 


Experience 


T following experience is related 
here for the benefit of the rural 
district carpenter, and even some of the 
big town ‘‘fellers’’ may have a similar 
problem to solve sometime. A farmer 
living about four miles north of Manito, 
Mason Co., Illinois, had a battery of 
two large round wooden tanks, one of 
which was kept full of water all the 
time as a reserve. These tanks worked 
down on to the ground and both had 
rotted nearly to the leaking point on the 
front side, though the bottoms were 
perfectly sound. In addition, the stock 
had gnawed the top into zig-zag scallops. 

The writer was asked to put the tanks 
in good condition. To the job we took 
two lengths of gauge 27 galvanized iron 


26 x 150”, (one seam 
each formed and sold- 
ered in a tin shop) two 
hard pine, 1 x 4" boards. 
The 4" sides of the strips 
were tapered to nearly a 
feather edge at the top. 

A few pounds of 3d 
fine nails, a quantity of 
linen eloth and plenty 
of the mixture described 
heretofore in BUILDING 
AGE, ie. mix oxide of 
iron to a comparatively 
dry mass with coal tar, 
then mix thoroughly to 
the consistency of glaz- 
iers putty with boiled 
linseed oil. We have 
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similar repair work. 

We disconnected the water connec- 
tion and dried out the tank, painted a 
strip around its bottom edge several 
inches wide, with a portion of the mix- 
ture slightly thinned. Linen strips were 
cut two inches wide and painted with 
the thinned mixture with which to cover 
the bottom edge of the tank. One edge 
of a galvanized iron strip was notched 
one inch, and the notches flanged for- 
ward as that when the sheet was formed 
round inside the tank these edges over- 
lapped one another. : 

As the tank tapered, we set the wood 
strip down inside the tank so that when 
the metal was properly in place in the 
tank the strip of wood filled in between 
it and the wooden side and afforded a 
backing to which we could nail the 
perpendicular seam of the metal formed 
by overlapping the ends of the galvan- 
ized lining. The wood strip center was 
covered with a strip of the prepared 
linen cloth also. 

With a small trowel or wood paddle, 
smear over the linen strips generously 
with the mixture, and set the notched 
edges of metal on top of it. 

With the galvanized iron sheet snugly 
in place inside the wooden tank we 
nailed through the metal linen and mix- 
ture, into the bottom and side strip 
using 3d, fine and putting them so close 
together that the nail heads almost 
touched. The bottom and side seam 
were recoated, smoothed down and drawn 
to a feather edge toward the center. 

The top edge of the sheet was notched 
and bent over the gnawed, uneven edge 
of the tank, and nailed down smooth 
and even. The same procedure was fol- 
lowed in repairing the other tank and 
in the meantime the finished tank was 
filled. No leak could be detected. The 
following Saturday the farmer came to 
town, and reported that as far as he 
could see neither tank had leaked a 
drop. He stated that he preferred them 
to new iron tanks because he thought 
the wood around the iron kept the water 
cooler. The last we heard, these tanks 
were still good.—L. S. Bonbrake. 
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Bars Permit Openin 


of Window 


HERE is a means of attaching an 
iron window bar and at the same 
time providing a means of opening a 
hinged window. 

Instead of being set flush in the wall 
the holder bar to which the vertical 
bars are fastened, is curved so that it is 
set some distance away from the face 
of the wall. 

This distance is far enough to per- 
mit the openihg of the hinged window 
yet not so great as will admit the pass- 
age of a potential burglar. 


Saving Cost Steel Beam 


8 * is expensive, especially when 
it is necessary to buy long lengths 
of steel I beams. Here is an instance, 
however, where a contractor saved 
money on an installation which required 
the widening of an opening in a wall. 

The opening was originally spanned 
by a lintel consisting of three steel I 
beams, set side by side. As the open- 
ing was to be made wider, however, 
this meant that another lintel would 
have to be ordered. The contractor 
however, conceived the idea of corbel- 
ing out the brick wall at the sides of the 
opening as illustrated below. 


6€ ALKING ABOUT ACCEPTING SUG- 
GESTIONS from ignorant persons,’’ 
the Building Counsellor said as he 
beamed upon his visitors, ‘‘reminds me of a little 
kink suggested to me by a laborer twenty years 


«HE WAS, what is known in the South, ‘ poor 
white trash' and could neither read nor write. 
We were concreting in the winter time and our 
steam pipe from the boiler to the mixer had a long 
run. The cold snap came suddenly and put the 
pipe out of commission. Steam just simply would 
not flow and the engine filled with water. We 
were a long way from any place in which insu- 
lating material was sold and as a makeshift 
wrapped the pipe in several layers of brown paper 
and covered this with burlap. The work was just 
eompleted when it rained, completely ruining the 
work before we could eover it. Wet insulation, as 
every one should khow, is no insulation at all. 


“THIS LABORER SUGGESTED that we 
make a box about six by six inches and place the 
pipe in the center. Then to mix up a thick paste 
of flour and sawdust and fill the box with it. This 
was done and the cover of the box was made of 
two pieces sloping to either side like a shed roof. 
The hot steam cooked the paste and dried the saw- 
dust. The result was a very efficient insulation. 
It was not the only time I was able to add to my 
practical knowledge of things, each kink making 
me more useful to my. employers. No man should 
be ashamed to accept constructive suggestions. 
Only false pride makes a man reject aid from 
sources that he assumes to be incapable of assisting 
in his problems.

IRE PREVENTION WEEK. has come again 
and gone. What strikes me as peculiar is 
that so many people think their duty in the direc- 
tion of fire prevention is done when they observe 
this one week each year in a properly solemn 
manner. 


“UNFORTUNATELY the special week set 
apart for prayer over and study of, our great na- 
tional sin of carelessness appears to be the signal 
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for a renewed battle over materials. Such quar- 
rels do harm. Every material has certain merits 
that others lack. It is also a fact that the use of 
materials in a home is largely a matter of tempera- 
ment. It is like religion and politics in this re- 
spect. 


“THE DISCUSSION of good construction is 
entirely apart from the discussion of materials. It 
is stated that in residences about seventy per cent 
of the fires start in cellars. It is wise therefore 
to make the ground floors, that serve to cover base- 
ments, of incombustible materials. This will help 
to cut down the damage due to fires that start in 
cellars. It does not do away with such fires. This 
ean be done only by doing away with cellars and 
nobody can deny that the majority of cellars are 
entirely too large. There is so much waste space 
in cellars that a year ago prizes were given for 
the best plans submitted for utilizing cellar space. 


“THE OLD ATTIC has practically disappeared 
but the cellar has taken its place as a storage 
place for discarded objects. Cellars are dirty and 
cannot be kept clean. They cost as much per cubic 
foot as other really necessary rooms yet, outside 
of the space required. for heating apparatus and 
coal storage, these immense chambers are not 
needed. Some people think they are necessary in 
order that a house may be dry and healthy. These 
features may be secured, at considerably less cost, 
by having the ground floor two feet above the 
ground, with screened openings for ventilation in 
the foundation walls. The ground should be lev- 
elled and covered with tarred gravel and broken 
lime so no weeds can grow and vermin cannot live. 
This will greatly reduce the cost of a house and 
also lessen the risk from fire. 


“HAVING SPENT SEVERAL YEARS in 
European countries, where I made a study of 
building construction and fire fighting methods, my 
admiration for the superior construction of Euro- 
pean houses long ago disappeared. The reason fire 
losses are lower in European countries is due 
largely to the habits of the people. It fell to my 
lot in the ‘mopping-up’ after the Armistice, to 
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settle damage claims all over France. The French 
people have a climate that does not fit well into 
American house heating methods. It is changeable 
and damp rather than cold, in fact very similar to 
the climate in the British Islands. The people also 
must pay well for fuel. The result has been to 
make them eat heartily of fattening foods and 
dress in warm clothing. Their houses are never 
comfortable for an American who is accustomed 
to very high temperatures in summer and very low 
temperatures in winter, both extremes for weeks 
and months at a stretch. 


“OUR MEN were not there long enough to 
change the habits of a lifetime. They insisted 
upon sleeping with windows open and did their 
best to obtain an inside temperature of 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The result was that many houses 
were burned down. There was wood everywhere 
except in the outside walls and on the roofs. In- 
stead of wood shingles the ordinary roof covering 
consisted of very thin clay tile about as large as 
shingles. Stone, brick and tile walls were used 
only because they were cheaper than wood. The 
interiors were so old and the wood so dry and well 
seasoned that when a fire started the house was 
gone. Were the French people to become overnight 
as careless and happy-go-lucky as the average 
American is, they would have just as bad a fire 
record as we have. 


“THE CONSTRUCTION of the average home 


in the United States is fully as good as the con- 
struction of a similar house in any European 
country. In fact we have better dimension stuff 
to work with and better lumber. The Europeans 
have very strict ideas regarding responsibility. 
Every fire is cause for an investigation and the 
responsible party pays high. Carelessness is no 
excuse. A person found guilty of carelessness in 
causing a fire is marked. When he moves into a 
new neighborhood the fire insurance rates go up, 
so that he penalizes a district. In fact, any man 
who has been found guilty of starting a fire 
through carelessness is about as welcome as a man 
who is known to be a carrier of typhoid, scarlet 
fever or small-pox germs. 


*I WOULD LIKE TO SEE a ‘Cellar Preven- 
tion Week’ started to break people of the habit 
of demanding cellars, which they can learn very 
easily to do without. I lived for several years 
in a house without a cellar, in which a pit was pro- 
vided for the furnace and fuel only. Since then 
I have been a crank on the subject of cellars. In- 
surance men tell us that seventy per cent of house 
fires start in cellars. We know that cellars cost a 
lot of money and serve no useful purpose, except 
perhaps in farm houses. Every day that sees a 
cellarless house built is a ‘Fire Prevention Day’ 
and a ‘Thrift Day’ as well. In the cellar we need 
room only for the furnace and fuel bin.’’ 

* E + 


46 *O-OPERATIVE APARTMENTS are be- 

coming increasingly popular. They are 
built usually by a company that has obtained a 
first mortgage on the land and building and which 
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advances money on a second mortgage. The 
apartments are sold on the basis of a monthly pay- 
ment that usually is lower than the rent for simi- 
lar apartments elsewhere. This monthly payment 
is assumed to cover all operating costs, including 
taxes and management. The tenant owners as- 
sume that within a period that varies with the proj- 
ect from twelve to eighteen years, the first mort- 
gage will be reduced about two-thirds and the 
second mortgage will be paid. 


“THE COMPANY selling the property is in 
charge of the management until the second mort- 
gage is amortized. The monthly charge is as- 
sumed to be sufficient to take care of all outside 
repairs, painting and up-keep of grounds, while 
the tenant owner is held responsible for proper up- 
keep of the interior. The idea has worked, and is 
working, well with high grade developments. It 
is not working uniformly well with developments 
wherein the monthly rentals are less than $15 per 
room. 


THE FAULT so far found has been that esti- 
mates of monthly charges have been too low. Tak- 
ing a concrete example; the apartments rent for 
an average of about $12 per room. They are com- 
parable in construction and finish with apartments 
renting for $20 and $25 per room. The promoters 
eould just as easily have asked $15 per room, and 
the tenant owners would then have been better 
off than elsewhere, considering rent only. When it 
is considered that each monthly payment increases 
the equity and that in time ownership will be as- 
sured by small monthly payments, this larger 
monthly payment is not out of place. 


“THE ADDITIONAL MONEY should be se- 
cured for the purpose of keeping the property 
and grounds in good condition. The initial pay- 
ment is ten per cent of the ultimate purchase price. 
This immediately gives an equity in the property 
which is increased each month when rent is paid. 
The mistake in the arrangements is that the selling 
company permits individual tenants to let the 
property to run down if they feel so inclined. 
The tenant owners elect trustees who really are but 
figure-heads in a board controlled by the holders of 
the second mortgage. 


‘‘MUCH BETTER RESULTS usually would be 
obtained by adopting the principle used by men 
who sell other articles on the installment plan. 
The ten per cent down payment should be a sum 
on which interest should be allowed and be a 
guarantee fund to be drawn upon in case of de- 
fault of monthly payments. The contract should 
be a contract for the sale of stock in the co-opera- 
tive company owning the apartments, this stock 
to be delivered when the final payment is made, 
but earnings on proportions of the stock paid for 
in monthly installments to be added to the amount 
of the down payment. The selling company should 
be looked upon as the sole owner until the second 
mortgage is cleared off and the first mortgage is 
about two-thirds paid up. - 

‘In this way the selling company will have full 
control over repairs, maintenance, painting, eto., 
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and the tenant owners, properly installment pur- 
chasers, will be protected. It is not fair for good 

people in such apartment houses to be compelled 
to live with people who are careless about appear- 
ances of their homes. Careless people ruin the 
value of property being purchased by people who 
really care about the looks of the places in which 
they live. Shiftlessness has ruined many a prom- 
ising development of single and semi-detached 
homes. It promises now to be the ruination of a 
number of promising co-operative apartment house 
projects.“

66 E DISCUSSED LAST MONTH the slow- 

ness of some architects and builders to 
change from established practice. Much of what is 
established practice exists because of thoughtless- 
ness. In Figure 1 is shown an example. It will be 
noticed that the metal roof on the entrance finishes 
flush so that the cornice is stained and badly 
streaked by the water that runs off of the roof. The 
owner on the right went to the expense of install- 
ing copper leaders and down-spout, an unjustifi- 
able expense when the small drainage area is taken 
into account. 


“THIS ENTRANCE is typical of a number on 
buildings erected in a certain land development 
project near one of the largest cities in the world. 
It is on the street that forms the main entrance to 
the development and therefore is seen by every 
prospective purchaser. The building was erected 
two years ago and the photograph was taken at 
the end of the third summer. The architects for 
the company are nationally known, yet in build- 
ings designed lately and now under construction, 
this detail is not departed from. 


* ALL OF THE HOUSES have light colored 
paint and markings made by dirty water flowing 
from the roofs of entrances stick out in a very bad 
maner. It shows the effect of merely copying old 


details and making no effort to correct defects. 


RI 1. Photograph of entrance to house showing 
how the roof washings disfigure the light colored 
paint. Since this photograph was taken the cornice 
has become so badly stained that few streaks of 
light colored paint are visible. The front face of the 
porch column in the foreground now has a fairly 
uniform dark color, in strong contrast with the sides 
that are not colored by roof washings. 
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Every house that is built should serve as an experi- 
mental laboratory for designers and detailers. I 
had charge of similar work in a western state 
thirty years ago and after the fall rains had stain- 
ed some light colored cornices the detail was 
ehanged to provide for a drip. We learned our 
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pis 2. Details showing how the staining shown in 

Fig. 1 might have been prevented. Failure to pro- 

vide a drip has destroyed the appearance of many 
cornices 


lesson inside of three months, after one rain. The 
people whose work is here presented apparently 
never will learn from experience, but must depend 
upon being shown up. Before applying the metal 
roofing a strip of half-round or quarter-round 
should be used on whieh to fasten the metal and 
form a drip, as shown in Figure 2."' 
* * * 


HAT IS THE REAL VALUE of an apart- 

ment house? This is a question that is 
agitating realty men and speculative builders just 
now. Some men say that the value is based upon 
the eost of replacement of the building plus 
sale value of the land. To this others object by 
calling attention to the cost of financing which 
frequently is very high and adds unduly to the 
cost of building in many localities. 


“IT HAS FINALLY BEEN DECIDED that 
the value of a house depends upon the income one 
may be certain of deriving from it. It has taken 
a long time for men to be brave enough to state 
this elemental principle of investment value. A 
three per cent bond may be sold to the public 
under the stress of war conditions at par value. 
When normal conditions return the value of the 
bond is based upon the normal interest return. 
This was learned by millions of patriotic Ameri- 
eans in the Liberty Bond days. It was a shock 
to learn that a Government bond with a par value 
of $100 had an actual value based upon the fact 
that people with capital to invest wished to have a 
return of at least five per cent, the result being a 
drop to three-fifths of par value. 


“DURING THE FEVERISH post-war build- 
ing period men paid most unreasonable sums for 
financing buildings they put up on a ‘shoe-string.’ 
These buildings then were filled with tenants pay- 
ing high rents. Some of the buildings thus filled 
up were sold but the history of others has been 
discouraging. Built at the peak of financing 
eosts and at the peak of labor and material costs 
with the expectation of a quick filling with tenants 
at high rents the result has been disappointing. 
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The time has come for a re-assessment and the 
burning question as to what the real value of a 
building may be is settled definitely. A building 
has a sales value based solely upon its incoming 
poducing possibilities. The last building erected 
in a neighborhood settles the rent question, and 
finally, the values of all the other buildings in the 
vicinity. 

“SPECULATIVE BUILDERS usually are not 
students of political economy, or economics, to use 
the more modern term. The theory of market 
value must be adjusted to variable supply and 
variable demand. The buyer is the one who fixes 
price and before a sale is made there is merely a 
conflict of opinions about value. Value becomes 
price at the moment of exchange. A study of the 
interesting subjects of diminishing utility and 
marginal utility, would be of considerable value 
to speculative builders.’’

66 NOTHER BAD DETAIL is shown in Fig- 
ure 3. The down spouts on brick buildings 
have large heads but the spouts themselves are 
three inches in diameter. The conductor box 
through the eight inch wall projects four inches 
from the face of the wall.

“THIS CAUSES the water to fall into the head 
and not directly into the down spout, or leader. I 
have watched several of these drains operating the 
past summer during heavy downpours. The water 
fairly boiled over the edges of the leader head and 
splashed on the brick walls to such an extent that 
wall paper on the inside faces became moldy. Need- 
less to say the inside faces were not furred. 


"LAST WINTER the dripping water caused 
icicles to form and join the end of the conductor 
box to the leader box. Nobody was interested in 
keeping the boxes clean. When the big thaws came 
all of the water from the roof ran over the surfaces 
of the ice sheet and down the outside, instead of 
the inside, of the down spout. This again made 
the brick walls damp. The remedy is simple. The 
conductor boxes were set in place by the brick- 
masons and when the sheet metal contractors put 


the leaders and leader heads in place they did not 
touch the conductor boxes. They should have 
taken a pair of snips and cut the lower edges back 
to within not to exceed one and one-half inches of 
the wall and bent the bottoms down. Then when 
there is merely a drip all the water will go vertical- 
ly into the leaders. 


'"ICICLES WHEN FORMED will be vertical 
and go down into the leaders. There is a practical 
limit to the length of an icicle and therefore with 
this short projection there is slight danger of a 
stoppage during freezing weather. Do you know, 
that it is a little thing like this that makes or ruins 
the reputations of designers and builders? In my 
many years of experience I have seen men get 
away with large errors, but the little things con- 
tinually make trouble. You may expect me to do a 
lot of talking along this line. It will help a lot if 
everyone that reads this department will send in 
items about the little things that bother his sense of 
what is right and proper. 


6 OO ECENT ADVICES INDICATE that gener- 

ally speaking, the demand for houses has 
been pretty well met in medium size and large 
cities. The present trend in building is towards 
industrial buildings, light factories and stores. Old 
places are being modernized and additions are be- 
ing built to many plants. 


"HAND TO MOUTH BUYING has stabilized 
many industries and extensions to plant can be 
budgetted. This is a good sign. Merchants no 
longer stock up for a year ahead, nor for even 
six months. They buy as they require goods. It 
keeps the factories busy and insures even employ- 
ment of labor, consequently a fairly steady activ- 
ity in every line of industry. This is good for 
the building business. 


“THE RIGHT OF EMPLOYEES to organize 
into unions and do collective bargaining is some- 
thing that was gained by organization into trade 
unions. The fear that many people had of trades 
unions is being dissipated in a very simple way. 
It appears to many to be ridiculous, yet we are 
assured solemnly by authorities that it is true. 
Installment buying is doing more to destroy the 
evils in the organization of labor than any other 
single thing. Discontented men were able to rally 
around them thousands of their fellows who were 
envious of the luxuries enjoyed by more fortunate 
ones. It was disheartening to contemplate long 
years of driving labor and penurious saving until 
desirable things could be obtained. Installment 
buying ehanged all this. Now men can enjoy the 
things they desire and pay for them as they go. 
In this respect installment buying is good. That 
it may be abused goes without question, but the 
problem is being studied and in time this method 
of selling will be freed from danger. The present 
prosperity of the United States is due very largely 
to installment buying by the people and small 
advance eommittments, known as ‘hand to mouth 
buying’ on the part of dealers. Labor unions are 
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becoming associations of a co-operative nature, 
their funds now being loaned through labor banks 
to industries. The number in the ranks of organ- 
ized labor are diminishing but the unions them- 
selves are becoming important in the capitalist 
world.“

66 ERE IS ANOTHERDETAIL that does 
not look good to me. In a real estate devel- 
opment they are putting up brick houses with 
eight-inch walls. The building Department com- 
pels the builders to have a thickness of twelve 
inches between joists. 
‘THIS IS ACCOMPLISHED by nailing a four 
ineh strip to the underside of the joists to form a 
support for the four inch projection of brick. Be-

fore the lathers begin work the strip is removed, 
for the mortar by that time is assumed to be set 
sufficiently to take care of the four inch projection 
of brick. I would like to ask what all of you think 
of that, because it usually has been good practice 
to corbel brick out in several courses. An over- 
sailing course might seem proper here but it would 
make it necessary to cove the ceilings. 

“THE CONSTRUCTION mentioned is shown 
in Figure 4, together with a novel, and what I con- 
sider to be dangerous, method for making the walls 
at this point watertight. In buildings erected in 
1924 and 1925 water came in between floors and 
ceilings, staining the eeilings and walls. In the 
buildings now under construction a membrane of 


asphalted felt (paper on some buildings) was put 


in place as shown. 


‘THIS MEMBRANE lies between two mopped 
layers of asphalt. The details called for a vertical 
joint but in some of the buildings the workmen 
laid the projecting courses of brick to line with 
the sloped ends of the floor joists. Then they 
covered the ends of the joists with cement mortar 
before applying the mop coat of asphalt. Thus 
the joint along the whole length of the building 
slopes instead of being vertical. Furthermore it 
makes a bearing of but four inches at the ceiling 
level for an eight inch wall, with a lubricated joint 
having a slope towards the outside face. 
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"FROM THE SECOND FLOOR to the ceiling 
the height is nearly nine feet. The eave of the 
roof rests upon the wall a foot or two above the 
seeond floor ceiling, there being a similar joint 
here. Thus there are two lubricated joints in the 
wall and one does not require to have a strong 
imagination to pieture what may happen when a 
strong wind beats upon the houses at a time when 
they are well heated on the interior. The two 
asphalt layers with a sheet of asphalt felt or paper 
between certainly do not add strength. 


“THERE WAS AN ATTEMPT MADE to im- 
prove matters by tying every fourth joist to the 
wall but such ties cannot be very efficient when 
they pierce the membrane and go into the joints 
of the four inch facing brick. The proper place 
to put the ties on joists is at the bottom, otherwise 
the cutting of the ends on a slope is labor lost. The 
object in sloping the ends of joists is to enable 
them to fall out of a wall in case of fire without 
pulling down the wall. This indicates that ties 
should be at the bottom. In the work under criti- 
eism the ties were about the middle of the joists.’’ 


66 HE MAKING OF A JOINT at the floor 

levels in an eight inch wall is not a difficult 
matter, if thought is given to it. In the case men- 
tioned the idea was obtained from salesmen for a 
waterproofing company, who apparently did not 
take into consideration that they were dealing with 
an eight inch bearing wall. Had it been a non- 
bearing wall, or a spandrel wall in a sky-seraper 
the detail would have been all right, provided the 
membrane were vertical. 


"I HAD THIS PROBLEM presented to me 
many years ago. The course immediately under 
the joists was laid as a stringer eourse with the 
vertieal joints on the face and inside of wall only 
half filled and no mortar in the vertieal joint in 
the middle of the wall. The horizontal joints on 
top of this course were half-filled with mortar on 
the two faees and galvanized iron ties were used 
to tie the faces together. The outside facing eourse 
on this lower course consisted of two stringer 
courses of bricks on edge, only the outside course 
having joints filled with mortar, the inside course 
having a bed of mortar to rest upon and no mortar 
in the vertical joints. The courses on the inside 
face were header courses projecting between the 
joists with the lower horizontal joint filled flush 
and the upper horizontal joint only half-filled with 
mortar. Heavy galvanized metal ties were used 
to connect the two faces. 


‘WHEN THE BRICKWORK reached this 
height the unfilled vertical and horizontal spaces 
were filled with liquid asphalt of a grade that be- 
eame firm, but not brittle, within a few days. 
Stringer courses then were laid on the inside be- 
tween the joists and header courses, of half brick, 
were laid on the outside face. All of the joints 
were half-filled with mortar and heavy galvanized 
ties were used. Each course after laying had the 
unfilled spaces filled with the asphalt. 


The work | 
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proceded in this manner until it was one course 
above the tops of the joists, when regular laying 
was resumed. This construction thus had courses 
tied with metal ties, so that the wall was not weak- 
ened. The exposed joints have mortar and in the 
interior, out of sight and held in by the mortar, 
is a flexible asphalt filling. No rains ever can get 
through and it is as strong as any portion of the 
wall elsewhere.’’

66 HE DETAILS CRITICIZED above were all 

passed upon and approved by men of emi- 
nence in the profession of architecture. I was told 
that a well known consulting engineer approved 
the membrane joint in the eight-inch brick walls. 
If so it is evident that he gave no serious consid- 
eration to it. He might have given an opinion of 
a sort at a luncheon, no charge being made for this 
opinion. Otherwise it appears to be incredible that 
a man truly entitled to be styled eminent, should 
approve of such construction. 


"EXPERIENCE HAS PROVED to me that 
faulty details usually result from hasty action. 
Men are set to work on a time limit, as it were, 
and ideas they present are not given proper re- 
view. Here is where one can well follow the adage 
of counting one hundred before reaching a de- 
cision. In the offices of architects, engineers and 
builders every detail should be submitted for crit- 
icism to several men. In time each office will col- 
lect a set of practical details. Then when buildings 
have been some time in use visits should be paid to 
them and the tenants asked if they have any sug- 
gestions to make. Few of the suggestions obtained 
in this manner will be of value, but if one good 
idea is obtained from questioning one hundred 
families it is worth the trouble. Plenty of eriti- 
cisms will be received and but few will be con- 
structive. This fact should not deter one from 
making the investigation. One often obtains valu- 


able ideas from apparently ignorant people.’’

“W. J. B., GREENVILLE, S. C., asks about 
material for eoloring mortar black. 

“SOME MANUFACTURERS of mortar colors 
advertise in BUILDING AGE AND NATIONAL BUILDER. 
Ordinarily common lampblack that may be pur- 
chased from building material dealers and in paint 
and drug stores, is used. It does not hold the color 
however, turning gray after a short exposure to 
sunlight. For a very dark color use 4 lbs. of dry 
lampblack for each bag of cement, mixing the two 
materials together dry before adding the cement to 
the mortar. Never use more than this amount, for 
it weakens the mortar. One-fourth of this amount 
gives a light slate color, inereased amounts giving 


any desired shade to suit taste.

“J. A. K., TORONTO, ONT., says that his 
masons claim that hydrated lime is too ‘short’ to 
work well in mortar. He asks if this can be 
remedied. 


.. HYDRATED LIME is as satisfactory as any 
lime if mixed with calcium aluminate, which is a 


by-product from blast furnace slag. Commercially 
it is known as Alea lime and may be obtained from 
building material dealers practically everywhere.’’ 


“R. M. W., PHILADELPHIA, PA., has trouble 
with a white deposit on the face brick of his fire- 
place. 


“TRY A TEN PER CENT SOLUTION of 
muriatic acid. If this fails, then try a solution of 
the same strength of hydrochloric acid or of hydro- 
fluoric acid. Apply to the surface and scrub vigor-. 
ously with a very fine wire brush. Rinse im- 
mediately with clean water. Too strong a solution 
may affect the mortar joints.

„B. A. E., PHILADELPHIA, PA., sends in the 
perennial question as to how he can best clean dirty 
finger marks from freshly finished white walls with 
a hard finish. 


“BON AMI POWDER sprinkled on a damp 
piece of eloth and rubbed lightly over the spots will 
remove them. Wash the eloth thoroughly after 
cleaning each spot and before using it again, or it 
will become dirty and soil the wall."'

“C. A. S., writes in from North Carolina that 
the walls of the loeal sehool house absorb a great 
deal of water during rains and the inside plaster- 
ing is getting ehalky and falling off. He asks if 
there is a waterproofing compound he can paint on 
the walls that will not change their color. 


“IT IS A DIFFICULT INQUIRY to answer at 
long range. So much depends upon the quality 
of the brick and the kind of mortar used. Other 
things that enter in are the thickness of the walls 
and whether they are furred on the inside. From 
the statement of the problem one might imagine 
that the walls are not furred. It so happens that 
in the advertising pages there are some adver- 
tisements of companies that sell waterproofing 
materials and contract to make walls tight. They 
may know something that will not change the color 
of the wall. All of the practical hints for build- 
ers are not to be found in the editorial pages. 


* THE OLD SYLVESTER PROCESS is one 
that requires the making of a mixture of 1 pound 
of aluminium sulphate in 1 gallon of water at a 
temperature of from 60 to 70 deg. Fah. and paint- 
ing the wall with it, following this with a coat of a 
mixture consisting of about 2.2 pounds of hard soap 
in 1 gallon of water, applied boiling. The first eoat 
should be dry before applying the second and the 
usual rule is to allow an interval of not less than 
24 hours between the coats. One coat of each 
should take eare of ordinary rains, but if it is not 
sufficient then put on another coat of each when the 
walls are dry. The wall will look greasy after 
treatment. The first coat will cover about 200 sq. 
ft. of surface, and each succeeding coat will cover 
about 400 to 500 sq. ft."'

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Verdict on Florida Storm 


Damage 


1 delegated to examine condi- 
tions in the Florida storm area have 
concluded almost unanimously that well 
constructed buildings withstood the gale 
successfully in almost every case. The 
general concensus of their opinions is 
to the effect that the work of the builder 
played a more important part than did 
any one particular type of material. 

Representatives of various building 
materials interests turned to the storm 
swept belt to determine how well their 
materials withstood this most severe 
test. Results have been gratifying. 
For the most part all materials in use 
today came through?! excellently. 

Property loss was high, true enough, 
but save in cases where structures were 
utterly unprotected, well built buildings 
did not suffer so tremendously. 

Carl C. McClure of Ft. Myers, Presi- 
dent of the Florida Association Real 
Estate Board, points out that although 
property loss caused by the storm has 
been placed as high as $50,000,000, this 
is barely more than one-third of the 
states total of building permits during 
the first eight months of the present 
year. Thus, the storm loss is offset by 
building permits by only a third part.

Industrial Housing 


SURVEY recently made by the 
4 National Association of Manufac- 
turers asked those of its members that 
were successfully housing employees 
what method of financing is being used. 
Actual experiences apparently working 
out well are as follows’ 

Ten companies operate Building and 
Loan. Twenty-two companies give finan- 
cial assistance to employees. This as- 
sistance varies in many ways. One com- 
pany expects a 5% return on its invest- 
ment. One company lends on mortgage 
to 90 per cent of the value of the prop- 
erty. One company lends money without 
profit for house building. One company 
lends on mortgage in proportion to funds 
invested in Employes’ Saving Fund. 
One company builds houses and sells at 
cost to desirable families. One company 
selling stock to employes lends on it to 
builders of houses. Four companies 
own well-built modern houses and rent 
them to desirable families. One com- 
pany rents its houses by the week from 
$1.85 for four-family apartments to 
$6.50 for single house per week and 
loses 3% on the venture to keep good 
families. Its plant is in a village some 
distance from the city. 

While industrial housing conditions do 
not parallel the work of modern build- 
ers, these methods of financing and 
maintenance may provide an index that 
can be interpreted without the scope 
of the industrial field.

Urban Population and 
Zoning 


Men than half the urban popula- 
tion of the United States live in 
zoned cities and towns at present against 
about one-tenth in 1916, according to in- 
formation obtained by the Division of 
Building and Housing of the Department 
of Commerce. There are now 436 mu- 
nicipalities with a population exceeding 
27,500,000 inhabitants that have zoning 
reported zoning ordinances adopted. 

The greatest development of soning 
has taken place practically within the 
last ten years. The number of zoned 
cities increased from six at the end of 
1916 to 73 by the end of 1921; to 265 
by the end of 1923; to 425 by the end 
of 1925; and 11 additional places have 
reported zoning ordinances adopted since 
the first of the year. 

In an effort to protect home owners, 
and other land owners, in the reasonable 
use of their property, these cities, towns 
and villages adopted zoning ordinances, 
according to Dr. John M. Gries, Chief of 
the Division of Building and Housing. 
He said that ‘‘zoning seeks so to regu- 
late the use to which buildings may be 
put, the area of the lot that may be 
covered and the height of buildings in 
different sections of the city, so that the 
land in each district may be used for 
the purposes it is best suited.’’ Provis- 
ion is made, consequently, in properly 
drawn ordinances, to secure a neighbor- 
hood of small house, for example, against 
having a noisy factory site in its midst, 
with resulting losses not only in property 
values but also in peace and quiet. The 
factory owner, likewise, is apt to have 
the better choice of desirable level plant 
sites with good transportation facilities.

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Building Wrecker as Independent Contractor” 


AS one employed. to demolish a 
| building an employee?“ of the 
owner of the building, within 


the meaning of the Maine Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, or was he an ‘‘inde- 
pendent contractor,’’ relieving the owner 
from responsibility for fatal injury to 
him? That was the question presented 
to the Maine Supreme Judicial Court in 
the recent Clark Case, 126 Atlantic Re- 
porter, 18. 

The New York Utilities Company owned 
a frame structure in Kennebunkport. 
The demolition of that structure and the 
using of the lumber that would be sal- 
vaged to erect a building in another 
place was its purpose. Negotiations 
with Clark, whose business was that of 
a contractor, merged in a written agree- 
ment. 


He undertook to tear down the build- 
ing, in good and workmanlike manner, 
sort and grade the lumber, and then pile 
the lumber in places where the company 
should say. No time was set for the 
work to be begun or finished; and what 
was to be done and how is not more 
definite in the agreement than in effect 
it is stated here. 
payment at regular daily wage charged 
by him (Clark) as a contractor for him- 
self and said men"! (his employees) for 
the amount of time put in by said Joshua 
Clark and his said employees,“ payable 
in installments as the work progressed, 
and the balance on completion, but not 
to exceed 81,500 in all. 

Clark and three men, whom he. had 
hired, began work on the day that the 
agreement was made, doing the work in 
their own way, or at least according to 
Clark’s ideas, no representative of the 
company assuming to exercise any con- 
trol or direction as to its accomplish- 
ment. The accident occurred the next 
day. Clark fell to the ground from the 
roof of the building on which he was at 
work, and was so injured that he died 
soon afterward.

Landoxwner's Right to

For this purpose, our 
Legal Advisor offers to 
help any reader who will 
tell him of his difficulties, 
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by. decisions of the highest courts of 
most of the other states: 

„As a landowner has the entire domin- 
ion over the-whole of his estate he has 
the undoubted right to excavate on his 
own land and close to the line of the 
adjoining owner; but in doing so he 
must prevent his neighbor’s soil from 
falling, and if by depriving the adjoin- 
ing land of its natural support he causes 
it to crumble, sink, or fall away either 
by reason of its own weight or by the 
action of the elements, he will be liable 
for all damages sustained, unless he sup- 
ports the soil artificially, or unless the 
adjoining landowner has consented to 
the removal of soil from his land.’’ 1 
Corpus Juris, 1214. 

Answering a further question from 
the same correspondent, it is settled law 
that the owner of a wall is bound to 
keep it in a reasonably good state of re- 
pair so that injury will not result to the 
adjoining owner through fall of the 
same. (See 1 Corpus Juris, 1211.) But 
it is only for such injury as may actu- 
ally occur or be threatened that there is 
any right to legal redress. 

The wall being wholly on the adjoin- 
ing land, our correspondent eannot com- 
plain merely because it may be unsightly 
for want of repair. Action for damages 
sustained, or suit to compel repair of a 
condition threatening injury is a proper 
course of action. 


An Architects Right to 


Compensation 


ONTROVERSY arose as to whether 

or not an architect was entitled to 
pay for a set of building plans and speci- 
fieations prepared but not used. The 
Virginia Supreme Court of Appeals de- 
eided (Revell vs. Ballard, 132 South 
Eastern Reporter, 322) that the evidence 
showed that defendant owners engaged 
plaintiff architect to prepare the plans 
and specifications, promising to pay him 
therefor if the construction contract was 
not awarded to him. Therefore, judg- 
ment was awarded in his favor; it ap- 
pearing that after retaining the docu- 
ments for considerable time the defend- 
ants secured new ones from another 
architect and repudiated any liability to 
plaintiff.

strong pleasant color. The walls are 
painted deep ivory. All of the wood- 
work, including the breakfast 
benches and table, cupboards, closets 
and doors, are painted blue a shade 
or two darker than that used on the 
dining room walls.

amounted to 5562, 371,400 indicat- 
ing that the latter part of 1926 
is holding up its end of the annual con- 
struction record. This total, reported by 
F. W. Dodge Corp., fell below last Sep- 
tember by only 1%, while the decrease 
from August, 1926 was 6%. The 37 
states reporting include about 91% of 
the country’s volume. Residential work 
commanded 40% with public works and 
commercial even at 17%.

Construction 


C OMBINING the utility of metal lath 
and steel forms for ceiling and floor 
construction, a new product has been de- 
veloped offering an integral installation. 
One unit, known as Locktyle, includes 
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the features of metal lath and is de- 
signed for quick erection. It is fur- 
nished in rolls 100 ft. long and 2 ft. 
wide with ribs running the 2 ft. width. 
Into these ribs, &t the proper distance 
from each end, a prong is punched up- 
ward. As Locktyle lath is rolled out on 
the form, ribs and prongs are on the 
upper side. Then a second unit, ribbed 
steel Floretyle has flanges that hook 
into the prongs of the lath. 

The features include speed of eree- 
tion, since the metal lath is almost in- 
stantly attached to the floor forms. 
Furthermore, it insures accuracy in spac- 
ing on absolutely true and straight con- 
crete joist. 

Engineers for the manufacturers, Trus- 
con Steel Company, Youngstown, Ohio, 
point out that in this construction the 
-ribs of lath serve as ties for the tyle 
arch—an important feature during the 
pouring of concrete. Prongs on the lath 
rib provide a definite anchorage for the 
ceiling lath, which due to its rolled form 
is free from irregularities. 


Improved Throat and 
Damper Unit 


N iron throat relieves a mason of the 

most critical part of the fireplace and 
the front flange ucts as a support of the 
brick and masonry above. The damper 
plate allows the flue to be shut off when 
not in use or to cut down the opening 
when draft is too great. 

Throat must be so designed that smoke 
is drawn up by the flue above with little 
friction. The easier the path for the 
rising smoke the less chance for it to 
enter the room. In selecting the damper 
care must be taken to be sure that the 
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operating mechanism is simple and 
strongly made and designed for perma- 
nence. It is important that the valve 
plate be easily removable during con- 
struction and for cleaning accumulations 
of soot from the wind-shelf after the fire- 
place has been in use 
for some time. 

These suggestions 
are made in connec- 
tion with the in- 
stallation of the im- 
proved throat and 
damper illustration. 
The manufacturers, 
H. W. Covert Co, 
137 E. 46th St., New 
York, emphasize the fact that there are 
but three parts in the unit; the cast 
iron frame or throat piece, valve plate 
and operating ratchet. 


Frame is strong and acts as a lintel 


to support the arch. Series E is illus- 
trated. This type is 10 in. deep (inside 
measurement) and is for fireplaces 20 
in. deep or under. Series D, 8 in. deep 
(inside measurement) is for fireplaces 
18 in. deep or under. For fireplaces 
deeper than 20 in. manufaeturers recom- 
mend a third type of throat and damper. 


Adjustable Templet and 
Lock Mortiser 


T units of equipment, one an ad- 
justable templet for hinge butt rout- 
ing on doors and jambs and another a 
door lock mortiser are being introduced 
by R. L. Carter Co., 1292 Canal St., 
Phoenix, N. Y. The first allows for a 
depth and routing by an adjustment of 
the router motor in router base.

router rides on top of templet with a 
templet guide riding against sides. 

All measuring and laying out is elim- 
inated and it is estimated that less than 
l4 of the time necessary by old methods 
is needed with this new equipment. 
Once adjusted the templet is ready for 
use on both doors and jambs regardless 
of which way the door swings. 

There is slight radius left in the corner 
that is quickly removed with a chisel. 
Specifications inelude three sections of 
aluminum adjustably mounted to a take 
down Bessemer Rod. Templet automat- 
ically gives exactly 1/16 in. clearance 
between top of door and frame and 
where solid stops are used, exactly 1/16 
in. between stop and face of door. 

In the case of the door lock mortiser 
(shown in lower half of illustration) 
motor feeds automatically by merely 
moving handle up and down. The motor 
carriage is fastened to ways by a 3-point 
adjustable bearing. Width of mortise is 
determined by the diameter of the gut- 
ter used. Clamps are self-centering and 
very thorough once adjusted there is no 
need for further measuring for any doors 
of the same mortise. For attachment 
the manufacturers estimate 40 seconds 
for cutting the average mortise. Cut- 


ting for face plate of lock is done with 
router that is included in door set. Spec- 
ifleations include a 14 h.p. motor and 
mortiser complete with any two gutters, 
height adjusting rod, 8 ft. cord and con- 
nector and 50 ft. extension cord.

Table Lamp Provides

A LAMP with a special prismatic” 


globe is being introduced for home 
use. It diffuses the light rays, sending 
the right proportion upward for the il- 
lumination of the room and downward 
for reading light. If the builder is con- 
sidering the use of such a unit it is best 
that he decide before the wiring con- 
tract is let. For in many cases the 
Gloria lamp, as it is called, provides suf- 
ficient general illumination in a small 
room to eliminate the necessity for 
overhead fixtures or side lights. 

It is recommended, of course, that out- 
lets be provided for the future installa- 
tion of such fixtures, but the Gloria in- 
stalled in the home for sale would carry 
with it an important economy feature 
from the standpoint of the home buyer. 

The lamp in itself is an attractive 
piece of equipment. It has a heavy cast 
metal base and is finished in gold and 
black to harmonize with practically any 
home furnishings. A silk shade, suit- 
ably trimmed, conceals the prismatic 
globe and at the same time does not in- 
terfere with its efficiency. Manufac-

Shadowless Tracing Table 


ANY times the builder finds that 

he must retrace from blue prints, 
old drawings, etc., and where the lines 
are faint the task becomes a very dif- 
fieult one indeed. 

A practical item of equipment has 
been introduced that aims to eliminate 
much of this defect. It is a glass-top, 
shadowless tracing table fitted with elec- 
trie lighte. As the illustration shows, 


beneath the top is a parabolic reflector 
that provides even light distribution and 
prevents all eye strain. The table top 


is 36x45 in., hinged in front and adjust. 


able at the rear. 

The top frame is made of pine with 
lights and reflector attached to it so 
that the same relative position is had 
whether the top is raised or lowered. By 
using a sheet of celluloid between glass 
and drawing, a suitable working surface 
for compass or divider points is pro- 
vided. Where it is necessary to work 
from small tracings or blue prints, these 


are attached to 
stickers. 

To prevent excessive heat, the table is 
thoroughly ventilated. This equipment 
has been added to the line of drafting 
and surveying supplies of the C. F.

Interesting Remodeling Work 


[* the refinishing of the interior of the 

old Manhattan Casino, New York, it 
was decided to recoat over the various 
old surfaces, including wood, plaster and 
stamped metal. Morene was used and 
the work proved to be an excellent dem- 
onstration of the adherence of this plas- 
tic finish to old surfaces. 

It suggests a novel means for remod- 
eling contractors to refinish complete in- 
teriors with the least possible amount of 
work. It was unnecessary to give the 
old walls any special preparation. In 
the case of the Manhattan Casino the 
interior was  thor- 
oughly eleansed and 
all conspicuously de- 
fective areas were re- 
moved. Even plaster 
cracks required no 
treatment as long as 
original coat was 
solidly keyed to lath. 

Morene as a plas- 
tic finish is not new 
to the building field. 
For general work 
where comparatively 
smooth finish is de- 
sired, the material is 
usually applied by 
plasterers. On the 
other hand, where 
rougher textures are 
used or where the 
work is made up of 
a two-tone mixture, 
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made by applying two colors, the work 
is done by painters. It can be brushed 
or trowelled on, working up the texture 
while the material is in plastic condi- 
tion. 

To introduce colors, one method in- 
eludes the mixing of pigments with the 
material before application. Another 
means is the staining of the surface 
with colored glazes and the introduc- 
tion of colored sand or other surface 
aggregates.

CAME upon this build-

T O build homes that will sell 
quiekly, is the desire of every 
builder who erects one or 
more homes for speculation.

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In the Erection of Table Rock House 


ONTRACTORS for the erec- 

tion of the Table Rock House, 

Niagara Falls, Ontario, 
proved beyond a peradventure of a 
doubt that winter conditions can be 
met and construction work may go 
ahead even under the most rigorous 
climatic conditions. Work on the 
Table Rock house was started in 
October and operations were carried 
through the winter on schedule 
time. 

Owing to the location immediately 
over the Falls, the builders were 
faced with a difficult problem— 
spray from the Falls—falling in 
such quantities as to make work 
practically impossible. Such a con- 
dition is conceivably difficult during 
suitable weather but the real prob- 
lem, that of carrying on the con- 
struction during winter months 
when this spray was turned to ice, 
was a formidable one indeed. 

Contractors met these adversities 
by erecting a shell over the whole 
structure. The interior of the shell 
was heated by a blower system, op- 
erated by a motor, through heating

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coils. Thus a temperature was 
maintained at approximately 60 de- 
grees at all times. Men worked dur- 
ing even the coldest weather and 
the blower system prevented ice 
from accumulating too heavily and 
burying the whole structure. One 
illustration shows the shell com- 
pletely covered with a layer of ice 
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built up by flying spray. With this 
coating of ice over the entire wood- 
en shelter a certain amount of pro- 
tection from the elements was 
gained ahd it was not difficult to 
keep the inside temperature at a 
suitable working level. 

Another important problem, ow- 
ing to the nature of the rock forma- 
tion, was the sinking of the elevator 
shaft and tunnel work preceding 
actual construction of the building. 
The borer in each case was driven 
from opposite ends and met in the 
center. It is evident that in addi- 
tion to guarding flying spray during 
building operations, it was necessary 
to make the building itself imper- 
vious. All walls were carefully 
waterproofed and metal windows 
sealed in the stone work. It was 
also essential that the main and 
veranda roofs be particularly rein- 
forced to withstand the accumula- 
tion of ice occurring each year dur- 
ing the winter months. The ver- 
anda roof slabs were designed to 
earry a heavy load of ice together 
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with the impact of falling pieces 
from the steep pitched roofs. All 
flat roofs are provided with duck 
boards for winter.. These are easily 
handled and stored when hot re- 
quired. 


VER sloping roofs copper is 
laid on heavy wood planking 
and the entire roof space heated 


with radiators and coils sufficient to 


prevent any great formations of ice. 
Rain water conductors from the flat 
roofs are heated and protected with 
insulated pipe covering. All win- 
dows are of the casement type and 
are built of solid bronze to resist 
spray conditions. 

The structure is built entirely of 
Queehston Blue Dolomite. Work- 
manship is particularly fine, with 
intricate carvings throughout. Ac- 


cess to the building is had from 
both front and rear through stone 
areaded porches. 

One enters directly into a large 
Souvenir room, the walls of which 
are finished in Caeh stone and the 
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ceilings heavily beamed in wood. A 
staircase leads from the Souvenir 
room directly to the basement where 
large, well appointed dressing rooms 
are allocated. These are finished in 
white enameled brick. 

On the first floor—that is above 
the ground floor—a generously 
proportioned hall with marble trim 
and decorative plaster panels leads 
to the Observation Gallery. The 
Gallery extends the full width of 
the building and provides an ex- 
cellent view of the Falls and upper 
rapids. Special sliding sash to 
guard against spray or inclement 
weather are provided. The balance 
of the upper floor is given over to 
the Manager’s apartment, storage 
and care-taker’s apartment. 

This new building is the result of 
a competition inaugurated by the 
Queen Victoria Park Commission 
early last year and open to all 
architects. 36 designs were submit- 
ted and that of Findlay and Foulis 
of Sault Ste. Marie was selected as 
the most suitable.

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| Conmtraction Activity 


Means Industrial 


HE fiscal year 1925-26 has been one never 
. surpassed in our history in the volume of 
production ahd consumption, in the physi- 

eal quantity of exports and imports, and in the 

rate of wages. There has been practically no un- 
employment. F'urther progress has been made in 
the effieieney of management and labor and in 
scientific research and invention. As in the pre- 
ceding year, there were a few points where condi- 
tions were less satisfaetory, as in the New England 
textile industry, two or three sections of the agri- 

. cultural industry, and the bituminous coal indus- 

try. On the whole, however, the country was able 

to maintain the highest standard of living in its 
history, a standard far above that in most other 
countries of the world at this or any other time. 

This represents a remarkable recovery from the 

great losses incurred by the Nation in the War. 

Construetion volume during the past fiscal year 
surpassed the former high record made during 
the preceding 12 months. The number of square 
feet of floor space and the value involved in the 
new contracts let were each close to one-fourth 
greater than the year before. The actual volume 
of construction work carried out increased by 
smaller proportions, showing that the industry had 
a larger volume of unfinished work on hand than 
the year before. 

Notwithstanding this immense building program, 
building costs remained relatively stable. Both 
the construction industry and the owners of build- 
ings have cooperated in the movement, to which 
the efforts of this department have materially con- 
tributed, for keeping building activity more even 
throughout the year. This movement has reduced 
operating expenses and afforded more stable em- 

ployment to building-trades workers. 

Construction activity was well distributed 

throughout the different regions of the country. 

The leading class of building construction con. 

tinues to be residential. 

We are not merely keeping pace with the needs 
of expanding population but meeting the demand 
for better housing which comes with the general 
advance in living standards. The past fiscal year, 
however, witnessed a very considerable increase in 
contracts for new industrial and business buildings 
and for public works and utilities. There was 
little to suggest extravagant additions to indus- 
trial plants, which characterized the boom of 1920; 
the new buildings representing rather a steady 


P rosperity 


growth of production and trade and the meeting 
of needs for more efficient, comfortable, and at- 
tractive factories, stores, and office buildings. 

The heavy and increasing expenditures for con- 
struction during the past five years have been an 
essential factor in maintaining and augmenting 
the activity of many of our most important indus- 
tries, including not only production of building 
materials but also various other types of manu- 
facturing, metal mining, and railway transporta- 
tion. There is indeed a close and mutual interaction 
between construction and other industries. The 
prosperity of the latter makes possible the savings 
which go into construction, while construction 
activity helps keep other branches of industry 
prosperous. 


An increasing proportion of the housing con- 
struction during the last two or three years has 
been of the less expensive types needed to relieve 
the shortage which arose during the war, and to 
supply the demands of workers whose advancing 
earnings enable them to afford better quarters 
than ever before. Improvement in the methods of 
financing dwellings is still needed, especially for 
families of the lower income groups. 


The general movement throughout the country 
for elimination of waste in production and distri- 
bution has made steady progress. The Department 
of Commerce, in continuation of its work of the 
past five years, has devoted much of its activities 
to this end. 

While various divisions of the department have 
been actively aiding in the campaign in many 
specific directions, it must be borne in mind that 
the whole program is one fundamentally to stimu- 
late action among industries, trades, and consum- 
ers themselves. It is obviously not the function of 
government to manage business, but for it to 
recruit and distribute economic information; to 
investigate economic and scientific problems; to 
point out the remedy for economic failure or the 
road to progress; to inspire and assist in coopera- 
tive action in reduction of waste—surely all these 
are well within the proper field of public service.

B, a 16-story building 


on soft, wet ground involves 
many foundation difficulties. 
When such a building must with- 
stand the vibrations of batteries of 
heavy printing presses, these diffi- 
eulties are multiplied many times. 
The engineers for the New York 
Evening Post Building solved the 
problem by forming 86 separate 
small foundation piers of 31 differ- 
ent sizes. Several were designed to 
earry concentrated columns loads; 
the remainder to carry heavy loads 
and vibrations from machinery and 
Stock without further transmission 
to other portions of the structure. 
The site, fronting on West Street, 
Carlisle Street and Washington 


Street, New York, was located on 
‘‘made’’ ground covering the re- 
mains of old bulkhead piers and 
foundations that were built when 
the area was entirely submerged by 
the North River. These structures, 


buried in miscellaneous fill were un- 
derlaid by a thick stratum of sand 
and boulders resting on a bed of 
hardpan approximately 50 feet be- 
low the curb and 9 feet or more 
above bed rock. 

The requirements of the archi- 
tect, Horace Trumbauer and the 
consulting engineer, Charles Scott 
Landers, governed the location and 
minimum dimensions of 45 circular 
piers from 54%’ to 8’ in diameter 
and 41 rectangular piers from 5’ to 
1614’ square. They specified that 
they should be carried down to a 
stratum having a bearing capacity 
of 10 tons per square feet. Explora- 
tion indicated that this might be at- 
tained in the hardpan stratum 
which it was required to penetrate 


to a minimum depth of one foot. 


The character of soil, the abund- 
ance of ground water seeping in 
from the adjacent North River and 
the certainty of encountering num-

erous buried obstacles together with 
the required quality and verifica- 
tion of the bearings and other con- 
siderations induced the contractor 
to adopt the pneumatic caisson 
method of construction. The im- 
portance of the most rapid execu- 
tion of the work justified him in 
the installation of an exceptionally 
abundant construction equipment, 
electric power and the adoption of 
pneumatic caissons and cofferdams 
entirely fabricated and completed 
at the yards of the Federal Ship- 
building Company and delivered 
whole and ready for immediate use 
on the job. 


HIS meant important saving 

of time that would have been 
required for their fabrication at the 
site and for construction and sea- 
soning of the reinforced concrete 
caissons, generally used for similar 
work in this locality. 
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Caissons themselves, of a uniform 
height of about 8’ with their walls 
extending 16” above the roof of the 
working chamber, are made entirely 
of steel plates and angles riveted 
and calked as for a ship’s hull. 

Caisson walls are extended up to 
the bottom of the general excava- 
tion by cofferdams, made in sections 
14’ and 16’ long, assembled together 
with bolts through inside flange 
angles. The sections of the rectang- 
ular cofferdams are made with ver- 
tical tongue and groove planks, the 


cylindrical ones are made with 4“ 
Steel plates. i 
Operations were commenced last 
April. A Thew steam shovel ex- 
cavated about 2,500 yards of ma- 
terial from 176’ by 133’ pit about 9’ 
deep and delivered the spoil to a 
fleet of 5-ton motor trucks that 
hauled it a mile to the city dump. 


TEEL caissons weighing up to 

about 10 tons each were delivered 
on trucks and.deposited in pits dug 
to receive them by the 50’ and 60’ 
booms of stiff leg derricks mounted 
on rectangular wooden towers about 
20’ high and commanding the entire 
area of the lot and the adjacent 
streets for loading and unloading 
trucks. 

Some of the caissons were sunk 
without air pressure to.a depth of 
as much as 20’ and when the 
ground water made it necessary 
the air shafts and air locks 


[N underpinning the brick wall 
steel-concrete piles were driven 


to a bearing before caissons were 
sunk. Working pits were sheeted 
down 7’ below wall footings. 
Then three sections of heavy 
steel pipe were jacked down. 
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Lock of small circular caisson open for discharge of muck bucket 


were added and the  caissons 
were put under pressure. Sinking 
was continued by three 8-hour shifts 
of sandhogs working with pick and 
shovel, pneumatic spades and chisels 
in jack hammer drills. With these 
they cut through the mass of tim- 
bers, sometimes 20 inches square, 
that were found perfectly preserved 
in the foundations encountered. 
Fully 50 per cent of the caissons 
encountered heavy crib work and 
riprap stone 12’ or more below the 
surface, through which they pene- 
trated slowly, sometimes requiring 
a week to pass through a single 
crib. When no obstructions were 
encountered the caisson might be 
sunk to bearing in the hardpan in 
seven 8-hour shifts. The excavated 
material was hoisted out of the 
caisson in small cylindrical buckets 
operated by hoisting ropes running 
through stuffing boxes in the top of

Just compare the figures for the three 
months past in the Review of the Building Situa- 
tion, conducted by my esteemed fellow-worker, the 
Statistical Editor.’’ 


Advancing Prices Make Business Good 


„People buy when prices advance. Professor 
- Irving Fisher's Index of General Prices, that is 
published weekly, shows prices to be slightly on 
the up-grade. This means that people are buying. 
There has been a building boom. Every sign that 
one can read indicates that the building business 
will have at least one more good year. It may not 
be a boom but it will so closely resemble one that 
few people will know the difference. The reason 
is that the cost of living is not declining! 

‘‘Many builders thought that building would 
improve when prices went down but discovered 
their mistake very early. The average person 
stops buying when prices move downward. The 
faster prices fall the less inclined people appear 
to wish to buy. Each one is waiting for the bot- 
tom to be reached. On the other hand they rush 
to buy when prices are rising, in the hope that 
their funds will permit them to get what they 
want before prices go out of sight. 

** A short time ago there was a slight drop in the 
index number of general prices and there was an 
uneasy feeling, that was reflected in slackness in 
placing new contracts. The banks saw this and 
eredit became slightly easier. The effect was im- 
mediate. Prices advanced slightly, which reflected 
a demand for goods and new contracts were placed 
for materials. The building business once more 
looked favorable, although there are no complaints, 
so far as I know, about building being in a poor 
condition. A year from now we may begin to 
notice a silght decline. N 
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Procrastination as a Controller of Policies 


Here it is again the month of December. Time 
to talk about radiators and concrete, about heating 
and insulation, subjects that really should have 
been discussed some time ago. The reason nothing 
was said in September, or October or November, 
is that people simply refuse to think of them. How 
many of you chaps listening to me cleaned your 
furnaces before the first nipping cold wind hit 
your town? 

A man asked me just the other day to say 
something about the best kind of paint to use on 
radiators. Would he have said anything about it 
in July? Not so you would notice it. But now 
cold weather is coming he wants to know all about 
it. December seems to be the month to paint radia- 
tors. November is the month to talk about tur- 
keys, although the fattening of a turkey is some- 
thing that takes time. 

It is not alone in the building business but in 
every line that one studies that we find procras- 
tination governs policies. The seasons must be 
observed by discussing seasonable things. Talk in 
December about radiator paint will lead to the 
painting of many radiators. Talk in May of radia- 
tor painting will lead to a man making mental 
note of it and writing frantically to the Editor in 
December, asking him if he can remember just 
what month it was he gave information on the 
subject. 


The Best Paints for Radiators 


ANY years ago, 1909 it was, Professor John 

Allen of the University of Michigan told 

what he had discovered about radiator paints. He 
presented the following table:

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„The figures show that if bare cast iron be 
taken as a base, the heat radiating properties of 
various paints are as shown in the table. The 
paints one sees most often, metallic paints of cop- 
per and aluminum, are the most expensive to use 
for they cut off nearly one-fourth of the heat that 
is radiated. This is merely another exemplifica- 
tion of the old saying ‘‘Low first cost almost 
invariably means high up-keep cost.“ 


Radiation and Convection in Heating 


be paint question is not quite as bad as it 
would appear when one diseusses radiators. Heat 
18 transmitted in three ways, namely, conduction, 
convection and radiation. The material of which 
the radiator is built is heated by conduction, the 
surrounding air is heated by radiation and this 
air being set in motion by the tendency of cold 
air to fall and push the heated air up, heats a 
room by convection. 

It has been determined that paint in the form 
of metallie flakes euts down radiation about twenty 
five per cent. This applies to horizontal pipes. It 
affects vertical pipes in a much less degree be- 
cause, the whole surface of the pipe being heated 
the air in contact with it begins to rise and is 
diffused after it reaches the top of the pipe. Ex- 
periments made by many parties and described in 
Technologic Paper, No. 254, Bureau of Standards, 
Washington, D. C., a paper that may be purchased 
from the Government Printing Office for five cents, 
show that there is a loss of only about ten per 
cent from vertieal radiators painted with metallie 
paints. 

„A radiator is admirably arranged to secure the 
greatest possible benefit from the principle of 
convection. A high radiator is better than a low 
one in this respect, because of the chimney-like 
action. A loss of ten per cent is serious and may 
be saved by painting radiators with common paints. 
That is, since the loss is much less when pipes 
are vertical and the radiator is made of vertical 
pipes, nested as it were, the loss is almost negligible 
with paints that are non-metallic. 

Aluminum and bronze flake paints are good 
conductors but poor radiators. Therefore in re- 
painting radiators it is not necessary to clean off 
the old paint. It is the final coat that counts and 
this should possess good radiating properties. The 
end of the whole matter is that radiators need no 
longer be unduly prominent by being painted with 
silver or copper or imitation gold. The modern 
interior decorator uses radiators as a part of the 
furniture and paints them with the paint used 
for the trim.”’ 


The Hiding of Radiators 


HE use of radiator enclosures is quite com- 
mon, for even the most modern soul cannot 
see any beauty in radiators. Radiator enclosures 
are made by many companies and may be bought 
to suit any period style. | 
There is said to be a slight loss of heat when 
radiator enclosures are used. This may be over- 
come by painting the entire surface of the radiator, 


the inside, generally unseen, surfaces as well as 
the exposed surfaces, with a paint having high 
emissive properties. The radiator enclosure may 
be painted to fit into the decorative scheme. 
„The one drawback to such an arrangement is 
the immovability of the radiator. It is placed 
where the heating engineer believes it can best 
function and there it must remain. All of the 
furniture must be arranged to fit the arrangement 
of radiators. The use of radiator enclosures of 
artistic design is doing much to help this situation. 


Heat Cabinets 


NEW heat distributor has come on the mar- 

ket recently. It was devised with the idea of 
making radiators less conspicuous. It resembles 
in appearance a handsome radiator enclosure, but 
there are other forms that make it look like a desk 
or a radio cabinet or handsome wall cabinet. 
The internal construction differs considerably 
from a radiator of the common type. These heat 
eabinets rapidly are displacing old radiators in 
many homes. 


Concealed Radiators 


„There is another type of heat distributor 
ealled a concealed radiator, and also, an invisible 
radiator, on the market. The heating element con- 
sists of a large number of very thin plates of a 
metal that is a good conductor, placed upon a 
steam pipe. The unit is made for a 4” wall. 

„The unit is placed near the floor and an open- 
ing is left in the base board. A shallow conduct- 
ing box is placed in the wall to carry the heat 
nearly to the ceiling. Just below the ceiling level 
it turns and delivers the heat through a grille into 
the room. The grille then becomes part of the 
wall decoration and the opening in the baseboard 
may be concealed, or at least be rendered incon- 
spicuous, by a chair or a table placed before it. 
All that one sees of the heating apparatus is a 
grille in baseboard and one near ceiling. 

„The delivery of hot air from a point near the 
ceiling is a most efficient way for heating a room 
when the emitted air is clean. The air being warm 
has a tendency to rise, so it spreads over the ceiling 
in an attempt to rise. Being slightly cooled by 
contact with the ceiling it falls and warms the 
whole room very nicely. It is recirculated and 
when a window or door is opened the recircula- 
tion is more rapid. 

‘‘The radiator displaced the stove and now the 
visible radiator may shortly be displaced by the 
invisible radiator. When the heating apparatus no 
longer is visible one of the great difficulties of 
interior decorators will be done away with.“ 


Outdoors In the Cold 


December being the ideal month in which to 
talk of methods to overcome the discomforts of 
winter is a good month in which to issue the annual 
warning about the effect of cold weather upon 
concrete. 

When the temperature begins to fall below 
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50 deg. F. every contractor should begin to take 
precautions. Thermometers should be in evidence 
on every job; leaving nothing to guessers. Cut 
down the amount of mixing water and increase the 
amount of cement. Double the mixing time, for 
all of these things make the concrete set more 
quickly. Put enclosures around the job in order 
to keep the temperature uniform. Heat the water, 
sand and stone. 

„When the temperature falls as low as 50 deg. F. 
in the afternoon and falls below 40 deg. F. within 
three hours after quitting time, it is time to make 
preparations to heat the enclosure to a tempera- 
ture in excess of 50 deg. When the temperature 
falls as low as 35 deg. F. within three hours after 
quitting time the enclosure should be heated to a 
temperature of not less than 60 deg. F., and the 
temperature of each batch of concrete should be 
not less than 70 deg. F. 

„% When the temperature falls below 32 deg. F. 
(freezing point) the temperature of each batch 
should be not less than 70 deg. F. and the tempera- 
ture of the enclosure within whieh it is poured 
should be not less than 70 deg.F. It should not 
be permitted to fall below 60 deg. F. within three 
hours after quitting time. If sueh temperatures 
are impossible of realization then get as close to 
them as possible. The lower the temperature the 
slower the setting of the conerete and the longer 
time it will be necessary to leave forms in place. 

* Above all, keep plenty of thermometers on 
the job and do not trust your skin as an indieator 
of temperature. Your skin may be as comfortable 
in cold weather as the skin that covers the knee 
of a savage. Be sure of your temperatures. 


How To Make Quick Strength Concrete 


HE secret of concrete work in cold weather 

is to have material set up in a short time. 
Therefore the amount of water must be cut down 
and the temperature be held high. By proper 
manipulation of materials it is possible to obtain 
a concrete that will have as much strength in 3 
days as ordinary concrete obtains in 28. 

‘‘The following points are to be observed when 
one wishes to have quick strength concrete, and 
please to note that quick strength does not mean 
quick setting: 

(A) Reduce the usual amount of mixing water 
about one-third. The mixture will then be pretty 
stiff and must be rammed into place. It will not 
flow. 

(B) Increase the amount of cement about fifty 
per cent; that is, use three bags in place of two. 

(C) Keep the material in the mixer not less 
than two minutes. 

(D) Warm all of the materials so the tempera- 
ture of the concrete will be not less than 70 deg. F. 
Place it at this temperature. 

(E) Keep the concrete at a temperature of 70 
deg. F. for not less than three days. 

(F) Keep it moist for three days. 

(G) Whenever advisable use calcium chloride 
in the mixing water. 


“While it may not be possible to obtain such 
results in the winter because of the diffieulty of 
keeping the temperature close to 70 deg. F., a very 
close approximation may be made with consequent 
good results in making the concrete. It should 
not be at all diffieult to obtain quigk strength con- 
erete in summer weather. 


It appears that in the advertising pages there 
are some eompanies that offer to send to inquirers 
some quite useful and valuable pamphlets on how 
to make quick strength concrete and also how to 
make good eonerete in eold weather. Better write 
to them. 


New Home of Portland Cement Association 


Last winter we presented a picture of the new 
building of the Portland Cement Association in 
Chicago, Ill, under construction. It was a winter 
job, purposely done in the winter. The object of 
the Association was to prove that just as good con- 
erete work may be done in the winter as in the 
summer. Now we have the picture of the com- 
pleted building. 

‘‘The architects were Holabird & Roche, the 
well known Turner Construction Company being

the contractors. The foundations are large enough 
to provide for running the building higher with 
several stories added, if required in the future. 

The offices, formerly in the Conway Building, 
have been moved to the new structure. The Ma- 
terials Testing Laboratory, for ten years located 
in Lewis Institute, and operated co-operatively by 
the Portland Cement Association and Lewis Insti- 
tute, now are in the new building. Thus all of the 
activities of the Association are under one roof. 

“The Portland Cement Association is a fine 
example of modern organization. It exists for the 
sole purpose of benefiting the industry. Archi- 
tects, builders, engineers and owners everywhere 
are deeply indebted to the Association for the ex- 
cellent work it has done and is doing, to promote 
knowledge in the use of cement. 
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Protecting the Sub 

T has been a too common practice with a certain 

class of general contractors to make up a bid 
by adding the sub-bids received and adding the 
profit they wish to obtain. When the contract is 
obtained another call is issued for sub-contracts 
and the cost is lowered with a consequent benefit 
to the general contractor. 

In an endeavor to 
stop this practice it is 
now customary for the 
better architects to de- 
mand that the general 
contractor when submit- 
ting his bid turn in.a list 
of the sub-contractors 
whose figures were used 
in making it up. If the 
contract is awarded. to 
him no other sub-eohtrac- 
tors may be substituted. 
If changes in the sub- 
contractors are made it 
ean be done only upon 
receipt of written permis- 
sion. from the architect 
and owner. Written per- 
mission is not granted 
very easily, and thus we 
note progress towards 
making the building busi- 
ness as reputable as it most certainly should be.“ 


Concerning Stairs 


Tq first question was a request for informa- 
tion as to how to get the number of steps 
required. Naturally this will depend upon the 
height from floor to floor and the height of each 
riser. If there is an eighth of an inch fraction 
in the riser then the riser height as well as the 
height from floor to floor should be expressed in 
eighths of an inch. If there is a quarter of an 
inch fraction then express the two heights in 
quarters of an inch. If there is a fraction of a 
half-inch in the riser height then express both 
heights in the number of half-inches they contain. 
Divide the total height by the height of one riser

scale. Risers 714” and treads 10" 
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Owe of the letters received 
recently contained a request for 
information on stairs. 
portunity for preparing quite a 
paper was too good to be missed. 
Jf you catch anything worth cor- 
recting or commenting upon in 
the discourse I am about to de- 
liver, let us have it for the good 
of thereaders. Information of this 


nature is worth passing along. 
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and thus obtain the number of risers. The number 
of steps will be less by one, for the last riser 
reaches the floor above. 

A stair scale is a handy thing to use. I have 
a set I made a number of years ago, one of which 
is shown in Fig. 2. Using a scale of one-quarter 
inch to the foot the scale was drawn upon celluloid 
with a needle and the 
lines were filled with 
India Ink. The majority 
of draftsmen make such 
scales upon tracing cloth. 
The horizontal lines have 
intervals between them 
corresponding to the riser 
height. Notice the num- 
bering, which is done in 
order to avoid errors in 
fitting the scale to a draw- 
ing. The lower line of 
steps marks the steps 
themselves. The upper 
line is 6 feet and 6 inches 
above the lower line and 
is placed on the scale for 
the purpose of obtaining 
head room. 

The upper line must 
clear the ceiling of the 
lower floor, thus fixing the 
length of the stair well. 
The sums of riser heights enable the draftsman 
to reach the level of the upper floor exactly, it 
being assumed that he has pencilled the total height 
from floor to floor upon his section. To use the 
scale make a section of the building upon the same 
scale and place the scale over it, with the ‘bottom 
step starting from the lower floor. I have ten 
scales with rises varying from 6% inches to 714% 
inches, varying by \% of an inch, all drawn to a 
quarter-inch scale.’’ 


The Dimensioning of Steps 


The op- 


This inquirer wanted to know how to dimen- 
sion steps and I propose to tell all that I know 
about it. 

In Great Britain it is customary to start with 
a tread width of 12 inches and a riser height of 
5% inches. When the width of the tread is dim- 
inished by any amount the riser height is increased 
by one-half that amount. When the width of the 
tread is increased by any amount the riser height 
is decreased by one-half that amount. This how- 
ever, makes treads narrower than is customary in 
American practice for the usual heights of treads. 

Take for example a riser with a height of 7 
inches, the usual practice in this country. This 
would be an increase of 11% inches above the base 
riser, thus making it necessary to subtract 3 inches 
from the base tread width. The tread then will 
be only 9 inches, which is shorter than we like 
in the United States, except for back stairs. 

A rule in common use is to make the sum of 
the tread and riser between 17 and 18 inches. 
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This is in more common use than any other in this 
country. One that follows it very closely in popu- 
larity is that the product of the tread and riser 
shall fall between 70 and 75 inches. Divide 70 
(or 75) by the height of the riser to obtain width 
of tread, or, vice versa. 

In Germany the British rule for proportioning 
steps is folowed for all risers between 514 inches 
and 714 inches. When the riser is less than 5% 
inches of the sum of the tread and the riser must 
equal 1814 inches. When the height of the riser

exceeds 715 inches the width of the tread is ob- 
tained by dividing 77.5 by the riser height. 

In my opinion, after seeing many stairways 
in many countries, the most beautiful stairs in 
the world are to be found in France. They are 
easy also to use. The rule most greatly favored 
in France is that the width of the tread plus twice 
the height of the riser shall be between 24 and 25 
inches. Many Ameriean architects follow this rule, 
myself included. 

„French architects however adopt another little

are on the turn 
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artifice that is of great service. The riser height 
from the first to the second floor may be from 
T to 7144 inches. This will be reduced - inch be- 
tween the second and third floor, and so on pro- 
gressively lessening by one-quarter of an inch in 
each story. This reduction might amount to as 
much as 1½ inches in the seventh story if the 
building has such a height. 


„Some men make the progressive reduction by 
14-inch in each story, but no matter whether it 
may be large or small it is there. The widths of 
the treads are proportional to the riser heights 
and thus one does not tire readily when going up 
French stairs. I discovered this fact by measuring 
the stairs in a number of houses and when it was 
mentioned to some architects, they referred me 
to a book by Mr. Barberet, entitled Constructions 
Civiles." It is the equivalent in France to our 
Kidder-Nolan Hand Book. This method of mak- 
ing stairs easier to ascend as one rises is given 
in the book mentioned.“ 


The Balancing of Stairs 


HE winding stair has gone out of fashion in 

Ameriea for it is considered to be dangerous. 
Square landings have taken its place. The wind- 
ing stairway is, however, very convenient for it 
requires less space than one with square turnings. 
When properly made it is beautiful in appearance 
and not dangerous in use. Nearly all stairways 
in France have winders in them and all the wind- 
ers are balanced. 

„The width of the tread at a distance of 18 
inches from the inside stringer is the normal tread 
width for the flight in question. This corresponds 
to the requirement in some American codes that 
the width of the tread at a distance of one foot 


from the inside shall be not less than 91% inches, 


a requirement so severe that it practically elimin- 
ates winding steps, unless there is a fairly good 
sized stairwell. 


In designing French stairways with winders 
it is customary first to settle upon the riser height. 
This is generally the custom in all countries for 
all stairways, the tread widths being determined 
after settling upon the number of steps with fixed 
riser height. After determining the tread width 
this, on a winding stairway, is set off on a line 18 
inches from the face of the inside string. 

‘Balancing is really simple. It consists in in- 
ereasing the inside width of the winding stairs 
over the width they would obtain were the edges 
to run to a common center. The increased width 
on the winders is obtained by diminishing the 
width of four or five steps below and above the 
risers on the line of the inside string. 

„Phe width at the face of the inside string is 
found first and set off on a large scale drawing. 
A line is then drawn from the point found, 
through the tread width 18 inches from the inside 
string, to the outer end of the step. The following 
examples wil show how the work is performed.’’

Balancing a Straight Turn 


A straight turn is shown in Fig. 3. The center 
of the curve of the turn is at 0. The dotted lines 
show the edges of the steps if the edges were to 
run to 0. Th dashed lines show the edges after the 
balancing is done. This balancing takes in twice 
the number of steps that are on the curve. The 
width on the inside string is found by adding to 
the length of eight treads the length of the curved 
portion of the string. "This gives the length from 
a to q, Fig. 3. Dividing this length by 16, the 
number of steps, the width of each is found. 'This 
is then set off on the string line and the edge of 
each step is produced through the ''tread line’’ 
to the outer ends of the steps. 


Balancing A Landing 


It is not uncommon to balance steps that go 
around a landing, thus satisfying that large class 
How this 
is done is shown in Fig. 4 and as the illustration is 
elear no further explanation is required.’’ 


Balancing a Returning Stairway 


To balance a returning stairway properly re- 
quires a well It is dangerous to turn a stairway 
around a small post and balancing cannot be done 
unless there is a wide space between the inner 
ends of the steps. 


„This type of stairway is of frequent occur- 
rence in France. There are many methods used, 
all more or less empirical but the preferable method 
is to follow exactly the method shown in Fig. 3, 
namely to add the length of the circle on the inher 
string face to a length of an equal number of 
straight steps. This is shown in Fig. 5. Then 
set off on the inner string the tread widths and 
draw lines from these fixed points through the 
points on the ‘‘tread line.’’ 

‘‘ Returning stairways of an elliptical shape and 
also of corkscrew or snail shape are built, these 
stairways having no straight sections at all. First 
lay off the curve of the inner string, then the curve 
of the tread line. On the latter lay off the treads. 
Then ascertain the length of the inner string and 
divide it into the same number of parts. Connect 
the points as already shown and the stairs will 
be balanced. Balancing, it need hardly be stated, 
serves to reduce the steepness of the steps at the 
inner ends, thus increasing the safety of the stair- 
way. When stairways are balanced they are more 
beautiful in appearance than straight runs and 
also require much less space. There is no reason 
why they should not be in more common use in this 
country.“ 

Why Not Use Back Stairs? 


HY are not more back stairs used in our 
homes? I was engaged on the structural 
designing of a magnificient New York home three 
years ago. It cost about one-third of a million 
dollars and the architect provided only one stair- 
way. It was in the front of the house and wound 
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around an elevator. The idea was that the elevator 
would ordinarily be used but when entertaining 
was done the grand staircase would be used. 
“A casual inquiry as to what provision had 
been made for servants to go up and down set the 
office of the architect by the ears. It is a fact that 
a rear stairway had not been considered, this ar- 
ehiteet and his draftsmen never having been 
employed before to plan 
sueh a grand house.

Now, this is a 
feature that we should 
provide in every home, 
no matter how small it 
may be. If it has two 
stories there should be 
some method provided 
for the lady of the house 
to go upstairs from the 
‘kitchen without being 
seen. 

It is a feature I 
have provided in a num- 
ber of homes and no 
man or woman ever be- 
grudged the space used 
for this purpose. It is 
awkward for a woman 
busy in her kitchen to 
be eompelled to receive 
eallers without having 
any chance to escape 
unobserved to a place 
where she may make 
a quick toilet. A back stair assures great peace 
of mind. Take as well the case where the visitor is 
being entertained and a fine impression is being 
made, only to have it spoiled by the maid, or per- 
haps some badly soiled children, going through the 
hallway in full view to use the stairs. It 1s not 
nice and back stairs would save much mortification. 

‘‘In looking over a large number of plans re- 
cently I made studies to see just how and where 
back stairs could be fitted in on the plans. In 
nearly every instance I succeeded in a way that 
did not entail much added expense and did not 
eut out much room. This is something every archi-

In late years 
the habit has been acquired of omitting the back 
stairs. It is time a new habit were acquired, of 
putting them in so that we may be as comfortable 
as our ancestors were with plenty of stairs. Here 
is where winders may be used, provided they are 
balanced. I designed a house recently with winders

screw stairway with safe 
treads. 


Now We Know What 
„Sharp Sand"? Means 

E asked, in. the 

October issue for 
a definition of sharp 
sand and several cor- 
respondents are hereby 
thanked for the letters 
they wrote to us on the 
subject. 

“The common opin- 
ion appears to be that 
it must be bank sand 
with sharp edges that 
will interlock to make 
mortar and concrete 
strong. The corres- 
pondents fear that sand 
that has been exposed to 
the action of water and 
has round grains, will 
not do for concrete. 

Just so. It is as we 
expected. The expres- 
sion is at least a century 
old and appears to have 
been introduced by a 
contractor who had a 
sand bank containing 
just that sort of sand. 
Today it means nothing. 
The term ‘sharp sand’ 
should be replaced by 
the term ‘Well graded 
sand.’ Experiments 
have shown that round- 
ed grains are not one 
bit inferior to grains with well defined edges. If 
anything, the round grains are better for they 
pack better. The grading of sand from coarse 
to fine, so the finer particles will fit into the spaces 
between the larger particles, makes the difference 
between good and bad sand. If all of the grains 
are nearly the same size it will be necessary to 
use more cement, no matter whether the grains are 
large or small. The secret of good concrete lies 
in using sand that is well graded in size and large 
aggregates that are well graded in size, in order 
to secure the greatest density with the minimum 
of cement. ‘Sharp sand’ is obsolete.’’

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What is the Liability of Banks? 


By Arthur L. H. Street 


HEN an attorney received a 
W check payable to his client, 

without the client’s knowledge 
or consent, he so altered the check as to 
make it payable to himself as the client’s 
attorney. He had two accounts in de- 
fendant bank, one private and one as 
attorney. He had no account as attorney 
for the particular client, plaintiff. The 
attorney ultimately overdrew his account 
as attorney, defaulting in payments due 
plaintiff. In the case of Charleston 
Paint Company vs. Exchange Banking & 
Trust Company, 123 Southeastern Re- 
porter, 830, the South Carolina Supreme 
Court passed upon plaintiff’s right to 
hold the defendant bank liable, and the 
following is an abstract of that court’s 
conclusions: 

A bank receiving trust funds from a 
trustee is liable to the true owner for 
the defalcation of the trustee, (1) if the 
bank violates the terms of the deposit 
contract, (2) if the bank applies the fund 
to payment of the trustee’s private in- 
debtedness to the bank, or (3) if the 
bank assists the trustee to misappropri- 
ate the fund, actually or constructively 
knowing that the fraud is being perpe- 
trated. But the bank, though knowing 
of a trust, may asume, in the absence 
of the intimation to the contrary, that 
the trustee will faithfully disburse the 
fund. | 

The attorney’s act in altering the 
check in the manner above noted 
amounted to forgery, making the check 
void excepting as to holders in due 
course, The bank in this case was not a 
holder in due course, because the check 
bore unmistakable evidence that it had 
been altered.

Wrongfully Hieb 
Architects 


T HE opinion handed down by the 
Washington Supreme Court in the 
case of Gould vs. McCormick, 134 Pacific 
Reporter, 676, shows the proper basis 
for awarding damages to an architect 
who has been wrongfully discharged be- 
fore completion of his contract services. 

In that case it appeared that plaintiffs 
agreed to draw. plans and specifications 
for a nine-story building and supervise 
its construction for five per eent of the 
cost of the building. When the struc- 
ture was about one-third completed 
plaintiffs were wrongfully discharged by 
defendant owner and they sued for com- 
pensation. 

The court recognized that where an 
architect or contractor is wrongfully 
discharged he should ordinarily be per- 
mitted to recover for work performed 
at the contract rate and be allowed such 
profit, if any, as he would have earned 
through doing the remainder of the 
work. The court said: 

„In the present case the price fixed 
in the contract for preparing the plans 
and specifications and superintending 
the work of the construction was 5 per 
cent of the cost of the building. The 
approximate cost of the building was 
$325,000. At the time the respondents 
were discharged, it appears from the 
evidence that the cost to them of com- 
pleting the contract would have been 
$1,500. Prior to this time they had been 
paid the sum of $8,000. On this basis, 
then, applying the rule as above stated, 
there was a balance due of $6,750."' 


On the Job with the Gonstruction éditor 
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Prevent Accidents 


HE most common cause for scaffold 
accidents is incomplete nailing. The 
mechanic takes a board—in this case it 
is a ledger board as shown—sticks a nail 
at one end, and then nails the other end, 
forgetting to complete the nailing of the 
end where only one nail has been driven. 
The scaffold is decked and when the 
material and men are placed on it, the 
nail gives away and there is an accident. 
The dotted lines on the drawing show 
just what will happen in such cases—the 
end of the ledger board with only one 
nail will go down. 

There are two ways to guard against 
such accidents: First, by thoroughly in- 
specting all the nailing before the scaf- 
folding is loaded; and, second, which is 
the better way of the two, by nailing 
blocks under each end of every ledger 


board used in the scaffolding. This will 
have sufficient reinforcement so that any 
weak point that may exist will not give 
away when the load is placed on the 
scaffolding.—H. H. 8. 


Steadying Steelwork 


[T is common practice in these times 

to use steel freely on practically all 
types of construction. 
found that the use of steel in small 
building is a means of promoting econ- 
omy and this is a very important factor 
in all construction work. 

In the illustration shown here we see 
how a system of steel beams was braced

while they were being set into place. 
The building was a one-story garage 
building, with steel beams used for sup- 


porting the roof joists. The beams were 
delivered in the job before any of the 


It has been 
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lateral bracing, hence they had to be 
set and braced until the laterals 
arrived. 

As shown in the illustration, they 
were erected on their columns and the 
two end beams braced diagonally from 
the ground. All the intermediate beams 
however, were braced by running joists 
from beam to beam instead of bracing 
them individually. This saved the time 
of erecting separate diagnal bracing for 
each row of beams, and served the same 


purpose. 


Pipe Hanger or Support 


N order to carry pipe overhead for 

road crossings and overhead con- 
struction work, etc., the following pipe 
supports were used with great success 
and at a very small cost. 

The piers are the big cost, as the mate- 
rial and labor will cost about 
fourteen dollars per pier. For 
the stand pipe 4 in. second hand 
pipe serves the purpose. The 
bolts can be purchased for a 
small sum and as to the rest of 
the material required, a good 
mechanic should be able to 
select the material from a junk 
pile, or secure the material 
second hand from a junk dealer, 
greatly reducing the cost.

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Keep Onlookers Away 


A GOOD many accidents are caused 
each year by injuries to bystanders 
or idlers who are always to be found 
watching construction work. It is no 
fault of the contractor if one of these 
persons are injured, yet in case such 
an event does happen, he is always the 
subject of a suit for damages. 

It has been customary therefore to 
erect some kind of a barricade to keep 
the onlookers out of harms way. The 
problem, then, is how to erect a fence 
for keeping curiosity seekers away from 
the job without having such a fence 
interfere with the workmen or the de- 
livery of materials, and the answer is 
the kind of an arrangement shown here. 

This is a tight fence on the walk side 
of the job, so that it is impossible to see 


what is going on behind the fence. This 
will keep the walk clear and free from 
onlookers since there is nothing to watch 
and hence no temptation to loiter. At 
the end of the fence, a couple of loose 
boards are set up to form rails. They 
are so arranged that they may be easily 
taken down in order to permit work- 
men to pass in and out from behind the 
fence and to permit the delivery of 
materials.

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Sand Screen 


N places where the sand used contains 

large pieces of gravel too heavy for 
the purpose for which the sand is used 
a screen is required so that the large 
particles may be sifted out. Many varie- 
ties and types of screens have been built 
but here is a simple one used where the 
sand is sifted by throwing it against 
the screen with a shovel. 

It is built with a 2"x4" frame work 
and the screen is made of fine chicken 
wire held to the main frame by laths 
nailed around the edges. At the base 
of the screen a board or two should be 
nailed on as it is at this point that the 
coarser particles are liable to give the 
screen the most wear. 


Screens for Pivoted Sash 


A CARPENTER in Peoria ran up 

against a stone wall when he was 
asked to screen all the windows in a 
large plant which was new and fireproof. 
The window frames were of sheet metal, 


although the sash were made of wood. 

Eventually a plan was devised that 
worked satisfactorily, giving fresh air 
as wanted and keeping out insects. The 
following description will enable some 
other workman to execute a job of like 
character. 

The sash swings in the frame, bottom 
outward, by means of the pins (YY) in 
the center of the sash, entering holes 
in the metal jamb. Adjustment for ex- 
tent of opening is provided by means of 
a rod, ratchet and dog, at the bottom 
of the sash, not shown by illustration. 
The screen frames, upper and lower, are 
located permanently, secured by an old 
fashioned bolt at center of screen ‘‘X.’’ 

This bolt is in a metal cylinder or 
easing, having a spring (coiled) inside 
the closed end; and is pulled flush into 
its casing by an extension rod working 


through an opening in its closed end. 
The cylinder is long enough to pass 
through the screen, frame sideways, 
when by letting go of the end exten- 
sions, the bolts will pop into holes pro- 
vided in the metal casing jamb. 

The top screen is notched at the bot- 
tom, designated by P, while the bottom 
screen is notched on top as at S, to 
avoid or clear the screen frame and 
panels for glass. The ends S and P are 
beveled feather edged, to adjust to the 
glass, when window is partially open.— 
L. 8. Bonbrake. 


Hanging Doors 


HETHER two or three butts are 

used, I have found it a good plan 
to mark out and cut the jamb for the 
butts. Take only the top butt apart and 
screw the parts on door and jamb. Serew 
the other butts to the door and put the 
door in position. Slip in the top pin, 
swing the door around. Any error in 
marking and cutting can best be cor- 
rected now, and the butts will not be 
bound in the joints.—A. N. Phillips. 
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Formwork for Low 
Foundations 


HERE is a type of formwork espe- 

cially suitable for concrete founda- 
tions where it is not necessary to carry 
them too far below grade. This system 
consists of only a simple arrangement 
of 2"x4"s and boards, as is usually found 
for this type of work. 

The first step in erecting these forms 
is to set the two lines of stakes which, 
support the bottom sills of the system. 
Then the sills are set in place and fast- 
ened securely to the stakes. After this, 
the vertical members are erected and 
then the diagonals. Ne 

: Now the framework is in place and the. 
form boards may be nailed on. Care. 
should be taken to see that the uprights 
are truly plumb and held stiffly, and 
for this purpose a 
ledger is run aeross 
the uprights close 
to the top of the 
form. This helps 
considerably to hold 
the verticals in a 
straight line so that 
the wall will not be 


wavy. 
One of the major 
precautions to be 


observed in the erec- 
tion of this form- 
work (as in the erec- 
tion of all form- 
work) is to take 
the proper care to 
see that the whole 
arrangement is stiff 
enough to prevent displacement by the 
concrete as it is poured into the forms. 
This means that each member in the 
arrangement must be well nailed or 
wired before pouring begins or the value 
of the time-saver is lost. 


Fire Test for Bar Joist 
Floor 


F OR purposes of determing the fire re- 
sisting properties of a typical floor 
panel built of standard bar joist con. 
struction, the Massillon Steel Joist Co., 
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Tenth and Belden Sts., Canton, Ohio, 
prepared a floor panel arrangement in 
the manner described and accurately de- 
termined deflection and recorded tem- 
perature under various conditions. 

The furnace, 10 ft. 6 in. long by 6 ft. 
wide and 5 ft. high was specially con- 
structed. Heat was supplied by means of 
six oil burners located symetrically 
around the furnace. On the furnace wall 
five type 8-C Massillon Steel Bar Joists 
were laid, spaced 16 in. on centers. These 
were bridged at the top and bottom with 
3-32 in. stranded wire. Top of the joist 
was covered with 36 in.—4 lb. ribbed 
metal lath, covered with a 2 in. concrete 
slab with a 14 in. finished surface and 
with % in. temperature bars on 12 in. 
centers. These bars were laid in both 
directions. 

To the bottom chords of the truss were 
wired 7-16 in. pencil channels on 12 in. 
centers. To this 3.4 lb. flat diamond lath 
was fastened and covered with % in. 
of ceiling plaster—first coat L4 in. Port- 
land Cement mixtures, second and third 
coats standard gypsum plaster. 

Deflection of slab and joist was de- 
termined by fastening a scale direatly 
at the center of slab while temperatures 
were recorded by 14 thermometers 
placed at various points. When these 
were all installed in place a test pancl 
was loaded to the full design live load 
of 125 lbs. per sq. in. Then oil burners 
were fired and the temperature of the 
furnace gradually raised to about 1800 
degrees F., this maintained for a period 
of 3 hrs. and 40 min. 

The deflection produced by the rated 
Noads for this type of joist was .25 in. 
this increasing to .69 in. at the expira- 


— 
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tion of the four hour heating test. 

In conclusion, it is evident that this 
type of floor construction allows plenty 
of air circulation with the result that 
the steel is heated uniformly; no stresses 
being set up due to unequal expansion 
of the members.

Steel Men Discuss 
Fireproofing 


HE fourth annual convention of the 

American Institute Steel Construc- 
tion held at White Sulphur Springs, 
West Virginia, October 26th to 30th, 
was marked by a decision to embark 
upon a new move to lessen fire hazards 
in office buildings and other large com- 
mercial structures. The standard speci- 
fications for such fireproofing will be 
formulated by the Institute during the 
coming year. 

**Up to the present time,’’ said Lee 
H. Miller, Chief Engineer of the Insti- 
tute, ‘‘it has been customary to rate in 
accordance with their thickness the in- 
sulating properties of materials used to 
protect columns and girders from high 
temperatures. Recent investigations, 
however, have indicated that the nature 
of the surface of the insulation has an 
important bearing upon the insulating 
qualities.’’ 

Professor C. R. Young, of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, told the convention that 
unreasonable restrictions included in 
many municipal building codes penalize 
the competent engineer and result in un- 
necessarily high costs which must be 
borne by the public. Mr, Young cited 
the fact that Philadelphia fixes the live 
load for the floors of office buildings at 
100 lbs. per sq. ft., while the Chicago 


code permits a live load of only 50 lbs. 
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According to the speaker, the only ap- 
parent reason for the divergence is the 
difference in civic temperament. 

The Institute has already taken steps 
to cut down the economic waste in con- 


flieting building codes and the ill- 
advised selection of building materials. 
Mr. Chas. F. Abbott, Executive Direc- 
tor, announced further progress in the 
country-wide adoption of the Institute’s 
standard specification

URING the past ten months, con- 
D struction in 37 states east of the 


Rocky mountains has reached $5,- 
325,506,400, according to F. W. Dodge 
Corp. This shows a 6% increase over 
the corresponding period of 1925. For 
October alone contracts fell slightly be- 
low September and October last. Of 
the total, $515,726,600, 44% was con- 
tributed by residental work. Public 
works followed with 20%; commercial 
12%; industrial 9% and educational 
4%. In the field of new work, contem- 
plated, the October total exceeded Sep- 
tember by 3% but fell below last Octo- 
ber. 

New England District 

Construction started amounted to $31,- 
424,200, a total below the month previ- 
ous and October, 1925. Residential led 
with 61%. Contemplated new work ex- 
ceeded September by 55% and reached 
a total $52,265,300. 

New York District 

Of the $123,553,900 in contracts re- 
ported, residential commanded 64%. 
Contemplated projects exceeded Septem- 
ber by 5% but fell below October last. 
For the past ten months $1,430,529,400 
worth of new construction was reported. 
This gained 16% over the first ten 
months of 1925. 


Pittsburgh District 
The contract total, showing a decline 
from September, 1926 and from October, 
1925, gave public works 41% of the 
volume and residential 29%. New work 
planned was 17% over September. 


The Middle West District 


The October total exceeded the same 
month last year by 35% and September, 
1926 by 70%. 38% went for residential. 


Another gain was represented in con- 
templated construction—7% over the pre- 
vious month. An increase of 10% over 
the corresponding period of 1925 was 
computed in the $1,387,787,300 contract 
total for the first ten months.

Financing and Standard Building Codes 


RDINARILY we think of dif- 
ferences in building costs 
among various eities as due 

to wage scales, efficiency of manage- 
ment and labor, and prices of ma- 
terials. But there is a differential 
established in the varying require- 
ments of building regulations that 
may well be investigated by organ- 
izations which are interested in see- 
ing their home cities grow. 

Building codes lay down eondi- 
tions under which several billion 
dollars’ worth of new buildings are 
constructed each year. When they 
are wisely drawn and administered, 
they protect public safety and 
health, and reduce fire hazards. 
When they are not wisely drawn, 
they usually not only fail in their 
original purpose but add unneces- 
sarily to the cost of building. 

This affects our pocket-books di- 
rectly, and tends to discourage new 
building. It keeps many persons 
from living in modern dwellings or 
working in modern buildings. 

We have for example, ‘‘orphan 
codes,’’ containing a patch-work of 
requirements copied from other 
codes which in turn have taken 
them from others until the original 
source is unknown. Many of their 
requirements prevent economies that 
have long since been made possible 
by advances in the art of building. 

Some, which maye have been 
copied innocently enough, were first 
framed, it is sad to relate, by men 
who knew exactly how they wanted 
to state certain passages in order to 
obtain advantages over some com- 
petitor. Other codes have grown 
from small beginnings and their ar- 
rangement may reflect not only the 
present organization of the city gov- 
ernment but preceding forms. 

Parallel with advances in the art 
of building which have made pos- 
sible new economies in construc- 
tion tests made under the United 
States Bureau of Standards, and 
other engineering tests, have given 
a more accurate knowledge than 
was formerly possessed as to

amounts of loads and stresses that 
various building materials may be 
safely subjected to. 

Until two or three years ago 
plumbing requirements had to be 
framed largely by rule-of-thumb 
methods, as there had never been 
real comprehensive studies of what 
goes on in pipes with an intermit- 
tent flow of water. But at the re- 
quest of the Department of Com- 
meree subeommittee on Plumbing 
Codes,. the Bureau of Standards 
undertook a series of tests extend- 
ing over more than two years. 

With the results in hand, the sub- 
eommittee was able to work out for 
the first time a set of requirements 
which assure sanitary installations, 
without unreasonable allowance for 
unknown factors, and without the 
risks which used to accompany some 
of the cheaper installations in house 
drainage systems. 


T is encouraging that in 1925 the 

subeommittee's work on plumb- 
ing was recognized in laws of 
10 States, a number of them using 
its list of twenty-one prineiples 
speeifying results, without state- 
wide adoption of the suggested de- 
tailed provisions for securing them. 

More than 400 cities in the United 
States have adopted building codes 
regulating the construction, equip- 
ment and occupancy of buildings 
and other structures. 

Wide variations found by the De- 
partment in existing building codes 
were cited as follows: 


1. As to minimum thickness of 
brick walls in the first story of two- 
story buildings, the requirements 
were found to be anywhere from 
eight to sixteen inches. In other 
words, if, as was eventually de- 
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termined by tests carried out by the 
Bureau of Standards, a reasonably 
well-built 8-inch wall would provide 
for health and safety, then the 
amount of material required by the 
more exacting codes could be re- 
duced by one-fourth or one-half, 
which would mean a great economy 
in building. 

2. As to strength of floors, the 
codes were found to require the first 
floor of dwellings to be designed 
with sufficient strength to withstand 
minimum floor loads ranging from 
25 to 100 pounds per square foot. 


OR upper floors of office build- 

ing allowance ranged from 40 
to 150 pounds per square foot. 
Other types of buildings had similar 
variations. Obviously safety was 
being disregarded in some instances 
or an unecessary amount of build- 
ing materials and labor was being 
required in others. 

3. Stress requirements for con- 
erete columns showed wide varia- 
tion. For greatest permissible stress 
for direct compression on columns 
of concrete reinforced with spirals 
the codes varied from 500 to 900 
pounds per square inch. 

Progress in the art of placing con- 
crete has surely advanced beyond 
the point where a difference of near- 
ly 100 per cent in permissible stress 
ean be considered reasonable. 

4. As to plumbing regulations: 
There are many cities in which 4- 
inch vertical soil pipes are the small- 
est allowed in dwelling construction. 
The 3-inch pipe was found to be 
more satisfactory for ordinary 
dwellings from a sanitary point of 
view and it is accommodated very 
much more easily in a stud parti- 
tion or wall of a house. 


5. Allowable compression for 
wood materials is a subject which 
the Department is now studying. 
The National Lumber Manufactur- 
ers’ Association finds in 117 codes 
that allowable compression parallel

STUDY of building codes has 
been made by a special commit- 
tee appointed by the Department of 
Commerce, with a view to drafting 
a recommended uniform code that 
would steer a middle course and, 
while making ample provision for 
safety, would lay down requirements 
not in excess of what engineering 
tests have shown to be sufficient. 
The committee has worked with

the air locks and thence to single 
drum Sidgewood electric hoisting 
engines. 

Spoil was delivered to hopper bot- 
tom bins in the working platforms 
over the sidewalks and was thence 
discharged by gravity into trucks 
that removed it to the dump. 

Pre-mixed aggregate was fur- 
nished by the Colonial Sand & Stone 
Company and was stored in 125-yard 
bin in the general excavation. From 
there it was delivered by the wheel- 
barrows to the one-yard Ransome 
mixer and to the portable Boss 
mixer, operated by a LeRoy gasoline 
engine that were supplied with Atlas 
Portland cement from a 10,000 bag 
storehouse. The 8,000 cubic yards 
of 1:2:4 concrete required for the 
entire substructure were delivered 
from the mixer into buckets on flat 
ears that distributed it over in- 
dustrial tracks to all of the 86 cais- 
sons. There it was emptied by der- 
ricks operated by electrical, double 
drum, Lidgewood hoists, five of 
which were installed on the job. 

Caissons were located so close 
together that there was little space 
In the general excavation for the 
installation of plant or the storage 
of materials, both of which were pro- 
vided for by the erection of the 
power house, sand hogs house and 
small shops on an adjacent rented 
lot, and by the construction of 
a wide platform over the sidewalk 
on three adjacent streets. 

In the power house there was lo- 


ficials, architects, engineers, realtors, 
builders, material manufacturers, 
and other agencies and groups con- 
cerned with building standards, and 
has made six recommendations in 
six published reports. 

Uniformity in building codes is 
desirable in these respects: 

1. Technical structural require- 
ments may be practically uniform 
except in places subject to special 
hazard from earthquakes or torna- 
does. À steel column of known grade 
is still a steel column whether in 
Portland, Maine, or in Portland, 
Oregon.

cated one 600-ft. Chicago Pneumatic 
Tool Company’s compressor, driven 
by a 100 h.p. Westinghouse motor, to 
furnish air for operating pneumatic 
tools and a battery of three electric- 
ally driven low pressure compres- 
sors furnishing air for the caissons. 

Working chambers were con- 
ereted under pressure, the air locks 
removed and the shafts filled with 
eonerete deposited in the open air. 
The first caisson was delivered April 
7, air was first put on April 18 and 
the last eaisson was sealed July 10, 
thus eompleting aetual pier work in 
114 ealender days (well in advanee 
of the schedule time notwithstand- 
ing that obstructions were even 
more diffieult than had been antici- 
pated and that the quality of the 
hardpan was such that some of the 
excavations penetrated it deeper 
than was expected). 


EXT to one corner of lot was 

a 3-story brick building with 
its wall footings only a little be- 
low the bottom of the cellar excava- 
tion. To insure it against the pos- 
sibility of settlement, due to caisson 
excavation within a few inches of 
the wall, it was underpinned by six 
steel-concrete piles driven to satis- 
factory bearing before these caissons 
were sunk. 

Working pits were sheeted down 
to a depth of 7’ below the wall foot- 
ings and extended completely across 
its full width. In the bottom of 
eacn there was a set vertical section 
of 15" heavy steel pipe that was 
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terisiics of cast iron are well known. 

2. There can be greater uniform- 
ity in arrangement. Wastes, and 
delays and annoyances arise from 
unsystematic arrangement of the 
subject matter and from variations 
in arrangement between cities. 
Some codes leave the prospective 
builder floundering and uncertain, 
never sure that a qualifying clause 
may not be tucked away in some 
obseure passage. 

3. If there cannot be complete 
uniformity in the details of admin- 
istration in different cities, there 
can be at least greater unity in ad- 
ministration without a given city. 
In a large city it is now sometimes 
necessary to secure from 17 to 22 
separate permits and certificates in 
order to erect a flat building to ac- 
eommodate three or four families. 
Health officers, the police depart- 
ment, the city engineer's office and 
other bureaus may have to pass on 
various points.

jacked down full length by a 100- 
ton Watson Stillman Hydraulic jack 
reacting against the wall above. 


HE jack was temporarily re- 

moved, a section of pipe 
placed on the first and connected to 
it with an inside sleeve. Jacking 
resumed, a third section of pipe 
added, and so on, until a resistance 
of 80 tons was encountered when 
the pipe was cleared out by the op- 
eration of a Hayward Orange Peel 
bueket and was filled with rich fine 
concrete that enclosed upper part of 
pipe and extended to within a few 
inches of the wall footing. 

When this concrete had set con- 
nection was made between it and 
the old footing by the usual method, 
with pairs of folding steel wedges 
driven between two thick bearing 
plates. These were left exposed 
until all of the underpinning piles 
had been driven and the caissons 
sunk alongside. Then they received 
their final adjustment and were 
permanently sealed with concrete 
and grout. The substructure work 
was executed by continuous opera- 
tion carried on by a force of about 
100 men in the day shift and 50 
men in each of the two night shifts.
